tion, and ſo ſuffered to reſt, it would b: altogether uſeleſs. |

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' which hath oy Ra Fermentation. For which cauſe the Inven- 


tor thereof being well chilled in Chymreal Operations,adds Wine, 
that the Work may be more readily done, For all Natural things 
are transformed by Fermentation, as :5 plainly ſeen inthe Juice 
of Grapes, in Brewing of Beer , andin Makinz of Bread. 

But it is alleaged , though Reaſon and Truth it ſelf do evi- 
dznce theſe things t1 be ſo; yet notwithſtanding the Novelties 
which you introdyce into Philoſophy and Phyſtck,and the AMi- 
neral aud Metalline Remedies preſcribed by you , which are: 
very contrary to Man's nature , and were unknown to Anti- 
qnity : Theſe are the things which we implead and oppoſe. 

1 anſwer. It gs an 1mpoſſible thing to introduce Novelties 
into the World; buy to perfett , alter , throughly to mix and 
componnd things introduced already by the Creator , is ver 
poſſible, This Fappocrates teacheth, and it is allowed to 
Art. So Flax or Hemp ,byvarioms alterations is mad; Paper: 
Graſs by the 'like Alterations is changed into a Glove , and 
alſo into Glew, The Juice of Flowers by a various Altera- 
tion is. made Honey ; and Honey in like ſort is chanzed into 
Hydromel, (i. e.) Mead or Metheyline ( a moſt pleaſant 
Drink in Lituania , nothing inferior to- SpaniſhWine ) and at 
length it tarns to Vinegar, wich u afterwards cafily reduced 
to Elementary Water. Bread-corn by Alteration is made 
Hot-water. Swndry Simples gathered together and mixt in 
one, by Fermentation becomes Treacle. So, ſince Hippo- 
crates his time , Caſſia, Sena, Mechoacan , Cremor 
Tartari, and infinite oth:r things are found out , which he mad: 
no mention of ; which yet -are not new , but only retrieved and 
braught farth into uſe a7ain by lonz Study and Experience, So 
that we may boldly ſay with the Wiſe Man, There is no new 
thing under the Sun, Whatſoever therefore the Followers of 
Hippocrates have hand:d out , and as it wer: Mid-wifed into 
the World, the ſame was from the beginning , thourh onr ey:s 
were not ſo cl:ar-ſighted, as to diſcover it. But Stephen Paſ- 
quier anſwers this Obj:&:on very El:gantly ,

But what will they ſay of Salt, withowr which Man's Life 
cannot be ſuſtaintd , and which w2 uſe every day in ſeaſoning 
our Meat? Is that a n:w Invention? cr had the Ancients no 
knowlgdze of it ? yet it is excotted not only from the Sea , and 
from Fountains , but there arc beſides Mountains and Mines 
of native ſolid Salt, like Marbl:; out of which it is hewn , and 


grows again , like Stones in Quarries.

As for Mineral and Mertalline Remedies , nzither theſe were 
not newly introduced into Phyſick , but were in uſ* among - the

[ c:mpoſition Lapis Lazuli , and Gold, the perfet:/t and no- 
: bleſt of Metals. The ſame Meſye made Pills of the ſame 
ſtone of good uſe , in Melancholy and Madneſs ; which latter

Ceruſſe for the Unguent and Plaiſter , which is called White; 
of Lead is made Litarge , of which is made the Emplaſtrum 
Triapharmacum : Ai th:ſe were found out by the An- 
cients. 

Of Copper and Vinegar by the ſame Art is made Ver- 
digreaſe, which enters into the compoſition of the Egyptian 
Oyntment , /o called from its,Swarthy colour , the invention 
alſo of the Ancients. © 


But why deÞ fpeha time in mentioning theſe things , there 
ay #1 Italy , bat will inveigh againſt the op- 
Poſers of this Art?;for without It, it is impaſſible for them to 
find out ony thing to Colour and Dye their Hair. 

In a werd , whatſoevcy Famous and Excellent thing is per- 
formed by Art , it proceeds from the foundation of This Anci- 
ent Philoſophy ; thou7h m:n know this well enough , yet they 
are aſhamed to ſpeak it out. The Old-Man , Hippocra+ 
tes, admiring at this ſtupidity and turning to his Followers , 
ſays ( ſmilingly andwith a low voice ) The Divine Mind hath 
inſtructed men to imitate her. Works; they know what 
they do, but are'ignorant of what they imitate, They 
are Hippocrates his words. $2 that , Hippocratical Cny- 
miſts do not erd:avonr to produce new things , but to recal. 
from Oblivion, Things approved by the Ancients. 

It is further objetted , That the ſtrong Remedies of Quick- 
ſilver , and Antimony da evince the i7norance of Chymilts ; 
The uſe of them being abominable , and taken at Month , they 
often:ndanger Life. 

As for the ignorance otjetted , I wonder not ct it , for it is 
an Epidemical D/ſcaſe in all Profeſſions, and eſpecially in Phy- 
ſick , which of neceſſity takes ut original from this Ancient 
Art. This made * Hippocrates to ſay, That Phyſick was 
indeed the nobleſt of all 'Arts, but it. was depretiated by 
reaſon 
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reaſon of the ignorance of thoſe who practiſed it. 'Tis 
ignorance therefore which occaſions all the Mhſchiefs in Phy- 
ſick ; n::th-r doth it raiſe greater envy any where, than amongt 
thoſe who follow not the Chymical way of Praftice , whoſe en- 
vy ſom:tim:s app:ars in their looks : So that now a-days 4 
Phyſician 5s ordinarily d:ſpiſed , and expoſed to the Scoffs and 
Taunts of Facetions Wits : Oh, where is the Majeſty where- 
with Phyſicians di& once ſhin? amonyFt th:mſclu:s? What's 
become of the eſteem and broth:rly reſp: ons towards anot1:r, 
which * Hippocrates ſo much commends? In our age on: 
Phyſician #ndervalu:s another, carping at what he ſays or 
does; yea, h: quarrels at, and oppoſes ( behind his back, ) 
That which he und. rſtands not ; extolling h.mſelf amongst 
the ignorant Vulgar , for the ſordid hope,of 4 little Gain. If 
ſuch p-rſons by the help of our Furnaces, had learned that 
the Principl:s of Chymiſtry (1. e. ) The Inſtruments of Na- 
turz, according to Hippocrates , were the, Foundations of 
Medicine, Phylick had nevzr been divided into ſo many Setts, 
45 it is at this day. For now there u a Set riſen which ai- 
vides Phylick into two # om » Chymical and Galenical, a- 
gainſt the mind of Old Hippocrates, who never mention:d 
but One , neither 4:4 Galen tak? notice of any ſuch diviſion. 
The opinions of Hippocrates and Galen ſeems too prolix to 
th:ſe men ; for they are contented with a few Rules , andthough 
i1znorant of the p © aros of Aﬀecdicine , yet do pride them- 
ſelves in being acccunted and call:d the only Canonical Phy- 
ficians by Old-Wives and Pl.b:ians. Galen , who was addittod 
to no S:&, yet moſt accampliſh:d fir Learning and Prudence, 
calls ſuch m:n Serv1 ,for He w.u willing to cul with all ſorts 
of p:rſons ; Fiſh:r-men, and men of th? loweſt rank, withrude 
and unsh_ Iful PI -beians ( why then doth Sennertus in his Book 
De Conſenſi , c/1p. 4. impute This as a fault to Paracelfis) 
not only that h: might eſcape the cenſure of Hippocrates (who 
alſo was not aſhamed to ask queſtions of plain Count r:y-men in 
the b:7inning of his Book of Precepts ) viz. Ignorance , but 
alſo that he might be abl: to diſcern Truth from Falſtood: 
For that quick-ſighted perſon knew very well that no: hing could 
happ-n more ji. Mende to the.Sick, than to lay credglity , 


preſumptions , = n, and uncertaints o; 4s ſo many = 
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in Galen's time Natural Philoſophy , which now we call Chy- 
miſtry , was confined within a few mens breaſts nnd:r an 
Oath of Scereſie, yet for the ſake thereof He travelled over all 
Egypt , where that Art moſt flouriſhed at that timz; which 
ſhews the'wonderful Curioſity and Dilizence of the Man : for 


returning into his one Country , he diſtributed divers - rare 


Medicines , which he there learned, among ſeveral Phyſicians , 
his Friends ; That ſo they might be approved by their Experi- 
ence, Thus he wrote of the wonderfwl efficacy of Fire and of 
Treacle to Piſo, 4 Piece mſt worthy to be read: And he high- 
ly extols Fſchiros , the Empirick , his Maſter, from whom he 
learned how to burn Crabbs, 

Wherefore Galen's Praiſe remains entire, and He will al- 
ways be accounted a moſt ſaracious Perſon; To whom, as wc.ll 
as to Hippocrates, a Reverence is dye , as to the beginn:rs and 
producers of many , if not all Good Things. 

So that Natural Philoſophy Yo filed Chymiſtry ) ac- 
cording to Hippocrates, is a moſt Ancient Science, being dc- 
rived from the Greek words *Als, ſeri ng Salt, and Cheo , 
to Melt: Hence came the word Alchymy , as much as to 
ſay, The Art of melting Salts. And 'tis rightly call.d ſo. 
For Nature hcr ſelf can produce no fruit at all, anleſs the 
Internal Salts of the Seeds be difſclucd in the Earth ( as I ſhall 
Ocularly demonitrate , And theſe ence diſſolved, do again att 
upon one another , andſo ariſe into a Plant for its peculiar uſes, 
and then they ceaſe from their labogr ; for as Hippocrates af- 
firms , One Spirit draws too, another thruſts from, both 
doing the fame thing , and it inclines to either part ( the 
Encreafing and Vegetating ) and ſo they imitate the na- 
ture of Man. 

The Chymical Philofopher , inftrufted by Hippocrates , takes 
theſe Seeds thus brought by nature to Maturity , and m them 
conſiders thoſe Two (Salts) the Organs of Nature, viz. Fire 
and Water ; and by Art , he arges them to attion, by melting 
the Salts according to Natures Law, as Alchymy teaches, and 
then a new thing 1s produced, which was not before ; for Exam- 
ple Bread , In This the Hyppocratiſt or Chymiſt 274in takes 

into conſideration , the [nſiruments of Natwre; which he fur- 
ther aſſiſts by his helpipg-hand , mclting the Salts ; and imita- 
ting Natur: , he again trings f.rth a nw Frodyction , which

Lngcr the Philoſophers fire , but the Artiits ; for then th.nzs Fo 
ar: not advanced by the intervention thereof , but are altered 
thereby , as our Maiter teacheth in the fore-cited Book. . 
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Whoſocver therefore do apply themſelves to the Fuſion or Li- 
quation of Salts, either with a gentle or a vehement hear , 
They all have their d:pendance on this Ancient Chymical 
Philoſophy ; So rhat {ck perſons are in a groſs and ignorart 
Aiſtake im the judgement of Hippoorates , who exclude A- 
pothecaries from this Art. For when Pharmacopzans do 
pound Vegetables , and wring out their 7mice , then it is that 
they make 4 fuſion of Salts, expelling -xnd thruſting out the 
Exotick and Forrain , net being of one and the ſame temper 
( they are Hippocrates his words) but when "= condenſe the 
melted Salts with Suzar into a Syrup , then they threughly 
mix and alter them, So 'tis, ſays Hippocrates, with the na- 
ture of Man, all Arts communicating with humane Nature. 

Wherefore if Nature do precede Art,and Art doth but imitate 
Nature, there is no man under the Sun, who hath not within 
himſelf, as it were a Chymical and Salt-melting ſhop , only the 
Canonical Phyſician, who bears an hatred to the opinions of 


- Hippocrates , by reaſon of his ignorance of this Ancient Art, 


excepts him|[clf , as being altogether unacquainted with this dr- © 


vinely inſpired Science. And by means of ſuch Ignoramus's, 
Phylick 5 accounted the meaneſt of all Profeſſions, for it hath 
10 foundation to build upon : Of ſuchIgnorants, Seneca ſpeaks, 
That they are always learning , but never attain to the 
knowledge of the Truth, | 

Hence it is that Galen in his rich Writings q——_ and com- 
mends Hippocrates to ws, as the Guide and Author of all 
Good, which Epithites he frequently beſtows upon him ; there- 

eternizing and conſecrating his Name to Poſterity. 

This ſo well grounded opinion of Galen , hath moved me, ne- 
ver , as long as I live, to admit of any other Dottrine in Phy- 
ſick but that of Hippocrates , which [belicve will be Coavom

v:d to the true knowledie of Phyſick : And the: fame per- 
ſon avers , * That our life 1s too ſhort for the acquiſt of any + 1, Ayb.r.

T - erfe&t knowledge of all Sciences is ſo diffi- tal or Ma- 
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one Science ,. from the vory Foundation thereof. Rertgpon 
he adviſes af to hon and'efeem thoſe which have 
endeavoured to ſearch owt the hidden works of Wiſe Na- 
Diet. twre ; adding withal , that #o one of them conld be - juſtly 
blamed, thourh hz were not able fally to find th:m cut. But 
it ſeems the Writcr who reformed the Au7uſtaneor( Au- 
purgh ) Diſpenſatory ,, was of another mind ; his Book 
was printed at Tergow by William Vorhouzn, A.D. 1657. 
Upon occaſion of that Book , a few days ſince , my rc- 
ſpected Friend , John de Lanox , a Famous Bookſeller of 
this City, asked my advice, whether I thought it worth 
his labor to Print it here, &c. Tis true,] had heard of the 
Title before , but I had never ſeen the Book , for I had 
not fo much Teiſure as to fpend my time in reading ſuch 
Pieces : Nevertheleſs, upon that occaſion, at ſpare hours 
I read it all over, and could not but take notice of, and 
wonder at that corrupt Cuſtom (ſo familiar to him and 
others , againſt the direct Precept of Hippocrates ) that 
whatſoever a man had honeſtly. found out by great La- 
bour and Study , and had commended it to Poſterity in 
writing for the goo! of the Publick , the fame ſhould 
preſently be traduced, defamed, and ſpurned at ameng(t 
the Ignorant Vulgar , :not by force of Reaſon and Ex- 
Perience , but by monſtrous Calamnies and'Reproaches, 
that ſo (like Heroſtratms) they might procure ſome fame 
to themſelves, by the ruine of other mens Credit. The 
Reformer of ' the Avſpurgh Diſpenſatory 'treads in 
thoſe ſteps, railing and declaiming not only againſt 
the Ancients, but the Moderns alfo ; Followers of p- 
pocrates and Galen, in ſuch ſort, that there is hardly an 
Arrow in the Quiver of Slander, which he ſhoots not at 
them. I had formerly inſtructed this Man in the way of 
making Yip:rinz Salt , but under a Metaphorical diſ- 
guize (for 1 had denied to teach him in plain terms) 
.and now he proclaims me for a Cheat, and that 7 hin- 
d:r by Impoſture the rmaking of it pablick : 1 ingenioutly 
confeſs, that here, at leaſt in part, the Reformer ſpeaks 
truth ; for whatſoever made Phyſicians -who were lo- 
vers of Truth famous heretofore, the ſame things Im- 
poſtors.do crafiily adukerate, -Qur Hippocrates mw -; 
ral 
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His Hippocrates Chymicus. 
fraid off ſich Cheats, which made him conceal his Anti- 
peſtitential Medicament., by which' he had procured fo 
much Honour to himſelf, and had” Rappily and ſecurely 
cured that Diſeaſe; as his Epiſtles do teſtife. 

Paracelſms did alſo dread Impoſtors, who by his won- 
derful Art cured the (otherwiſe incurable) Contagions 
of the Body, as his Epitaph ſpeaks; which may be ſeen 
graven on a ſtone at Salrsbwrge, in the Hoſpital of S. Se- 
baſt ians. 

In our dayes Lazarrs Riverins feared the like Cheats, 
and for that cauſe he publiſhed his Specifiqze againſt Fea- 
vors under a Metaphor. So Helmont very prudently vai- 
led the Liquor: which (with Paracel{zs) he calls by a cor- 
rupt Name Alcaheſt ; which yet is nor free from Adul- 
terators ; but initead thereof the Reformer ſubſtitutes 
Vinegar ; * herenpon, being inftructed by my loſs, 1 be- 
came my own School-matter , and have often thoughr 
upon that Saying of Eſchegrenterus to Gratarolus , Thou 
knoweſt on eaſier terms the Sentence paſſed at Bononia , that 
he was proclaimed a Traytor to his Conntrey , and warthy to 
be hanged, who firſt made a Filatory at Trent in Germany ; 
which is an Engine whereby Raw Sttk by Spindles is 
arfifictally drawn into Threads. ; 

- $6 that I have hitherto concealed That ' which might 
ennoble a Phyſician , being jealous , not without cauſe, 
leit by my fluggiſhneſs and neglect , it might fall into 
the hands of Impoſtors , and thereby the worthy and 
the unworthy ſhould undergo the ſame Fare. 

But the earneſt importunity of this * Reformer hath 
cauſed me to ſelect ſome things our of the heap of my 
Obſervations and Experiments ( which I had deſigned 
only for my own ute )- and -now to make them publick ; 
yet ſtill I keep to the Precept of + Hermes , That the 
Wiſd»m of the Author ought to be greater than his Book,

for the future may be-delivered from the crafts and de- 
ceits of Sophiſters and Impoſtors. In this work, I mind 
more the Truth of the Cauſe, than the Ornaments of 
Elocution ; for the ſpeech of Truth, ſays Exripides , is 
plain, neither matters it therein what ftile we uſe, eſpe- 
cially ſince Cictro doth not require Eloquence in a Phi- 
loſopher , much leſs doth Celſus in a Phyſician : For as 
Plato faith, when we diſpute of things, the rudeneſs or 
the elegancy of words are not to be heeded , but only 
that ſatisfaction may be obtained, as to the Doctrine of 
the things themſelves; neither have I inſerted florid di- 
ſputings, or odious altercations, but whatſoever offers it 
ſ{clf more occultly to- the Senſes, that, Experience being 
my guide, I have deſpoiled of its coverings, and. have 
expoſed the truth of things naked to the eyes of all. be- 
holders , ſo that every. individual man. may know it ; 
for Truth loves. brevity , not diſputation. By this Com- 
paſs I have Steered : Draw near. therefore, all ye Lovers 
of Truth ,. and you ſhall. behold things ( both admirable 
and pleaſant ). with your eyes, yea and handle them. 
with your hands , which have hitherto ſtood remote 
from our ſenſation and knowledge. Now to the work

But for my part I cannot ſee that the Ancients deſerve their caule. 


to be accuſed of abſurdity or ſimplicity in this thing, fo 
as to incur the undue reprehenſion of the Reformer: ſo 
that before we judge, we are to hear, and that both 
ſides; and we ought to find out what the Sal Armoni- 
ack of the Ancients was, and for what reafon they ſub-- 
ſtitured it in the room. of Common Salt? and for what- 
end? and wherein their offence lay? ſo.as to merit the 
raſh anger and bitter deſþighr of this Reformer. 

To make. theſe things more plain, it is neceſſary that 
we dive into the ſecret nature. of, certain Salts, in order 
to the examination. and underſtanding of them, and*of 
the differences between them, by accidents proper ro 
them, and known to Senſe, and that not by Logical and 
convertible Syllogiſmes, or imaginary Non-Enrities, but 
by an Experimental and Natural Hiſtory : I fay then, 
and am.ready to prove , that not Animals only have 
Volatile Salt, but, againſt the Opinion of this Reformer, 
that all Vegetables alſo have not a grain of fixed Salt 
by Nature, unleſs they acquire it by Art. Bur firſt I 


will ſpeak of things more known , proceeding after- - 


wards, by degrees, to thoſe which are more occult. 
Pliny witneſſeth , that Natural Sal Armoniack was in 
great uſe amongſt the Ancients ; Jt ss fond, ſays he; in 
Africa, in the Country of Cirenia, till you come to the Qra-

Alcaly, and Acid, as I ſhall fhew by de- 
grees) both which being ſeparated , and. agarn reunitcd, 
became tlie Sx/ —_— thich'{it wits before. The 
Acid-part of-Spifit, hath all the'pfoperties of that which 
is diſtifled from Common Salt ; but the Alcaly is of the 
ſame nature with that which is ſublimared from Mans 
Urine, only 'tis not fo ſtinking : Whence I conjecture, 
that they choſe Camels Urine, not Mans , for the com- 
poſition : For the Urine of Camels, as Pl:»y obſerves, is 
more profitable for Fullers , than the Urine of other A- 
mmals , from whence there muſt needs be a richer Al- 
caly ; perhaps becauſe they cat no Salt , as other Anj- 
mals do, for common Salt doth” not waſh out , or 
cleanſe ; therefore Nanſicca, the Daughter of Alcinous, 
waſh-:a hey Linn:n in a Fonntain on the Sea-ſhare, as Ho- 
mer records. 


But Artificial Sal Armoniack is made after the fame. 


manner as Sope ; for Nature works alike in every thing, 
as * Hippotrares ſays, to wit, of the. Acid. part of $41 Ar- 
miniack., and the Alcaly of the Utine of Camels (or of 
other Animals,'*tis all one) I have made rhe like Salt

(duws) as Pliny ſhews 19 the fore-cited'place , of which

CHAP. 111. 
Sal Alcaly , what it #s. 


T is not my purpoſe here to deduce the matter , ab 
ovo, as they fay, or from the very Elements , but to 
manage a Demonſtration concerning things Phyſical , 
Natural , Matcrial, and known by our Senſes. Know 
then, that Salt-Kaly is made of the Herb Kaly, coming in 
great quantity out of Egypt, which is there burnt whiles 
It 1s green, and ſo brought over to us, and is called by 
ſome Soda, and, Alamen Catinem , but the right name is 
Sal-kalyz. "This Salt* is not found in Natures three King- 
doms, unleſs it be produced by Art, through the help of 
Fire ; whence lt is that this Yirgin is ſaid by the Ancients 
to have three Fathers, viz. Nature, Fire, and the Philo- 
ſopher. | | 
This Sal-katy, as other Salts, is. part of the Compoſirymn, 
yer deprived of its femipal vertnes ,. only it hath an.ab- 
ſterſive, Sope-like, and reſolving property ; and by rea- 
ſon of this inanition , being as it were without form, it 
ſucks up and imbihes all forts of Acids, (the Ancients 
call it impregnation. ) Hence it js. that all Salts which 
do mortifie Acids are called by one general name, i4lca- 
lies, which are found not only in the vegetable, . but alſo 
in the Animal and Mineral .Kingdoms : And in theſe 
three, there are ſeveral ſorts of them , v4z. fix'd, vala- 
tile, manifeſt, accult, and. of a middle nature, taken frgm 
parts of Animals which are to be demonſtraced to the 
eye. Bur firſt I ſhall hegia with that whigh is .more 
known , which is found.in a Flint, which conſidered, 
quatenws, a Flint, is thought by the -unskilful to be under 
the Regiment only of one Refor ; but the skilful 
Glaſs- 
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Glaſs-men of Murano have obſerved, that though taken 
from its Native place, it weighs 100 [. yet it yearly ac- 
quires Io /. or * thereabouts , to its weight. Hence the 
Hippocratiſt learns, that Jovis omnia plena, yea that it re- 
ceives nouriſhment from the ambient Air , but as ſoon 
as the External and Artificial Fire ſupervenes , then the 
$kilful Operator ſometimes converts it to Glaſs , and 
ſometimes to Calx or Lime: So that the Hippocratical 
and Chymical Philoſopher comprehends two ditterent Fa-- 
Cculties in a Flint ( being ſo inſtructed by his + Maſter 
Fire and Water ſo called, for the two reaſons which 
conſtituted a Flint : ) Thele Faculties the Chymiſts alter 
by the help of a due Fire, which alteration 1s called [n- 
cin:ration , for of its own accord it turns to a Powder, 
whence it 1s called by a common name, Catx or Lime. 
In this Calx or Calcinated Aſhes , the Chymiſt again 
comprehends the above-named Faculties , which for our 
better underſtanding, we will now once for all, * and at 
all rimes hereafter, call the Acid and the Alcaly from 
their ctfccts. | 
Calx then, or Lime, hath two Salts, or (as Hippocr.a- 
res) two Faculties in it ſelf, the Acid, and the Alcaly, 
both moſt conſtant in the fire , and one contrary to the 
other ; and when the Calx is ſprinkled with water, then 
the Salts are diſſolved , and a& upon one another. The 
Alcaly ſucks in, and acts upon the Acid , and this again 
aſſumes the Alcaly, not for the deſtruction of either, but 
for the Production and Generation of a new thing, and 


whatſoever they lay hold on in that Generation, not be- 


ing too heterogeneous from their natures , 1s concreted 
with them into the hardneſs of ſtone ; ſo one contrary 
is coagulated by another. 

This knowledge of Calx, if the Reformer had learned 
out of Hippocrates, the Poor Man had never gone about 
the fixation of viperine Alcaly with Calx , as with a la- 
mentable voice he declares in his Diſcourſe concerning 
Salt of Treacle. After the Hippocratiſt hath learned, 
that according to the Laws of Nature, Calx is petrified 
by contrary Faculties , then he reminds the Leſſon of 
his Maſter and Inſtrufter , viz. that like is to be diſſol- 

ved 
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ved by like, and that not only in Artificials , but in Na+ 


turals , eſpecially in Phyſick , and'Humane Bodies , 'as 
will anon appear z for Arts,do imitate Humane Nature : 
they are. Hippocrates his words, who alſo tcacheth., That 
agreeable things adhere to one another.

Liquor of Talck (not Oyl , as the ignorant vulgar 
think, for it conceives not flame) ſtirs not Aercary at 
all ; as neither do Salts from all Diuretick- Herbs, as- 
Bean-ſtalks, Broom, S: Fohn's Wort, Rupture Wort, Net- 
tles, &c. all theſe, I ſay, are Acid-falt,.-and do not pre- 
cipitate Mercary from the ſaid Solution ; but when they 
are Alcalized by a quick flame or Fuſion, then the Mer- 
cary falls down reddiſh. 

Hence it appears, that that moſt Learned Man of the 
Ancients, who taught us to- extinguiſh red hot Glaſs in 
the Aſhes of Bean-ſtalks, and-not-in its Salt, did rightly - 
inſtitute the burning thereof, and not according to the 
Do&trine of our unskilful Reformer, leſt the Salt ſhould 
unadviſedly aſſume the nature of Alcaly, of which. 
have ſpoken before in the fifth-Chapter. 

The ſalts of the Aſhes of vulnerary- Herbs, ſuch as 
Bettony, Agrimony, Winter-green, Elatine , Star-wort, 
Sanicle, &c. all yielding a tart Salt, are'therefore unfit 
for vitrification, and do nor precipitate —_—_ » Which 
1s of the ſame raſte, as ſhall be ſhewed-in its place : But 
all the aforeſaid Salts, by the fire of Fuſion, do chapge 
their nature, and become Alcahes, are vitrified, and do 
precipitate Mercury of a ſparkling colour: Hence Zoar 
upon Exodws obſerves, that Glaſs is made of any Aſhes 
(4.e.) when they. are reduced to Alcaly. | 

Common Salt doth not precipitate Mercxry, from the 
above-mentioned Solutign; . yea, although it be burnt a 
long time, and with-a quick flame, it would never be- 
come Alcaly, neither doth it change-its nature by dige- 
ition ; wherefore it is the eceſt of all Salts, and by 
a ſingular priviledge is called by Helmont, The excellenteft 

of Salts.” So Salt of Vipers doth not precipitate Mercs-. 

ry, unleſs the Aid and -the Alcaly be again ſeparated 

one from the other, of which: hereafter, Sat 
alt. :

Salt of Wormwood, being Aeid-falr, doth not for that 
reaſon precipitate Mercary, neither doth it abſorb Spirit 
of Virriol , as the Reformer teaches under the Title of 
. Coagulated Spirit of Vitriol ; but when it is Alcalized , it 
precipitates Mercary yellow., and then alſo it abſorbs the 
Acid Spirit of #/itr:ol, and vitrifies. 
Hence we learn, that in a fire ſtronger than the nature 
of the thing will bear, Salts will be fixed, and converted 
into a Neutral thing ; wherefore many things are produ- 
ced by the ſole Regiment of Fire, not as if they were 
entircly generated anew, and brought forth to light for 
mcreaſe (as the vulgar, being ignorant of this Zippocra- 
tical Learning, do ſappoſe) bur only by a ſimple altera- 
tion of the Subject, as my Hippocrates ſhews ; and they 
alſo know, who have skill ro make an Harmonious Con- 
finCtion between the External and Internal. | 
" Soalſo, without the help of Fire , Salrs are changed 
from their natural temper ; as for example, mingle Li- 
- quor of Salt of Wormwood , not Alcalized, with Roſe- 
mary, and the Solution becomes milky , both of them 
being caagulated into a Neutral thing. TH? 
On this Foundation ſtands the Proceſs of the Febr;- 
Fug: Medicine of Latarws Riv:rim , hitherto known to 
few ; bur I ſhall crave leave a little more clearly ro ex- 


plain it, know then , that it is made of one only Sub- 


zect repreſenting Alcaly, and two Acids, all of them not 
having yet undergone the Fire, but by Exaltation fo of- 
ten repeated , till you ſee it again changed from black- 
neſs into a moſt white, volatile, artificial Salt, not un- 
pleaſant to the taſte, ro which afterwards the fourth 
Arbl:ta is added (4.e.) Scammony , as appears in the Pro- 
ceſs. But who can enumerate all the. Metamorphoſes 
which ariſe from the mixture of. Salts z; ſome of them 
aſſuming one form, ſome another, by their mutual mix- 
tures, as Hippocrates teaches. 

It is to be obſerved, that Salt of Soot having its Ori- 
ginal from the ſtock of vegetables, doth precipitate Mer- 
cexry .from the aforeſaid Solution white, ſpongy , and 
light , as do the volatile Alcahes of all Animals, as ſhall 
be ſaid anon ; but if they are converted into Salts, then 
the Mercary falls no more. D 2 Heucc 
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Hence we may conclude , that almoſt all oily Herbs, 
and ſichas are counted hot and pingueous , . do yield Sa! 
Alcaly by a light and ſimple Incineration ; to which if 
the Hippecratiſt renders its proper Pinguzds, by an hidden 
Coction , they are converted into an admirable Salt, 
which is then called by our Chymiſts (Elixir Parvur ) 
and is of great * vertue in Phyſick , of which in its 
place. The ſalts of other Herbs do degenerate -and 
turn into imperfectly Salt, or into Acids, and by a quick 
flame, or the fire of Fuſion, are reduced into vitritying 


Alcaly. 


CHAP. VIILE 


The Found.rs Art doth further ſpew, that Alcalyes and 
Acids are abſorbed. 


" A. 14, Minerals, of whiat kind ſovever , having in them 

hidden Metalline Bodies ,. are. joyned with Acids, 
(.c.) Sulphur of ſeveral forts, which do hinder the Metal 
trom. being purged from the impurity of the Mines. In 
this ſtreight, it. is needful 'to have recourſe to Alcalyes, 
which do the work ſpeedily : Reducing therefore the 
Mineral to Powder, they mix it:with 4lcaly , and melr 
it in a Crucible ; the Fuſion is accelerated : by Nitre, 
which is kindled with the Sulphur , as part burns away, 
ſo part with the Tartar is turned into Alcaly ; that A1- 
caly abſorbs all the Acid, with which otherwiſe all the 
Metal would fly away ; but this way it eaſily goes to 
bottom , and thar Artiſts call Regal (4. e.) pure Meral, 
free from Sulphur, which again under a Probatory cup- 
pell with Lead* they, further purific ; for which you may 
conſult the Say-maſters and Refiners, it being my intent 
to ſpeak only of 'the Foundation of Salts. 

I have told you , that Metals are turned by Acid Mi- 
nerals into. Fume , which is manifelt in Sjlver melted 
with Lead.in an Earthen Pot” mate of Pat-aſhes ; put 
the Sulphur-piece-meat-into. it , ,whoſe' acidity as it flics 
away, 1t alſo expels'the Meral , whith you may gather 
up again with a moiſt Linnen Cloth ſpread abroad in 
the Chimney, Another 
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Andther Experiment to prove that Metals are carried 
off by the Acid Mineral, is, that Cement, which is called 
Regale, which 1s made of common ſalt , and Powder of 
Bricks, with which they ſtratifie or ſpread over Gold 
Money bound in with Copper : In this Cement the 
Gold, without Fuſion, diſmitles the Copper , and rope- 
ther with the Acid Spirit of Salt, vaniſhes to ſmoak, 
which yet carries oft with it ſomething of the Gold ; 
but when the Acid Spirit , being loaded with the Gold, 
atſays to paſs through the Earthen Covers, the Gold is 
precipitated, and ſticks to the Covers, whiles the Spirit 
corrodes them, which are afterwards pounded together 
with Quick-filver and water : This recollects the Gold,. 
and reſtores it to-his Malter ,. when it is ſeparated from it 
through Leather. | 

As Minerals bearing Metals are precipitated intq Regs-' 
lu , the ſame way” 1s Regulus of Antimony precipitated 
(s, e.) with Tartar and Nure, becauſe the Alcaly of Tartar 
imbibes the Acid Sulphur from the Antimony , and ſegre- 
gates the pure Regwins. 

Antimony is allo melteq with common Salt , - but the 
Acidity of this latter doth corrode the Antimony in the: 
vehemency of the fire, and it is raiſed into bubbles, and 
ſo leſs Regwlus falls, Theſe examples concerning preci- 
pitation the dry way, may ſuffice 

So any Alcaly being diſſolved in water (which is call-- 
ed the moiſt way) as it always drinks up the Acid, it allo 
cleanſes Salt-peter from every Acid , which therefore the 
ableſt Phyſicians do chuſe for a great - cooler in the- 
Luingey ; for which reaſon it is called Sal Prunelle. A 
certain dull Fryar hearing Sal Pranelle to be: commanded 
by Chymiſts , - came 'by night. to a skilful Apothecary, 
and demande&d of him whether this Sal Prun:lle. were- 
extraGtec} out of Sloes, or Garden Plums ; yet theſe 
are the men who would be accounted by vulgar lIdcots. 
and filly women, the only Regular Pratticion:rs : | lay, 
they boiÞ * N.tre in Alcalized Lye, till a drop. ſtands on 
cald Iron like Suet ; then they ſcr it aſide in a cool 
place withour pouring it into any. other Vellcl, and in a 
night ſuffer it to concrete into molt clear. and pure 
6 D 3 Flakes, 
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Flakes, which the next morning they waſh off; for the 
Alcaly hath drunk up all rhe hurtful and impure Acid 
from it , as it happens” alſo in mans body , as Hippocrates 
ſhews in his firſt Brok of Diet. .

CHAP. IX. 
The Prerogative and Priviledze of Alcaly of Tartar. 


] Have mentioned already, that amongſt the fixeder 

ſort of Alcalyes, Salt of Tartar is endued with a ſingu- 
lar priviledge ; for though it be an heavy Body, -terre- 
ſtrial, impure, and mixed with filth, yer being digeſted 
with any Metal whatſoever , in a due ſpace of time, it 
turns it into running Aercwry. Having experimented 


- this, I affirm it for a truth to convince the incredulous ; 


but if any refuſe to believe it, I am not much ſolici- 
tous. | 

A Friend of mine endeavouring to obtain Tartar from 
generous, mature, and clear Wine, did elicit and draw 
forth the Spirit , and ſuffered the Phlegme to exhale ; 


. the remainder being thick as a Syrup, he permitted to 


concrete in a cold place, into Pellucid Tartar, which he 
burnt; and as the cuſtom is, with common water ex- 
trafted the Alcaly , which he ſuffered to run down 


| into a Liquor of its own accord. A fudden occaſion of- 


fering it ſelf, that he was to go to Rowe with a certain 
great man; to the end that the precious Liquor might 
not be loſt in the interim, he commanded his Servant co

My Friend returning after nine Mbnths, and feeking for 
. the Liquor of Tartar, he found the Cucurbite into which 


his Servant was injoyned to put it , quite empty : The 


| Servant anſwering, that he had poured it into a Netgh- 


bourg 
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bourg Veſſel, looking there, he found not the Liquor, - 


but dry Earth (nine Months exſiccated) which he touch- 
ed with his Rod, and a great part of the running Mer- 
cury diſcovered it ſelf; at that time he could not be- 
lieve that running Aercary could be made out of per- 
fect Metals, being fo perfivaded, according to the Axiom, 
That it 1s eaſter to make, than to deſtroy -perfett Metals, 
which made him neglect the Experiment, imagining in 
himſelf, that the AMercwry had fallen into the Veſſel by 
ſome chance. But at length he learned out of Baſlims 
Valentines, that Salt of Tartar hath this priviledge above 
all other Salts. 

The ingenious Helmone hath confirmed this Experi- 
ment in theſe words; 1 have found, fays he, that the Cru- 
dity of Saturn is diffolv:able -by the fat of fixed Salts, and 
that the parts of th: Compoſitum .are ſo divided, that it ſuf- 
fers Silver to run crude. | 

There came then to my mind a ſtrong Lixivinm, 
wherewith old women borl Zzrarge to black their hair 
(of which Porta alſo makes mention in his Magia Natu- 
walts / into which I dropped Spirit of Firriel, and pre- 
ſently the Alcaly ſuffered the Metal to run into a white 
Powder, which I reduced into Lead ; by which means, 
I knew for certain, that Alcalyes do invilibly contain and 
hide in their Bowels Calcined Metals. 

This Experiment being made , Hclmont goes on, ſuy- 
ing, That calcined things are moft ſharp , but they are dulce- 
rated with diſſolved Sal Armoniack and putrified Tartar ; 


(+.e. ) they are turned into running Aercary, which is not . 


any longer tart or biting, as Calcined things are, but in- 
ſipid to the taſte. 

I return now to the Salt of Tartar , which in form of 
Liquor was poured into the Cucarbire, in which was Sil- 
'ver corroded by Aqua fortis , with Sal Armoniack : All 
theſe changed their nature into Neutral Salts, ditterent 
from their former ſtate; ſo the Silver made no more 
any ſhew of Silver, of which * Baſil:us de Tartaro. 

Durch, &c. By my Spirit they take rev-nge, and break (or 
aifſotve ) all Metals, For as all Sublunary Bodies (Expe- 
rience. being witneſs) do conſilt of two things., Acid I 
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Alcaly (as I ſhall mechanically ſhew in this Tra@t) the 
ſame may be ſaid of Silver : from this Silver the Alca- 
ly of Tartar , by duc digeſtion and coction , hath ab- 
{orbed 10 much of the Acid Sulphur, as was ſufficient 
for the Mercenary in the ſtate of Silver (now it being ſe- 
gregated and divided from tt) for its conſtancy; into the 
place of Aercury, ſucceeds the Alcaly.( Philoſophers call 
it Adwltcriam ) Which it imbraces from the Silver ; and 
therefore loſeth its form and beauty., and changeth its 
nature, ſo that-it is .melted even with the gentleſt fire, 
as Lead or Sal Armoniack mix d with the Calx of 
Flints , and it is called by Croll:us, Luna Cornea, becauſe 
it may be cut with a Knife like Horn, This Lana Cor- 
nea, though it be waſhed an thundred times with hot 
watcr, and *.meltcd with'a ſwift Flux from Tartar and 
Nitye, yer it is impollible to ſeparate them one from the 
other, unleſs in Balnco Satwrni, in which that of the Sil- 
ver which remains, returns to pure, but the Salts, with 
the Lead, into droſs and Litarge ; which alſo again, by 
ſimple Fuſion , is reduced into Lead ; but the drofs, 
which were Salts, are hurried into Element together, 
with the Sulphur of Silver, which they had abſorbed,

That the Bodies of Alcalyes are Vacua, proved by examples. 


Herefore Salt of Tartar is a Medium, wherein not 
\ only Metals, but Minerals alſo do revive and 
obtain, as it were, a Reſurrection, though by Art, and a 
ſtrong fire, they ſeem quite deſtroyed. Pour Spirit of 
Vitriol , drop by drop , upon diflolved Salt of Tartar , 
till the hifling noiſe ceaſe ; reduce the Liquor into 
Chryſtals, or dry it all up, and you ſhall find a Salt, ha- 
ving the nature of Yierol, it provokes vomit, and being 
ſuperbibed, purges by Stool, as white Y':triol is wont to 
do : It is mingled with Virre and Quick-filver, 'tis ſubli- 
mated into red, to which add common Salt, and it be- 


comes a Corrolive Sublimate ; it is diſtilled per ſe as + 
trol :

'triol : The whitiſh d—_ fibſliding in the bottom, is 
the ſame Fex, which in diſſolved crude Vitriol, by the 
affuſion of Salt of Tartar, falls down black : Ir endures 
the tire, and reſiſteth fuſion , as the Colcothar , or Capt 


mortuum of Vitriol, which yet without the affuſion of 


Spirit of Yuriol was eaſily melred : That fixed Salt is Vi- 
2riol Regenzrated, called by the Writers of the Rudiments 
of Chymiſtry, Tartarms Vitriolatus, and Univerſal: dizefti- 
vm. It is made much more excellent and perfect from 
crude Vitriol diſſolved in water , and Liquor of Tartar 
poured upon it , until it ceaſe to be troubled , which 
point of Saturation is not found without difhculty., for 
*if it exceed but one drop, it turns the mixture either in- 
to YVitrial or Alcaly, of which my Hipp.crates, Nunquam 
ſimul in eod:m conſiſtunt ; coagulate the clear Liquor in- 
to ſhining Chryſtals: This is more Noble than the for- 
mer, becauſe in diſtilling the Y:triol, the violence of the 
ire elevates the Liquamen of the Copper , and mixes it 
with the Spirit, ſo that it becomes troubleſome to the 
Stomach. But in this ſimple way , the Al:aly conſumes 
only that moſt ſimple Natural Acid, which corroded the 
.embrionated Metal in irs Flux. This is that ſimple Acig, 
agreeable to our Nature, in Acid Fountains, refreſhing 
the Drinkers, and acceptable to the- Stomach, though ta- 
ken in great quantity -; of this 'I- determine ta ſpeak 
briefly ; yet * Paracelſus relates, that in a Village called 
Viltin in Helvetia ,, there is a Fountain, the like whereto 
is. nor to be found in the whole World. 

So alſo Spirit of 'Nitre re-aſſumes a Body: 1 Salt of 
Tartar , and becomes cold natural Mitre , conceiving 
flame, and is a'Remedy for the Quinzey , which other- 
wiſe being ſeparated” are Cauſtick , as I have ſhewed in 
Aurum Fulminaxs. If you add Spirit of Salt to the fame 
Salt of Tartar, then, after Coagulation, it becomes com- 
mon Salt, as it was before it was' turned by a ſtrong fire 
into Spirit ; and therefare, . ſince the Acid, Spirit of Salt 
by ſolution returns to Salt, we may ceaſe our wonder- 
ment, why amongſt all {cd Spirits , no other dillolycs 
Gold, but that of Salt ? becaufe that by Corroſion it rc- 
aſſumes the Nature of Salt, ”y as the water common- 
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ly called Aqua Rezia,, which without ' Salt touclies not- 
t 


e Gold ar all. 


' The ſame Salr of Tartar, if it hath imbibed*Vinegar- 
diftilled from Wine, is made common Tartar of Wine,. 
having all the properties thereof, excepting-only that in: 
h#mzdo it doth more eaſily melt : Cleanſe. this Regene- 
rated Tartar, by ſolutton, from all 'its impurity, and af- 
terwards diſtil it with a ſtrong fire through a Glaſs re- 
tort placed in Sand, and you ſhall obtain an Oyl,, and 
bitter Liquor, as that which is elicited from crude Tar- 
tar, yer the Oyl ſomewhar reſembles the goodnels of 
the Wine, of which the Vincgar was made. 'Tis almoſt 
incredible to be ſpoken , that diſtilled Vinegar ſhould.) 
contain in it an occulr fatneſs, and yet it 1s very true; _ 
but” Salt of Tartar hath not this pi- guedo, for it is fixed. 
and tryed in the fire. At K-22, from-one Ounce of this 
Regenerated Tartar, I drew forth ſix Drachmes of Oy, 
of an Orange colour, and grateful ſmell ; but at Fenice,. 
a pound ſcarce afforded me one Drachme , and that . 
black, coloured, and ſtinking : I fay, it is even incredi- 
ble, that in Vinegar, not only the qualities of the Wine, . 
but of the Country where it grows , ſhould manifeit 
themftelves. From what hath been faid, it appears, that - 
Acids do attratt Alcalyes at their pleaſure , and rule @-. 


ver them as they liſt. 


In like manner it reduces Oyls , cither diftilled. or ex- 
preſſed, into their firſt Elements ; for they being mixed - 
in a juſt proportion (.e.) to faticty with Salt of Tartar, 
and digetted afterwards our of a Glaſs retort placed in . 
Sand, one Moity returns Oyl, the other Moiry is wa-. 
ter. Again mix this Oyl with new Salt of Tartar, as a- 
bove , repeat the diſtillation , and you will ſee all the, 
Oyl converted into water, a little Earth being left with 
the Tartar , which you ſhall know increaſed in weight ; 
ſo thar Oyl, which otherwiſe is wholly jnflamable, here 
you may find turned into odoriferous water ; | and a- 
gain diſtilling this water. out of a Glaſs , you will ex- 
rat Aqua Ardens, which again, with Salt of Tartar, re- 
turns to Alcaly, and afterwards into Elementary water, 


like that which remained in the Glaſs,

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| There were two pound of the remaining, Salt of Tar- 
-rar in the Retort, which I laid upon an Iron Board or 
Slate, that it might run intro a -pellucid Liquor: I di- 
ſtilled all rhe Humidity out of the Retorr placed 4n 
'Sand, and Freaking the Veſſel, I again diſſolved in the 
Air the Salt, whic'1 was in the bottom, u the Iron 
Slate (which is not prejudiced at all) which is done in 
about forty hours ſpace, and there remained nothing on 
the Slate beſides a little flimy Fex. I againdiſtilled the 
Liquor, encreaſing the fire, as before, rill nothing came 
forth, either dropping or ſmoaking , and 1 again diffol- 
ved the ſame Salt, having broken the Retort, on the [- 
ron Slate ; I renewed theſis Operations twelve times, 
and all the Salt of Tartar was turned into the Element 
of water :-I gathered up the Feces which were left each 
time on the Slate, and I extrated all the ſaltneſs from 
the diſtilled water, with which I made the ſame Proceſs, 
as before; ſo that all the Salt of Tartar, as the- Vine- 
gar, Oyl, and Aqua Ardens, were turned into infipid 
water, and T:rra Mortxa, of no ſavour or ſmell ; which 
Earth and Water, a little before, ſeemed Cauſtical. "Tis 
a wonder to conſider, what becomes of this Fiery Vital 
power and vertue, both of the Oyl, Vinegar, and Aqua 
Ard:ns, as alſo of the Salt of Tartar ; yet this vertue 
or form iſted conſtant in the fire, until the redution 
-1nto'the Elements; I now call it the R:&:r, for our 
clearer underſtanding of it , of which more particularly 
4n its. place : You may call it as you pleaſe, either Fire, 
Form, Arches, 'tis all one to me ; All are like , though 
they appear wnlike , as Hippocrates affirms. If the Refor- 
mer had had any knowledge of fixed Alcalyes, he had 
never preſcribed to Podagrical perſons Oyl of Venice Soap, 
for whatſoever of Oyl diſtils from Soap, is like thar 
from Brick , and contains nothing of Al:aly: So alſo, 
they who diſſolve the Body of Soap, and ſay, that ir is 
good for gouty diſeaſes, are in a great miſtake; rhe 
taſte may be an Omen of their diſappointment which is 
cary from the above-mentioned ſolution. | | 
Wherefore the Aicaly of Tartar ſeems to bear a ve-

But 1 am-enjoyned fence by Harpecrates, concerning! 
fixed Salt of Tartar , leſt I ſhould be injurious to the 
curious diſquiſitions of Learned men , .who- have ſpent- 
much labour and pains to,attain the full knowledge 
thereof, it being a Medium giving, vivification to many. 
things. -. Baſle, Paracelſng, and others, have taken great: 
notice of it, who have {tript it of its cloathing, and have 
choſen it for a Diſſo]ver , ſeeing it doth illuminate and. 
vivifie its objects, almoſt after the ſame manner, as the- 
tixed Alcaly of Herbs extrafts from Calcined Flint ano- 
ther, and like Alcaly , which. it 3s not poſſible to clicite 
by any other ſapour, than by its like; and it makes ir 
much_ more powerful, and turns it into a nature truly 
fiery ; ſo that we ought tro make our progreſs from, 
things known to things unknown, as Ariſtotle, rightly, 
adyiſeth. 

This is that which-Fohn Baptiſta van Helmont, makes a 
noyſe about, Learn, ſays he, 4 difſelvent , which, is always. 
rhe. ſame, and, you hav? attain:d the inward; Eſſences of 
things, which he proves by an example , demanding , why 
Lapis Offifragus fix'd,” not Calcineable, ſhould cure & broken 
bane taken by the month, and yer not the Stone, or the Gout ?. 
I anſwer this Worthy Man thus, that the ridiculous At-,

What Fermen 
ferment of putrefaCtion, ſo do Sweat, Blood , Fleſh, and "> 1 vill hew 
Bones of lining Qreances, by a diverſe ferment, every — 
ene. according to the vertue, innate to the place. And as 
I have ſhewed: the intrinſick difference of tixed Alcalyes 
with: Mercury ſublimate refolved, and the ſingular Prero- 
gative of Salt of Tartar , ſo: touching theſe: Volatile Al,

calyes , I will go on to demonſtrate in my progreſe,their 
peculiar priviledges and endowments. The Alcaly of all 


. Animals, of Urine, of Blaodzof Sweat, (yea of the Srones 


of all- Animals) of Scrpents,of Frogs, &c. do precipi- 
tatc a white Mercury out of the aforeſaid ſolution , © 
tifat by this Mechanical Method, you can diſcern no dif- 
ference, and by conſequence this Alcaly is not of a Sit 
taite, as the Reformer prefuming on his own opinion, hath 
taught ; for Salt things, as I have ſhewn, do not. preci- 
pitate Mercury out of the aforeſaid folution, but it re- 
ceives a form , according to the property of the Acid, 
as will more clearly appear in the progreſs.

Now , that Common Salt, either Ours, or the A4rmo- 


. .miack of the Ancients, hath an Acid part , communicable

Drop Liquor of Tartar upon Salt., when it is reſolved, 
and in a few moments, you ſhall ſee the earthy part to 
be ſeparated , and the Alcaly of Tartar to embrace the 
Acid, of which more plainly hereafter : So, withour the 
Art of Diſtillation , the Ancients eflayed to aflociare the 
Alcaly of Vipers with Natural Sai Armoniack.

It may be demanded, why in this place a Spirit is cli- 
cited from the fixed Alcaly of Tartar and the* Volatile 
Acid, whereas. above from-the Alcaly of Flints, and the 


body ww Tartar.” Acid ſpirit of Salt , it ſucceeds not ?'To which I, anſwer”, 


that the Acrimony of the Salt of Tartar, in a fire, not 
very 'vehetnent , returns quite to nothing ,,as I have 
ſhewed elſewhere ; and for this cauſe, withits aſſociate, It 
is eaſtly elevated into Spirit , but rhe Alcaly of Flints ,' 1s

to aſcend , yet not ſtinking , as That which is fublimateU 
from Urine. This Alcaly coyld not be ſeperated from 
Sweat,  unle(s its Salt reliſh were divided , which conſiſts 
of Acid and Alcaly , both Volatiles , as I have ſhewed 
in Aindererus his Water, and elſewhere ; ſo that the Lyc 
is a Fixed Alcaly, abſorbing the Acid part of the Swear in 
the Heat of Digeltion, and the fugitive, Alcaly being di- 
vided from it , goes to top and a cold place. 

I once obſerved., as I was travelling poſt, this.Salt , 
Volatile, Fat, and ( therefore) penetrating and relolv- 
ing. Sweat ; how , although my Loget were armed with 
Boots made-of the choiceſt Leather , and well waxcd , 
ſoas to admit neither Rain not- Water ; yet the Swear 
of the Horſes , exhaling likea Vapour , had penetrated 
them, , as it alſo happened to my Companions of good 
hote : . To avoid this inconvenience ; I mventedan Oynt- 
ment , like Verniſh , which in other caſes could reſiſt

That the fleſh, of whatſoever Animal , is 
preſerved by common Salt , which in a few days runs 
down. there-from into a Salt Sanguingpus Liquor : Boil 
about a pound of this Liquor , and'ſcum it, and put" it 
into a Glaſs Retort ,.and with a gentle fire,dftaw forth all 
the moiſture ; laſtly,cover the Retort with ſand, increaſing 
the fire, then the Alcaly of the fleſh will be clevated in- 
tothe neck of the Retort (like the Alcalyof Urine; ) which 
the common Salt had abſorbed and drawn out from the 
fleſh; only by a few-days maceration and ſteeping; after

1 think there is no need, that the Urine of Urine of ſound 
great Drinkers and Toſs-pots(who by reaſon of the quan- men, Silt, 
tity, they ſwallow, do piſs every hgur , eſpecially, if it be 
Watery Rheniſh Wine , which they drunk ) ſhould paſs 
through all the Channels and Ducts of the Veins, for then 
it would come forth tinged; but their Urine , though like 
in colour to ſimple Water, is notwithſtanding Salt , like 
That which is produced from moderate drinking ; which 
the Alcalizate Lye proveth , asI have ſhewed concerning 
Sweat : On the other ſide , the Urine of dying men ,

'T have ſhewed concerning Crude Vitriol-precipitated with 
Liquor of Tartar, for one only drop of cither Sapor ex- 
ceeding the other, turns the whole mixture either into 
Alcaly or Acid ; ſo one drop of the Acid , if it enters in- 
to the blood, cauſes a Diſeaſe. Hence 1t appears that 
Health conſiſts in a very narrow point , whicl1 1s a tem - 
pcrament , ad juſtitiam , or ad ponds , as Gal:a ſpeaks , 
Iyhich we rathcr ſuppoſe and imagin? , then that it really ts. 
Hence * alſo that of Hippocrates , Bodies advancc 4 ro their

By what }:;ath been faid , the reaſon is manifeſt , why 
Vitriol ex{iccated , performs vital ations, with blood , 
ſweat , urine, or execrements, as 11 may be drawn to 
ſome certain Object, of which I 1. car on purpoſe to 
ſpea}. 11 this place , leait I ſho':}! oceed the bounds of a 
Compendium.

4.2, favs He, hath more than one 
Fentricle,all th: Aixicl.s av; th.ir Ventricle. Now it is the 
office of the Stomach to change one thing into another, 
by the help of the two faculties (.e.) the innate Acid , 
and the acquired Alcaly , for ſo we are to underitand this, 
as my a, 3n enjoynes , ſaying , Men cat wood with 4 
Saw , one draws to, another thruſts from , ſo alſo is the nature 
of Man. So that the aforeſaid Acid ( which I have 
ewed to be occult in Milk ) aſſumes the Alcaly in the 
Aliments, and whatſoever 1s not repugnant to its own 
nature, it coagulates it with it felt, and increaſeth 
into a bulk which is vulgarly called Nutrition , but 
by my Maſter , Natxral Laboxr , ſaying, Man cannot 
be healthy, wnleſs he Labonr, but it is meet and fit 
that 4a Phyfician throughly know the force of Labonrs , 
both of the Natural and alſo of thoſe which are done by 
force; and which from them prepare Fleſh for au;mentation 
and growth , as upon the Authority of Fippocrares 1 have 
grven rude Examples in Lime and Sope ; bur rheſe 
H things 
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things being obſcure , . by reaſon of their brevity, in- 
the following Chapters , I ſhall more largly explain , 
difcovering every thing particularly , which here are 
but generally propounded , Th.t you, may know Nature 
to bs alike in every thing, as the Venerable * Pjth.1;oras, 
with my Hippocrat-s, doth teach: , 

Since therefore, whatſoever is put into the Stomach, 
ought to be changed into a Salt Volatile, and the Chyle 
is not proportionated ,. but by reaſon of ſome Error , 
trom within or without , hath more or leſs of Acidity , 
as we fee in Drunkards, . who ſometimes vomit up 
what they. drink in, of an Acid tafte ;. then, ,* the im- 
portune Acidity, creeping through the Meſeraicks , 
becomes unfit { according to Hippocrates ) for Aliment, , 
and for the Subſequent Ventricles , and then, the whole 
Body falls-+4nto an unequal heat, and becauſe the Ali- 
ment is. difproportiqned , it muſt of neceſſity be unfit 
for Exhalation , .as Hippocrates again teaches in the 
fore-cited Book , Of neceſſity , ſays he , thoſe things which 
are ſevered and produced from it, muſt be unlike , &C. 

Whence we ſay, that the Pores are obſtrutted, and- 
tranſpiration hindered ; and then a Feavor, or other 
Diſeaſe , muſt neceſfarily follow. Hence every Diſeaſe, . 
according to —_ doth generally conſiſt, either 
in matter coagulated , or in matter more. or leſs dif- 
ſolved ; and it differs according to the quality of the 
talte or fapor , of which he reckons an infinite number, 
in his Hock of Old Medicines, and in his Aphoriſms , 
Sowre Belchinzs , which were not before , comming 0n ſowre 
and - ſtinking on:s , 1s 4 good fg ; he means not in every 

e, In the Flux of the Bel- 
ly. , Acidity 1s deficient in the Stomach, and in thoſe 
Perſons where it is, there happens a Flux , or looſneſs : 
of the Inteſtines from too much Salt: Sapor , . which 
Sapor doth at leaſt diflolve thoſe things, which are 
but lightly and gently concrered- y yet. it is never. 
pernicious, but is overcome by Milk alone , becauſe 
Milk is cafily mixed and waſhed off with Sal things : 
But if the Acid and Alcaly are proportioned with a due 
heat , in every Ventricle , like adhearing to like, with- 
ot: 


I 
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out any ſtrife or variance. This is called San ty, and 
lo Smegma Sope is perfected and coagulated , which 
alſo it ſelf, if 1t be diſproportioned , becomes Mor- 
bous , and muſt be diflolved by its like; and again , 
by. its contrary ( as:l have ſhewed above) it muſt be re- 
_— and recocted for Sanity , and be coagulated inro 
Salt. 

"Tis enough to have hinted at thee things belonging 
to this matter, concerning the riſe and generation of 
Volatil Salrs in the Animal Family, unlets any man 
ſhall object, that Volatile Salts are therefore made be- 
cauſe we eat Salt things ; which I have ſhewed before 
tro be impoſſible, by reaſon of the fixedneſs of Salt ; yea Salt 
is found in Urine, as it was eaten, being unchanged 
in its Form and Nature , and without the leaſt Al- 
teration , as may be eaſily experimented ( 5. e. ) 
viz, by the infſpiſſation of Urine , and afterwards by 
its Calcination , Solution, and Coagulation, where 
Salt is fohnd granulated ; as alſo , Men live on the 


Alps of ſimple Milk alone , whoſe Urine notwithſtand- 


ing , is not deſtiture of Acid and Alcaly , which though 
concreted in the form of Salt , yet it is not granulat- 
ed as Sea-ſalt., bur of a -Cubical form ; nor doth it 
endure conſtant in the Fire , but the Alcaly, with a 
gentle heat, forſakes. the Acid, as Experience doth de- 
clarc.. |

CHAP. XVI. 


.A return from the former Digreſſion , t0 the Accha- 
nical Demonſtration of Alcalyes. 


|| have ſhewed the way of Extracting Alcaly out of 
K Swear, ſo allo out of Urine, out of Blood, out 
of the Fleſh of all Animals ; I have alſo declared 
that Alcaly , with the Acid is changed into Salt , 
not only in the Stomach , but in all the Ventrt- 
cles , of which * Hippocrates reckons an infinite num- 
OCT ; 
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ber ; and when that Salt hath done its work , then 
together with its diſſid:nt or contrary ( 1. e. ) with the un- 
Ctuous excrements , it tranſpires; and 1s carried off 
into Elements , as it happens in all ſublunary things, 
and I have ſhewed in Fixed Salt of Tartar and Oil 
( and ſhall afterwards do it more plainly ) and alſ> 
in Artificial Sope , which after it 1s made, and hath ſer-: 
ved for utc , will return into Water and Earth ; which 
tranſpiration and-reduCtion to Earth,ad earcwm, will more 
manifeſtly appear by Examples. 
Ler any one drink, or but lightly taſte, a lit- 
tie Vitriol of Adars , and preſently his Tongue wax- 
eth Black, ſeeming to ſwell, as if it were furred 
with Velvet, whoſe Pores, are always turged with 
the Exhalations Occultly Salt , which either are mingled 
with Spittle, or vaniſh into Air; ſo that as ſoon as 
ever the Acidity of the Vitriol of Ars perceives the. 
hidden Alcaly in the Spittle , 
rates the Colcothar , which ſticks to the Tongue and 
makes it Black. But leaſt you ſhould think I ſpeak 
of incredible things , behold an Ocular ' Demonſtra- 
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Diflolve Fitriolam Martis in fair Water , into the 
clear Solution: initi!ll by. drops the fixed - Alcaly of 
Tartar, ( z.e. ) the Liquor of Tartar , then the; ol-. 
cothar falls o>ſcurcly greeniſh,

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artificial Salt , and alſo all Acid things , do not precipi- 
tate Vitriol. 

Wherefore only Alcalyes do precipitate Vitriol, enclin- 
ing to black at bottom, but they are not found fixed in a 
living Animal ; but are only Volatile, and being perpe- 
tually compact with the Acid, after they have ſerved for 
uſe , do exhale from us , and tranſpire with the Acid un- 


der an Occult-Salt-Sapor, which will more clearly ap- 


pear. 

The whole body of Man , as long as he lives, is Expirable 
and Conſpirable ,, as —_— firſt obſerved, and what- 
ſoever expires, is occultly Salt ; bur this Salr evaporates 
not only.to the External Surface of the 'body , but the 
greateſt part of it falls down to the inteſtines; which is 
thus proved. | 

Drink Vitriol of Mars, diſſolved in water, and you 
ſhallſce theexcrements of the Belly tinged either black 
or green , after the ſame manner, being precipitated by 
the inward Alcaly ; as I have already declared by experi- 
ment : but in the External habit of the body , diſſolved 
Vitriol is not precipitated by the Efuviums of Salt, there- 
fore it paſſes in greater quantity, _ to the Inteſtines ; So 
neither 1s the Urine tinged. black, for the Colcothar is pre- 
cipitated before the liquor is hurried to the Meſaraicks ; 
ſo that of neceſſity it muſt remain in the Bowels. 

IF therefore the greateſt part of the Excrements 
paſs to the Bowels , being deſigned by Nature for 
Expulfion , It is ſometimes by miſtake detained in 
undue places by the Bonds of Coagulation, or to ſpeak 
according to Fernelius Language in the Firſt Region 
of the Body , and then of neceſſity ir muſt be furthered 
in order to Expulſion, by ſame Lootning Medica- 
ment ; So that it ſeems not to me, that all' Lool- 
ning Medicaments are to be difallowed in Diſeaſes, 
as ſome think , neither are they alonzs ſufficient to pro- 
cure health and recovery, as the greateſt part of Phy- 
ſicians do believe and practice , againſt the Tenent of 
| Hippocrates. 

But it may be demanded why Acid 'Fountains car- 
rying Iron , make not the Tous Black , as well 
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as the Excrements of the Belly ?-That ' happeneth , be- 
cauſe the Natural Acid Spirit . corroding the Vein of 
Immature Iron , being mixed with Water, ;is not ſa- 
rurated , but prevailes in the. Compoſiram; and the 
Fountain being drunk off in the very Aft of Corro- 
lion, there is not then time given for Precipitation 
in the Tongue ; but as ſoon as the grateful Acidity 
is carried to the Stomach. , then the Colcerar falls , 


or is precipitated from the Alcaly , which flowes to 


the diſlolved Iron, for defeCt of one faculry and ex- 
ceſs of another , and whatſoever of Mucilage they catch 
in that. Coagulation ., they conſtrain into their own 
Nature; as I have above-ſhewed in the Concretion of 
the Stone , by the Authority of Hippocrates, and in 
a rude Example in flacked and diſſolved Lime. This 


. Coagulum is called by Phyſicians Obftrattion. The Acid 


or the Alcaly may now and then exceed in it ; ſo the 
Stomach repugne not, which is the preſident of all 
Actions , as _ ocratcs teaches ; or if. the Acid Wa- 
ters touch the place( which paſs not beyond the Dia- 
phragma , a thing to be noted ) they without doubt 
deſtroy it : 1 ſaid that Acid waters are to he drunk 
in the very Action of Corroſion ; ( 5. e. ) they are to 
be taken from the living Fountain, for if they flow 
down a little from it, then the Action cegſeth, and the Acid 
Spirit being ſpent and conſumed by the unripe Iron , 
grows faint, andwith the Solutian is precipitated into 


Ocre , which affords not a Black ( for it is not pre- 


Cipitated with Alcaly ) but a yellowiſh bottom , as it hap- 

ns to all Vitriol, paſſing through and carrying Iron. 
A Phyſician of the Canonical Sect, having learned well 
to quarrel out of Ariſtatle, a few years ſince, cauſed 
Water out of a Fountain, corroding a Vein of Iron, to 
be brought from the Country about Trent, to a Noble 
Senator of this City, being Hypachondriacal, who fear- 
ing leſt the Corroding Spirit wonld exhale, command- 
ed the Water to be filled in Glaſs-jars of a long Neck, 
and Ol to be poured a-top , and ſo to ſtoptheir Mouths 
with Wax , and to bind them ,with a Bladder , rejoy- 
Ccing by this ſubtle Device , as it were, to have impri- 
foned

ſoned the Spirit-of the Fountain , - which he looked 


upon 4s” Spirit of Wine : yet notwithſtanding to fuch * 
men as theſe, though they are ignorant of the Inſtruments- 


of Medicine , God ſo permitting, we entruſt and com- 
mit our Lives , Fortunes, Wives, Children and Fa- 
nulies. 

Hence the bold, though ingenious, * Helmont crys out, 
That a [hyfician is now adays a rare thing in Europe. 
This man if he had been truly verſed in — 
his School , and had read over the Book of Nature, 
he had never ſo ſhamefully diſcovered himſelf, nerther 
would Phyfick, the . Nobleſt of all Sciences, be accounted 
the m:aneſk : I ſay he might have known , that the 
Acidity doth not exhale, bur only by its Action on the 
Iron, grows weak , and then exhales not , but both 
of them go to bottom in the form of Fzces , which is 
called Ocre : neither can I ſufficiently admire the vani- 
ty of ſome pratling Boaſters, who with the fame ſtn- 
pidity, hold forth the diſtilling of. a Fonntain , and di- 
vincing by the bottom; ſo Rich men are ſent away emp- 
ty , and* without advantage or benefit. . 

The Spaw Water is much more Acid , and though 
it corrode a Vein of Iron , yet it retains a certain Acidi- 
ty , and therefore it permits it ſelf , and'is capable ro be 
carried to another place. 

The Renowned Fame of this Fountain , about ren 
yearsago, moved a Noble Vicentine, curioufly to en- 
quire into the Nature of this Fountain , for his own 
healths ſake ; to whom I briefly deſcribed its proper- 
ties, and for what Diſeaſes it was good , being at 
that time with the Moſt Illuſtrious George William, Dake 
of Brunſwick and Linenbarge ; though atterwards 1 went 
into Low Germany. The Noble Man being returned 
home , by chance related to a Phyſician of that City, 
what I had faid concerning the [Fountain ; whereupon 
he wrote a long Letter, a A pretence of Advice, to the 
Famous and. Excellent Theodore Konerdajg, the Dukes 
Learned and : Chief Ph ſician, "which he ſent. unſealed 
to 'the Dukes: own Hands » and in the Margent my 
Name was Inſerted , that .it might eaſily be read by 


him.

[ Have formerly told you , "That neither Acid nor 
Salt , nor” any other Sapor , doth overcome and 


deſtroy Virriol , {but Alcalyes;alone, but the Juice 


His Hippocrates Chynecus. 
of unripe Galls, falls in with Vitriol, and makes a coalition 
therewith into black , deſtroying and abſorbing the Aci- 


dity thereof ; and therefore this Juice is to be reckon- 
ed amongſt Alcalyes; after this manner, Ink, and all 
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Black Tinfures are made: yea, when the Acidity of Die. 


the Vitriol is not, to ſufficiency, combibed by the Al- 
caly of Galls; which comes to paſs, when the Galls 
are too ripe, and are waſhed by the Rain; then the 
Alcaly doth expire, as it happens to all Vegetables , 
of which hereafter in its place; then the Vitri- 
ol crodes and cats out the Cloth , and it becomes as 
"rotten ; whence the Vulgar ſay, * La robba e bruſads, 
zella tinmza. So allo, Letters written with Ink , boil- 
ed with the aforeſaid Galls , do wax pale , becauſe 
the prevalent Acidity of the' Virriol , conſumes the 
weak Alcaly of the Galls , being waſhed with the 
Rain , after the ſame manner as any Acid Spirit ſpread 
upon a Writing, preſently deſtroys the Black Colour 

5, e. ) the Alcaly , which another fixed Alcaly doth 
again recover -and reduce, So if you write with 
Water , whercin Vitriol of Iron hath been diſſolved, 
when it is dry, no ſignof of any Writing will r, 
bur if you ſmear over the Writing with a ſimple in- 
fuſion of Galls , in a moment the Alcaly of the Galls 
makes the Writing Black, which by a powerful Acid or A- 
ua fortis, is pr I out , viz, The Alcalyes 
fcing conſumed by the Acid. Again, ſmear over the 
Paper with fixed Alcaly , this will again conſume the 
Acid, and the Writing will aw 1 By what hath been 
faid, it appears, that Vitriol doth not dye Black, un- 
leſs its Acidity hath been abſumed by ſome Alealy or 
other. 

But that the Alcaly of Galls may be made more 
perfect, anoint them over, atleaſt with ſome Fat, or 
with ſome Oil, the hidden Acidity of which enters into 
the Galls, being placed in a pot, in a ſlow -Fire of 


Aſhes, leave them there till you ſee the Galls become 
Blacker ,, but not ſo as to be reduced to Coeals z then 
their Alcaly will be more fit for Colouring , and 
an Ounce of fuch burnt Galls, doth more than a 
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pound of others; yea it colours of it ſelf , , becauſe 
the Acidity of the Fat ,, by the Fire, hath acted upon 
its Alcaly. ; | 

Very many Vegetables do abound with the like Volatile 
and Occult Alcaly , as the greater Houfleek , Sage, Rinds 
of Pomgranares ; all which do ſpend and abſume the Acid 
of the Vitriol, and cauſe the Colcotar to be much leſs 
black. ; 

Acertain Prince of great Renown , an Enquirer into the 
Myſteries of Nature, wondered much,when he heard that 
a certain Gentlewoman of the Nurſery in his Court ; had 
taken by Mouth , Rinds of Pomgranates (which are uni- 
verfally judged tobe Adftringent) which yet provoked the 
Courſes in her, which had been ftopped ſome Months: 
To whom , when I declared the copious Alcaly , where- 
with theſe Rinds do abound, and that the ſtopping of 
the Menſtraa did ariſe from that Morbous Acidity , which 
the Alcaly of the Rinds had abſorbed, it ceaſed his won-

Gold correded by Aqua Regia, and coagulated into the 
ſhape of YVirrio! , doth tinge the fingers , asI have ſaid, of 
a Purple colour ; and with the infuſion of Galls, the li- 
quor mes like yellow Amber , with which, if with a 
liberat hand you dawb over Paper, after it is drycd, ic 
ſhines as Varniſh. | 

Silver corroded in Aqua Fortis, of Nitr:, and Alome, 
with an infuſion of Galls-, doth not change its nature ; 
if you write on Paper with this mixture , after two days 
every black letter, is, asit were compaſſed with-a Silver 
and ſhining liſt , which cannot be without Alcaly:- Hence 
this rare Man may underſtand why the Ancients Meta 
rically called Gold the Male, and Silver the Female: A'drop 
of this Solution, if with a large hand it drop on Paper, 
after the filver lift it draws and makes another of a Cheſ- 
nut colour , a pleaſant Spectacle , as if it were fo painted 
on purpoſe : Soalſo , Tinn, and Lead, being reduced in+ 
to Salt. or V;trio! , with the juice of Galls, as alſo with

creaſe and propagation. The prevailing Acid.:ytherefore lics 
ſleeping in the Seed (as in an Egg , or ina Stomach) with a 
little Alcaly , for its ſuſtencation , and with the ſpecifick - 
Reftor (of which elſewhere). but when it-is caſt into-the 
earth, it is diſſolved by Humidity,'and-excited by Heat : 
The Acid, as being igneous , begins to act upon the Al- 
caly , to which rhe Humid alſo comes , and the Reftor , 
by the aſliftance of Heat , informs it: Soinviſibly , the A- 
cid aſſumes the Alcaly, and the Alcaly again ſwallows 
up the Acid , they tend to each ſid: ; as Ferments do, yea 
they: ceaſe not, till-they have finiſhed their ſeveral and 
prefixed Courſes for their proper ends; one Spirit draws, 
another protrudes , as Hippocrates in the fore-cited place. 

So that, the Humidity of every Vegetable, contains 
Acid and Alcaly ; in ſome, the Alcaly predominates , in 
others the Acid: The Acid i8 moſt known , but the .Al- 
caly yet known to few ; which 1 will now demonſtrate to 
the Eyc,mp the ſiveet exprefled juice of Grapes, as moſt 
known; wherein , the firſt days the K:&or 1s Dormant, 
who, a while after, applying the Mechanical Organs, 
the Acid begins to Corrode the Alcaly, and This abſorbs 
the Acids and fo there happens/'a vehement / Contention 
and Fight , which. from the Heat or Boyling is. called 
Fermentation, which lags till the Acid, as Viftor, hath 
overcome the Alcaly :.1n this Kight both the Faculties (or 
Taſtes, or Sapors , Inſtruments, Mechanical or Archi- 
techtonical , call them as you pleaſe , or elſe the Arche- 
us, or Innate Heat _ undergo a great overthrow, there 
being made a mighty ſlaughter , the Acid being ſwallow- 
cd 
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ed up , deſtroyed , and enfcebled by the Atrahy , both mu- 
rually fall in a mutual embrace into a' Cadaver' (in re- 
ſpect of Wine ) which is called Tartar. 
- If you Diſtill this Tartar out of aRetort,the Acid is ex- Spiric of Tur- 
cited by Heat , and begins again to aft upon the Alcaly ; tar. 
and This likewiſe on the Ac, ahd fo a new Fermexta- 
tion begins , for which you muſt uſe a very flow fire, and 
though the Receiver be great, yet the incondenſible O- 
dor of the Fermentation (which Helmont calls Gas) is 
perceived a far off; yet at laſt , the Alcalyovercomes the 
Acid , anddoth plainly abſorb it ,-and both of them , for- 
the greateſt part are fixed. The Liquor and Oyl m the 
Recciver are Saturated and 'Impregnated with Volatile 
Alcaly , which is of excellent uſe of it ſelf-, yer known to 
few. If youagain re-infuſe the Diſtilled Liquor and the 
Oyl upon the Capur Mortuum, then the Volatile Alcaly , 
which the Liquor did contain, is drunk up by the Acid in 
the Caput Mortunm , and becomes fixed', but that' which 
then re-diſtills out , will be of greater Affinity, 'ro the 
Element of Warer, and fo of leſs efficacy. Bur the Re- 
former here ,: as every where elſe, grievouſly miſtakes.; Mantis Horm 
for he ſays, That Common Spirit of Tartar , which is not f.

to be accounted for pure Spirit of Tartar. 
. From this his ReCtified Spirit of Tartar (and out of his 
own infipid Brain ) he compounds a Medicine, truly la- | 
mentable, which he calls, 4 mixture of Three, from the Spi- Mantis, f.

ful to the Palate , becauſe of the Alcaly, with which it is 
joyned , and tempers the Acid, till arlengththe Acidity, 
weary of the Alcaly, or excited again by Heat , ſtrives 
to overcome the Alcaly, and ib anew ns inſenſible fhghr 
begins , and the Wine foures more, and is called by a 
common name, V:zecgar : from which if the Acidity be 
Eparated in a Limbeck, and the bottom burnt by kre , 


then the Alcaly is found out of that Tartarous bot-' 
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Caly in ſo great an Acidity; yet it is true, and it is That 
which the Philoſopher means , when he ſays, That it is 
9.4 oy there ſhould be any matter , nnd:r wh:ch there ſkould 
not be ſome form. 

Pour or ſuperadde Diſtilled Acid on this Alcaly , and 
evyocate the watery flegme , having the finell of Fyza 
Ardens, or hot water , then from the Acid and the Al- 
caly , you ſhall have are-generated Tartar, which out 
of aRetort , yields a fat Oyl, and a bitter Water, 
full of Folatile Alcaly ; outof the Phlegme , through 
a Phyal of a Jong Neck , evecate the Far burning 
watery part , which we call Aqua vite ; the other 
rt isE tary water ; the Fat .re-afſumes the d/- 
caly , out of which again, extract the Elementary Wa-

CHAP. XIX. 
An auntrodden Path diſcovered. 


Hat which I have ſpoken in the precedent Chap- 

ter concerning the Juice of Grapes, the ſame is 

alſo to be underſtood of the Juice of all Vegetables ; 
for in them all there is Acid and Alcaly , more or 
leſs, as Hippocrates and Experience allo ſhew ; but 
with this difference , that in thoſe. Vegetables , which 
we call Cold , the Alcaly doth predominate, and 
they are not fermentable , unleſs by the help of an 
outward Acid, or being excited by heat ; but in thoſe 
which are hor , the Acid prevails , and therefore they 
are eaſily fermentable, as in the Progreſs will appear. 
Alſo the Alcaly of ſome Vegetables is nearet to fixd, 
and therefore it joynes in with Acid Minerals ; as I 
have ſhewed in Galls, in the greater Houſleak, in 
Rinds of Pomgranares , &c. The Alcalyes of others, are 
much more delicate, ſo that Acid A:nerals do preſent- 
ly abſume them, in as much as they are nutritive 
and fit for the digeſtion of Animals , which conſiſts in 
a milder Acidity : of which ſort are Winter-green , Sa- 
micle, Betteny , Fole-foor , &c, Which therefore are called 
Vulnerary Herbs, whoſe Alcaly reſtrains and hinders 
the injuſt Acidity mſing in the Stomach , as it leſſens 
it alſo in wonuds, becauſe all -c:dity out of the Stomach, 
is hurtful, morbous, and accompanies putrefaction, which 
the Vulgar call hear , from the etfe&t, for it cauſes a Fea- 
vour , and putrefies Wounds ; many skilful Chyrurge- 
ons have taken notice of that Acidity in wounded men . 
as the beginner of heat anc putrefaction, and have there- 
fore forbade them the uſe of Wine , and not withour 
cauſe, leait the ſubtle and evaporable Acidity of the 
Wine {ſhould cncreale the Diſcaſe, I ſay, the Alcaly of 
K rheſle 
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theſe is not diſcovered with Ac:d Minerals, but be- 
caſe they themſelves are Nutritive , therefore the 
faid Alcaly affociates it ſelf with its ſimilary Nutritives , 
and with gentler Acids, than Afnerals. As for Ex- 
ample , Diſfolve a drachm of Sal Saturn ( made with 
Diſtilled Vinegar , for that reſiſts not the Digeſtion of 
Animals ) in about three Ounces of Diſtilled Water, 
which -hath no Yelatile Alcaly ) of Roſemary , Lavender, 
Rxc, &c. Suffer the Lees to ſettle : This Solution be- 
ing ſweet in taſte , contains Occult Lead ; drop the 
clear Juice of the foreſaid Yalncrary Herbs , into this 
clear Solution, and it preſently grows as white as Milk, 
which is a ſign that the Alcaly of the Herbs abſorbs 
the Acid from the Zrad, which falls by degrees, 

For as fixed Alcaly, precipitates Mercxry, and Alca- 
ly, nearer to fixed, precipitates Vitriol , as I have ſhew- 
ed before : ſo alſo here , a milder Alcaly requires a 
milder Examen. 

Paracelſas., firſt obſerved That hidden Ataly of Herbs,. 
and it is pzobable that by the like Examen. he took 
notice of, their ſeveral minute degrees ; he had taken: 
notice, that. in. wounds:, putrefaction came- from Ac:-. 
dity , and from thence , aroſe feavorifh- heats , and. 
corruptions of Wounds ; he alſo firſt preſcribed Vul- 
nerary. Potions ,. and did- happily reſtrain. the ſaid Aci- 
dity and putrefattion., and called the Herbs Fuluerary. 
And though 7ohn Tawgaxltius, a French Man, and 
Gabriel Fallopias, an Italian , both famous Phyſicians , 
and excellent Chyrurgeons , do condemn and endea- 
vour to. explode Vulherary Potiaps in the Cure of 
Wounds , affirming, that by their heat they inflame, 
and extenuate the Blood , and excite its. eruption 
from the Wound ; yet though ſimple Vulnenary Medi- 
dicaments are 'not known to every Chyrurgeon, and 
and: arc preſcribed without diſtinction and knowledge 
of their degrees ( for all cannot attain this pitch of Sci- 
ence) nevertheleſs Experience ſhews, that the aforeſaid 
Potions are uſcful; with which, alfo Paracelſus cured the 
Ulcers. of the Lungs , ( as Hiſtories, witneſs , ) and alſo 
the Hettich, Feaver ( as I have allo experimented ) which 
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is an univerſal and inept Ac:dity , and that of the ſolid 
arts , Which in one word , we call Hear, and which , the 
aforeſaid Alcalys do more readily abſorb and conſume , 
than Milk; as I have ſhewed in its place , and the cure 
it {ff demonttrates. 
Therefore Vulnerary Potions are not to be rejected, but 
uſed with good Succeſs , in the curing of Wounds. 
Many of the accurateſt ſort of Chyrargeons , and Phy- 
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ficians have taken notice , that Acid-ty is the cauſe of this Compen- 


Heat and Pain ; as alſo that burnt Harts-horn abſumes 
in it ſelf Vinegar, and other Acids of all ſorts, whence 
it comes to pals , that it 1s given with good ſucceſs in 
Feavors, in a great doſe , from half an ounce, to an 
ounce , in any cooling water , containing Volatile .Al- 
caly ; For, as they have obſerved to their great joy , that 
the ſaid burnt Harts-horn , abſorbs and imbibes the Acid 
Votatile Salt from Vinegar , ſo it takes away the Acidity 
accompanying ſeveral ſorts of Feavors, 

Beſides Vulnerary ones , there arealſd more Occult 
and Volatile Alcalys in Herbs , which we call Cooling , 
as Lettice, Purſlane, Colts-foot , Endive , and its ſpecies; 
whoſe Alcaly , is very Fugitive , and is found , noton- 
ly in their Juices , but alſoin their Waters carefully Di- 
ſtilled : Whence we may learn , that ſuch Herbs being 
dryed , are of no value, becauſe their Alcaly hath eva- 

orated. 

x So alſo the Diſtilled water of Frogs-Spawn ( the whole 
Spawn with Patience is elevated in & Balyxeo into a pure 
water , the black and dry Grains or Specks , being left 
behind , which are not to be rejected) doth abound with 
Occult Volatile Alcaly , and doth preſently precipitate 
Lead our of the aforeſaid Solution , more readily , and 
copiouſly , than any other cooling water ; This water is 
much to be eltcemed in many diſeaſes, ariſing from a 
peculiar Acidity : I have known a deſperate Hemorrhage 
from the Womb , happily cured by it, in as much as 
at firſt it ſucks up the Acidity of the Blood, afterwards 
it reſtrains and expels zr. 

Alfo this water applycd to the grieved part in the Feet- 
Gonr , preſently aſlwages the pain , inas muchas it mor- 
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tifies and alters the Acrimony : But when the pain is 
more violent, then the Acidity 1s 1n greater quantity 
and vigor , and the Volatile Al:aly conſuming the cauſe 
of the pain , then muſt needs , be more manifelt 4 for 
it indubitably takes away the pain ; whence we learn , 
that the cauſe thereof proceeds from Acidity , if otherwiſe, 
the principal indications are to be taken from things h:lpful and 
nocert , as Avicen teaches. 

Fooliſh thercfore , and almoſt Frantick , is the opint- 
on of ccrtain Canonical Phyſicians ; who , againit the 
DoQtrine of Hippocrates, out of ignorance do fear , and 
periwade the Gato , that a greater miſcheif is occa- 
fioned by undertaking to Cure by contraries, and by 
endeavouring to repel the Catarrh , by ſuch Simples. 

For Hippocrates ſhews , that Volatile Alcaly is empty 
and void , and that it takes away all pain of the Feet- 
Gout, (I mean not the knotty and coagulated Gout ) 
all Arthritick, Nephritick,, Sciatick,, and ſuch like pain , 
in a very fhort time, if it be but outwardly applyed , 
in as much as it preſently imbibes and aſſumes ( being, 
impatient of Vacuity ) the Acidneſs , which is the cauſe 
of the pain. 

But not only waters , Diſtilled from cooling Herbs , 
but alſo common water both of Wells and Rivers, contains 
an Occult Alcaly , by means whereof it nouriſhes Animals 
and all Plants; Red hot Iron , quenched in water , acquires 
ſtrength thereby, as Hippocrates teaches in the fore-cited 
Book , and daily Experience ſhews ; for Iron hath too 
much of the Volatile 4cid , whence it readily paſſes into 
Scoria and Ruſt , but when the Acid is imbibed by the 
Alcaly, then it is made more compact , and reſiſts more ; 
therefore Cutlers of Knives and Swords , anoint their 
work with ſhavings of Horns , heating their blades till 
the ſhavings melt , and thus they draw the Al- 
ealy out of the Horns, and their blades become ſtron- 
ger. Hence itis , that ſuch as paſs by theig ſhops , do 
fometimes perceive the ſtinking 1tncll of burnt Horns, 
Burt it is eaſily proved, that an Occult Alcaly is in com- 
mon ſimple water , by the fore-mentioned ſolution of Sal 
Satwrni , which preſently grows white thereby : - L if 
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Silver be diſſolved in Aqua Forts, and you add ſimple 
water to the Solution , 1t preſently waxes white as Milk, 
but when the ſame water hath been diſtilled, then the 
Alcaly, doth not aſcend , neither doth the Solution of 
Silver grow white any longer thereby. For which cauſe 
7obn Baptiſta Porta , adviſes Water to be twice, or thricc 
diſtilled, for a Tree of Silver and Mercury , which the 7:6 5. Magaz- 
Vulgar fooliſhly call the Ph.loſophers Tree : So alſo Water tr, c. 3. 
diſtilled from Cephalick herbs, doth precipitate neither 
Silver nor Lead from the above-named Solution; For 
theſe, as 'l have ſaid, contain not Alcaly in their Juices ; 
So that the Water, diſtilled only , from cooling Herbs , 
as alſo common water not diſtilled, do contain a Vola- 
tile Alcaly ; by means of this Alcaly , Water doth nou- 
riſh : Hence Laftantins faith, From Water are all things ; 
which , before Hippocrates, Thal's XMil:fius, allo knew , 
perhaps by the benefit of this Art , as Zaertius witneſieth 
m his Life; So the Ancient Hermes, Water , faith he , 
2 ſuſceptible and producible of Nutriment in Men, and other 
creatures : And without Water , Natare op-yates not , Cc. 

Now becauſe our diſcourſe is fallen upon Cooling Wa- 
ters, I ſhall not paſs over in ſilence the abute of Roſe 
Water , which is ſaid to coot , bur it is diſproved by this 
Experiment. 

At YVemice, Roſe-water, as commonly all other wa- 
ters , are diſtilled out of a Copper Vellel ( ſometimes 
lined within with Tinn , though oftentimes thc Tinn , for 
age , is worn away. ) This Water 1s preſcribed to Chil- 
dren , becauſe it kills , and expels Worms , and ſome- 
times provokes Vomitting , which Operation, and Ver- 
rue, 1s Vulgarly afcribed to the Roſe-water, whercas 
Roſe-water is not ſimply cold , but of a temperate na- 
ture , as containing an occulr and infenfible Acidity , Ro-waer 
which 1s unſeparable from ir , never leaving it, till it be doth not cool 
annihilated ; but mm flowing through a Copper Limbeck , u"|ſsir be gi- 
its Occult Actdity abrades and takes off certain Atoames _—_ rough” | 
from the Copper, which are inviſibly mixed with the wa- 
ter; if you would'djſcover or ſeparare the Copper , drop 
into a httle quantity of this water, one or two. drops ,. 
of the Alcaly of Urine, andpreſently all the water turns 
green ,, 
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-Green, Lecauſe the Acidity of the water doth more 


greedily:catch the light Alcaly, more fimitary to it than 
the Mctal , which therefore by little and little, ſubſides 
into a greeniſh bottom ; Then tie ſame water, doth no 
longer provoke Vomit, nor kill Worms , but will be like 
That which is Diitilled through Glaſs Veſlels ; bur melr 
thc green bottom with Berax , and then it returns to Cop- 
pcr again. 

Neither is this Occult Nutritive Alcaly found only in 
Vulnerary and Cooling-herbs , but in all Pot-herbs 
whatſocver , which are therefore deſired by the Stomach, 
abounding with Acidity. This Alcaly is the cauſe that 
ſuch as eat boiled Cabbage or Coleworts, before a 
fit of Drinking, are ſeldom inebriated , for the Alca- 
ly of this Herb , as it moderates the incbriateing 4- 
cid.ty of the Wine in the Stomach , to it abſourds and 
conſumes That in the Glaſs. 

But why certain ſimples do ſpecifically Cure ſome Di- 
ſeaſes, as the Juice of Yarrow , the Hemorrhoides ; Fu- 
mitory , the Jaundies; Butchers Broom , the Diſtem- 
pers of the Urine ; Guajacum and Sarza, the French- 
pox, and the like; and wherein all the Faculties of 
Purging ſimply do confiſt ; it would be tedious ro 
declare in this place, let it ſuffice to have given ſome 
ſmall hint of it , at leaft in this Writing , wherein, 
cven againſt my will, 1 have bcen inforced to diſco- 
ver Salts hitherto Occult. 

But I hear ſome whiſpering an Objettion , that I 
endeavor to ſhew the Volaulc Alcalyes of Vegetables 
with diſſolved Lead, whereas all Salt things do alfoprecipi- 
tate Lead from this Solution ( as we have confeſſed be- 
fore ) but with this difference that the Lead falls down 
with the Saltin the formof a Powder: Diſtil the clear 
ſwimming upon the top, and you will have Vinegar, which 
carryed the diflolved Lead, but it falls from the Vinegar , 
becauſe Salt hath a grea:cr affinity with Vinegar than 
Metal ; but mix the Alcaly of the Herbs , or rather 
drop the Juice of the aforeſaid Herbs into that Solu- 
tion of Lead , then it doth not haſtily fall down in 
form of a Powger , but becomes as a Pultifs ; Diſtil 
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the ſupernating Liquor , and then you ſhall draw from 
it , not Vinegar , but an Inſipid Water ; which is a 
manifeſt Argument , that the Alcaly hath ſuekt up rhe 
Acidity. 

ate much Light this Hippocratical Doctrine may 
give toa Phyſician , as well ir compounding Medicines 
( that one ingredient hinder not another , yea the 
Vercue of Simples may by this Knowledge be wonder- 
fully exalted) as in Curing Diſeaſes , let thoſe judge 
who know how to diſtinguiſh Taſtes -and Sapors , and 
moderately to invert and vary them, which at preſent 
I ſhall only demonſtrate in that one Example of the 
Nettle , which being freſh and moiſt, ſtings and bliſters, 
but drycd , aſtringes , and ſtops blood : the Juice there- 
of is coagulated in diſſolved Lead, into a Black Gob- 
bet, which again in fixed Alcaly is preſently diluted 
into an obſcure , but penetrable colour ; whence we 
tearn, that dryed Nettles boiled in Alcaliz ite Lye (yer 
ſweer as they call it )do hinder Gray and Hoary Hairs , 
if every day they be kembed with them ; with /'irri- 
ol, it again concretes into yellowiſh clots, which , with 
the Spirit of the ſame Vitriol, are again diſſolved into 4 
clear and pellucid Liquor. Such , I ſiippolſe , were the 
hidden vertucs of Roots, and the differences of Shrubs, of 
which S»lomon ſpeaks , which he learned from the wiſe Ar- 
tificer of all things, in his Diſputation from the Hyſſop toths 
Cedar of Lebanon ; for it'is not credible , that He unne- 
cefſarily diſcourſed of firſt Qualities , and of Elementary 
Degrees, which our Botanicks boaſt ro meaſure, as it 
were, with their tongues : of Theſe it cannot be ſaid , 
what. they are , hidden virtmes. 

This is the meaning of that Speech of Arnoldns dr willa 
Noua ( though on other-accounts , his Works want cor- 
rection ) Where Simples arc at hand , tis deceit to wſ: Com- 
poxrnds : Whileſt I heretofore applyed my Self to this 
ſtudy , I was munch aflifted by that Eminent .and Skilful 
Botanick , and diligent Apothecary , Fohannes ara Fero , 
of this City , who , with ſingular Care and Study, gather- 
ed together all ſorts of Vegetables , to whole Induſtry I 
do owe very much , and accordingly I render him iny 
real and hearty thanks, By 
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By the help of this ſtudy, I have alſo found out a 
Compound Powder, equivalent to, if not exceeding , 
the vertue of Chinella, in a Luartan, as they can wit- 


neſs, who have bought , and uſed it, in order to their 
Health, 


Ut of what hath been ſpoken and declared, we may 
diſcover the foundation , on which the Spiritual Re- 
generation ofPlants ought to be built, of which Dxerce- 
tay ſpeaks in his Book againſt Anonymus, which he 
ſaid he had ſeen at a certain Cracovian Phyſicians, who knew 
How to prepare the aſhes of every plant jo El:gantly , and how 
fo wie ah their Spirits ( the Anthors of their Vertacs ) ſo 
Exattly ; that , hau:ng above thirty of them in ſeveral Glaſs 
Veſſels, Seal 'd with Hermes's Seal , if any one asked to have 
a Roſe, or a Marigold ſhewed him , then he would put the 
bottom of the Veſſel, wherein was the Roſc-aſhes ( and the 
like of any other Flower , wich he was to ſhew ) to the Can- 
ale, to warm it a little, and then that fine and apoparts 
Aſhes of it ſelf, would _ the evident form of a Roſe , 
encreaſing and growing by d:grees , manifeſtly exhibiting the = 
gure of a living florid Roſe , which fhad»wy repreſentation , 
when the Vefſ.l was rimoved from the heat , would again re- 
turn to aſhes. This Szcret, ſays he, I ſon;ht aftor with great 
ftudy , but could never attain it. 

But this Spiritual Reſuſcitation of Plants, ſeems net 
ſo difficult to the Hippocratical Philoſopher, eſpecially 
when it is proſecuted , not witha violent, buta ſoft fire, 
therein imitating Nature, as our Maſter teaches. I have 
invented a way for it, which yet by reaſon of the in- 
commodity of this place, for ſich kind of Studi-s, I 


' have not confirmed by Experience : yet for the lake of 


the Curious , I wil here ſet it down, wn 


my 
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1 have Ocularly demonſtrated out of Hippocrates , that. 
Acid and Alcaly , the. ArchiteCtonick Inſtruments .of Na+ 
ture , are in all ſublunary things; Theſe , when they are 
rot ſubjeRed to the Artificer , but left ro the governmeat 
of Nature alone , then That ſubject encreaſeth and grows 
ſteong , as the meaneſt Flint declares , of which I have 
ſpoken in his place : If then it encreafeth and grows , of 
neceſſity the Acid , and * Alcaly mutt have ſomething , 
which directs their Operations to their proper ends, 

This, Ielſewhere call the Refor , give it what name you 
pleaſe , provided we underſtand the thing ; for I ſhall not 
quarrcl about words, Theſe Three, Hermes, that molt 
ancient Philoſopher, calls Body, Spirit, and Soul ; So 
that theſe Three are latent in that Terrene Receptacle , 
which repreſents to us the figure of a Seed, 

Let half a pound of this Seed, for inſtance of Poppy, from 
a full floweror head, be gathered in fair weather , which 
you muſt keep in a temperate place till the next Spring , 
chen in the Evening , obſerve the clearing of the KY » 
whether it promiſe a fair Night , for the Night muſt 
fair wherein the Seed is to be expoſed on a large hoard of 
Glaſs, with the edg turned up, that it fall not down, and 
placed in a Meadow or Garden full of divers Flowers 
and Herbs (for unleſs the ſoil be fruitful , the Dew will 
be but barren ) In the Morning before Sun-riſing , you 
muſt carefully rake away the Seed , now moiſt with Dew, 
from the Glaſs-Board , and put it into a Phyal , fit for 
that purpoſe , having its mouth cloſe ſealed with Wax 
and ſdkeep it , leaſt the Dew ſhould evaporate ( whic 
is very light by reaſon of the Spirits theſe Spirits in the 
following Chapter I ſhall ſhew *, being occultly Acid and 


Volatile , yea being the hidden Food of Life ; with which 
the Dew is ſo iftþregnated in the Air, that when it is in- 
cluded in ar -ſhell, and put upon a * Spear placed 


obliquely , then the Egg is lifted up by the heat of the 

Sun , to the top of the Spear as * Hildebrand teacheth) 

but that the ſaid Dew may be ſucked ” by the Seed: Aﬀer- 

wards in a clear Night, ty-rapoſe the ſaid Glaſs-board 
al 


with the Seeds, into the aforeſaid Meadow, that it. may 
re-attract and draw in th 


eDew, which you muſt alſo a- 
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again-feal up inthe aforeſaid Phyal, before Sun-rifing,, 
that 'exhales-nort ; fo the Seeds by litdeand little, by 
means of the Dew ſuck'd in , will begin to ſwell and be 
turgid', the Acid and Alcaly, 'acquiring ſtrength from the 
Dew, and Heavenly Influences , which the ReCtor will 
then begin to direct. Let this ſetring out, and taking 
in, of the Seeds, be fo long repeated, till the Signs of 
Germination and Virality do appear, In the intcrim, 
whileſt theſe things area doing , you muſt, in the ſame 
Meadow , ſtretch and ſpreadabroad clean Linnen-clothe, 
on wooden-ſticks , and ſo gather the Dew on them, and 
wring it out, keeping it in a Glaſs Veſlel well ſtopped , 
which in its Settling, will afford or depoſe ſome txces 
(from the ſmall duſt flying up and down in the Air): of 
this pure Dew , pour as much on the. Seeds, as may be 
about an Inch abovethem , and ſo place them, in a Va- 
porating Bath ( for * Raimund teacheth , That what .Na- 
ture dath , by the heat of the Sun and Stars , the ſame it will do 
by the heat of Fire , provided it be ſo ordered , 4s not to ex- 
ceed the motive andinformativeVertue , which is inthe matter 
of the Celeffial Influences) ſtopping the mouth of the Glaſs 
with melted Sulphur : - The Acid and Alcaly , inthe Hu- 
mid and Calid, then begin to att upon one another , 
and fo they will be freed from rhe Earthly body. of -the 
Seed , in which they were inchided ; and'in the ſpace of 
a few days, this natural Compoſition, will wax Green at 
the top ( as it happens to Stagnant Waters, in ſhadow 
== ; by the ambient heat of the Summer. ) Under this 
reen Film, is the union of the Faculties perfected, which 
} have ſkewed to be Volatile, and together with the 
Rettor , unſeparable from the Acid ( being immortal 
per ſe?) which union may be called Corfermentation. 
The Receptacle , or voy of the, Seed ,-will be a dead

being ignorant of this Doctrine , underſtanding Uitreral- p 
ly , Judged him , as an Impious Man , to Baniſhmieng, © + £46: C44 
| Iadd, that in the whole Schoot of Philoſophy , 1 
is nothing , though never ſodiligently fought for , which 
doth more lively demonſtrate to us the Myſtery of the 
Reſurpection , than theſe: proper inſtruments of Narute a 
being cleanſed from their Refuſe, by an Hippocratift" 
and again conjoyned, re-united, and qd 
the ſaid Myſtery 
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time, he finds fanlt with thoſe Salts , whoſe aſhes are 
burnt with Sulphur ; and he blames H:rtman, as a bad 
Writer, and ſays that nothin; can. be more fo 1, ſely tang hr , 


.than to mix Alcaly Salts, with Acids (as if he himſelf 


had not taught to mix the Alcaly of Vipers , with the 
Acid Spirit of. Salt ; as alſo the Spirit of Vitriol., with the 
Alcalizate Salt of Wormwood , under. the title of Coaru- 
lated Spirit of Vitriol : and again , in his App-ndix f. 100. 
he extolls., ſuch mixed Salts, with great Praiſes ) and 

a little after he again admits Aſhes to be calcined with Sul- 
Sos: When uncertainty is the Miſtriſs, what can be choſen? 

Know then, that no Vegetable hath any fixed Salt, of 
what kind ſoever 5 unleſs it be burned with actual Fire; 
So that the Acid , in burning , may-aCt u _ and ap- 
prehend the Alcaly, and likewiſe the Alcaly on the Acid, 
asI have ſhewed in Juice of Wine , and 1 4 Tartar : As 
may be ſeen inrotten Wood , —_ you reduce it , ne- 
ver ſo carefully to Aſhes , in what fire ſocver , you will 

VEE et Salt out of it ; for the Acid, and the Alcaly , 
Fs Volatile , are. already abſumed by the Air , 
yr; Iu left nothing but an unprofitable Cadaver behind, 
Bur if it be burar before Putrefaction, then you may obtain 
your deſire. 

Wherefore our chief care 2nd labour in this Work , 
muſt be, thax the Herbs may be freſh , and not withered ; 
for then ,"in burning , the innate Humidity , when it boils 

, doth diſſolve the Acid and the Alcaly , which , being . 
diſſolved ,' do att murually one upon another , and one 
apprehending the other , they are both fixed , accord- 
ing to the property of the Concrete: But that art, which 
fhes-away with the flame , and was not catched by the 
Acid, turns into Sopt; from whence , you. may by an 
eaſy Method, draw forth Volatile Alcaly, but never 
Fixed Pals yet by ingenuity. it is reduced: to .a Gon- 
fiſtency 

gn.deſeryes, tobe called Fertpentation, for bdth 
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adminiſtred, with its contrary , by a prudent and Hip- 
pocratical Phyſician ; for t :s the ſame Operation , as our 
Maſter teaches. ; 

Take Green Wormwoed for an Example , when it is green, 
fer fire to it, and kindle it in a Chimney , or open place, 
but take.greart heed that it doth not flame oltt , tis enough 
to turn it only into Aſhes , which, after. the burning , 
pur in an Earthen-pot, large , and low, or alſo upon an 
Iron-plate, the edges turned up, and Coals being kindled 
under it in a Wind-furnace , that the Vent-hole , or Por- 
tal , as need requires, may be either opened , or ſhut : 
Stir theſe Aſhes with an Iron Spatule continually , rilf 
| they be very white , and then lay them in a Linnen-bagg 
Acuminated (or if there be but few, on Acuminated Pa- 
per) and pour on Common Water , which as it runs 
through it, being pregnant with Salt, is called a Lye; 
coagulate this ſtrained Lye in an Iron Frying-Pan (nor 
greaſed in tho Kitchin ) with a quick Ebullition , and make 
It up-into a Lump, and when it is as thick , as. Honey , 
continually ſtir it with a Spatule , and it. will be drye« 
mto a grey Powder , which preſently pur into a Pot nor 
glazed , the mouth of the Wind-furnace being ſtopped , 
and cover it with ſmall Coals, m:xed with their powder , 
and leiſurely heat it , fcarce to Brunity , or Brownenels , 
but not thatit may melt , then cool it , and put. the Salt, 
into a Glaſs Veſſel, that it may be diſſolved in a ſufficient 
quam of Water ; ſtir it ofientimes with a Waodden- 

ick, then ſuffer the Solutjon toreſt, rwa ar ,three days, 
and when it. is clear from the Lees , without much itir- 
ring , pour it out', and in a Leaden, or Glaſs Veſſcl , 
priced in Sand , ſuffer the Water to exhale , without, 

abbles, till a Saline-Cuticle grow a-top; then remove 
the Veſſel, and the next Morning , gather together the 
ſhining grains of Salt, ,which you maſt ſivittly waſh, in 
clear water , and theadry : put, again the remaining Lye, 
in the Sand, that the water may. exhale, as before , un- 


- ro the Cuticle. Both theſe Saltgare to be kept, together, 


in ane Veſſel , which being prepared after this manner , 
do:reſemble the Crafis and Diſpoſition of their Cqucretes. 
The reſt of the Ly: , being of the rafte of Urine, and of 
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This isthe caſy and natural way of preparing Salts of 
Vegetables, which do never melt of themſelves, nor are 
of an ungratciul taſte : A Pound of theſe Aſhes, will yield 
near four ounces of the pureſt Salt ; but four pound of 
the Aſhes of dried Herbs , will ſcarce atford an ounce of 
Salt. uy 

Alcalyes, out of Vegetalles, are made after the ſame 
manner , of which yet ſome are eaſily rurncd into Liquor, 
for they are empty , and therefore deſire to be ſatiated 
from the Air ; as I have hinted above in the Occult Aci- 
dity of the Air , which may ſuthce. 

The Reformer teaches, that the aſhes are to be boiled, 
and the Lye thickned toSiccity, and afterwards commit- 
ted to the melting fire, withour diſcretion; So, in the 
place of the Vegetable Salt, there always comes an cmp- 
ty and cauſtick Alcaly ; for the. Salt of Wormwood, in its 
Fundamental Point , is of the Acid Salt , and not purely: 
fixed, as I have ſhewn; bur if it ſuffer Fuſion , then both 
Taſtes or Sapor aft upon one another, and are fixed into 
an Alcaly, as it happens in all Acid Salts made by Art 
wherefore from the Regimen of Fire alone , things are 
altered , and they change their Name, Vertue and Effi- 
cacy. This is the cauſe, that the vertues of Salts, pre- 
pared by 1gnorant Perſons , are never equal, viz. when 
they are Alcalyz'd, they are commended by the Unskil- 
ful ( for example , Salt of Wormwood)) to have done good 
in the Collick ( which then game from Acids, which had 
been drank)bur when it is prepared from Salt-Acid,and Vo- 
latile to boot, by the Skilful, tzs good for the Stomach, and 
againſt Old Obſtruſtions, and is then the Baſis in the 
Cacheftique Powder of .2#crcetan. The cauſe is aſcribed 
to Noxious Humours ; So, many Salts, are made fixed, 
if they be managed with a due Heat,, and with all Requi- 
ſites, as the Subject can bear, which otherwiſe were Vola- 
rile ; forthe fixation of Blood requires one kind of Heat 
and Inſtruments ; the fixing of Nitre, and Arſenich , ano- 
ther; when the whole Nitre, by Odor only , is turned 
to Earth , it requires another TraCtation'; when Aer- 
cary of it ſelf, doth as it were grow fixed , there 1s need 
of another Fire, and Veſlel ; Vir are other OS 
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when Antim:ny and Sulphur are fixed ; So alſo there is a- 
nother operation of Salts, which are all Volatile, as 1 


have ſhewed in Rotten Wood. 


This is the reaſon, why the wife and prudent Senators 71 he 7:utians 
of Venice, do cauſe the Timber , of which they make their Ingeneus, 
Ships of War , while itisgreen, to lye under water ma- 
ny years, in their gallant and well-provided Arſenal, 
teaſt the Air ſhould penetrate it , and by this means , un- 
der the water , it becomes almott as fixed and as hard, as 


ſtones. 

But if it begins to be quailed in the Air , before it be 
watered , then they muſt burn it a little, that the Acid 
and Alcaly , may. be melted together, and as it were 
incruſtrated ; and foi will endure many ages and never 
rot : In like mannerthoſepieces of Timber are-incruſtra- 
ted, which are rammed into the Earth for Foundations 
of great Builcings , leaſt they ſhould rot. ; 

* The Gardeners in theſe Ilands do reduce their Herbs , 
being dryed, inthe Ait or Sun, to Aſhes,and ſell rhe aſhes on 
their Words and Credit to the Apothecaries : who, find- 
ing they can get little, or no Salt out of them , doblame 
the Gardeners ; alledging they were naughr; Their an- 
ſiver is, that in Tranſporting the Aſhes, the Sea-water 
hath robb'd them of their Salt : many do eaſfily believe 
this Excuſe, being igngrant of any other caule. 

But when freſh Vegetables are reduced to Aſhes, as is 
done in L'twania , Sandia , and Myſccvy ,* for Pot-afſhes, 
then, in the Igne2us Ebullition, the Acid and Alcaly appre- 
hend one another , are melted and fixed together. Bur 
when they arc urged with a melting fire, as the Reformer 
teacheth , then they change their Nature , and are turned 
into Vitrifying Alcaly, as * Zoar hath obſerved : which 
yet was not much leſs fixed in the Concretes , before they 
paſſed through the fire ; which again by Inverſion , doth 
not only put on Volatility , but is ao reduced into Ele- 
ments, as I have ſhewed inthe Alcaly of Tartar. 

But if Alcalyes, be boiled with their proper Diſtilled 
Oyls , in a juſt P 
 ar-axfificial and occult Circulation, and in a fit Veſlcl , 
they afford Exns AMirabile, So Oyl of Cinnamon, being 

IPO ; abſorbed, 
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abſorbed , by its proper Alcaly ( being Rove of its. 
Veltiments) effeCtsin the Palſy, and ſuch like Dilcales , 
as much as c3n be hoped from it ; Oyl of Tartar, being 
Volatile and Fat , with its proper Alcaly, ina juſt propor- 
tion, 15 made Spe, 

When the Reformer heretofore had been informed by 
me, by word of Mouth , of this example of Tartar , he 


, Pretently boils the Alcaly of Vipers, with Oyl of Tartar, 


being of a diverſe Nature , aftera Rural faſhion, and with 


little heed , which , by Coction ina Glaſs of a Tong neck, 
with the Alcaly , acquired the conſiſtence of Sopc, yet 


he blames me for my Friendly Information, in a very 
long Letter , Saying , The Ol of Tartar , you adviſed me 
tg pour on , b:came like very Pitch , and that ſo thick, when 


it was cold , that a man may cut its So that I perceive you 


deceived me,. 'Tus trus , I heard from your mouth before, that 
the preparation cf this Salt , would gve great light ro Chy- 
ne” of , &c. This great Naturaliſt had not ſo much Salt . 
( as we fay) in his Brains (though he writes and ſerid- 
bles of Salt) as to enquire into the neceſſary cauſe of 
this Inſpiſſation , but preſently calls that , which be un- 
derſtands not, A Cheat , and an Impoſtare. By like, as he 
hath obſerved the cauſe of this Inſpiſſation,which is known 
even to the Vulgar, and to all thoſe who make Sope ; 
even ſo with the ſame heed he hath obſerved the Things , ' 
which he Reforms. * 

Hearken therefore to me , All Oyl, and alſo all Pingue- 
Does or Fatts , have an Occult Actd, on which the Al- 
calyes aCt , and conſume it, otherwiſe Sope could never 
be made : for the diſtilled Oyl of Olives, doth corrode 
and diffolve Silver inſenſibly , when it is caſt on it but 
a ſhort ſpace , which would not be , unleſs Acidity were 


-in it ; the remainder being thick , better JOnrs Iron 


from Ruſt, inas muchas the aforeſaid Acid hath been ta- 


ken away by Diſtillation , and is turned, by a ſtrong fire , 
into a Coal Alcaljzed , which is plain to.the Eye, by the 
atfuſion of any Acid Spirit. This is the reaſon, why the-. 
Chief Armourers and Overſeers of the Arſenal of this Fa- 
mouns City,, before they Oyl their Armour , cauſe the 

-  Oyl to Evaporateat agentle Fire, almoſt to the half. 
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So. the common People in ſharp Pains (proceeding or- 
dinarily from Acidity ) deſire to be annointed withthe Oyl 
which burns before Imges , and That aflwages their 
Pain. This Relicf, the Superſtitious People of Greece , 
attribute to the Image, before which the Lamp burns; 
But the true cauſe is, the Spitſitude in the Lamp, loſes 
its .more ſubtil Acid part by the flame, and ſo being de- 
ſtirure thereof, it grows impatient , and defires to be 
Saturated witly a new Acid, and finding That in the grie- 
ved part ,, it draws it out, and unites 1t , to it ſelf; and 
ſo the Gricf cither wholly ceaſes , or is at leaſt mitigated 
and abated. 

The Vulgar believe, that Old Oyl is as good as Bal- 
ſam ,, becauſe the Oyl of a Hundred years old in the Caftle 
of Breſchia , cales Ion their pains, ariſing from 
Acidity; in whieh Oyl, by reaſon of its antiquity, the 
Alcaly hath in part maſtered the Acidity , hence at laſt it 
grows very muſty ; So Venerable Antiquity preſcribes Old 
Oyl in Compaſitions for External uſe. 

For the ſame reaſon, rotten Apples do cool , more than 
boiled ones ; which therefore we call , Anodynes. 

Freſh Butter hath more Alcaly than Acid, and therc- 
fore it cooles more than Oyl; Hence Schola Salerns, Le- 
nit, & humettat , ſolvit fine Febre., butyrum. 

Butter mollifies , moiſtens , and diſſolves, yet without 4a 
Feavor ; for this cauſe, it iz not coagulated in the Milk, 
unleſs the Milk be ſowred before, and if in making or 
Churning of Butter, fixed Alcaly be caſt in , which con- 
fumes the Acid , the Butter will never come; for the Acid 
muſt coagulate the Alcaly. 

So alſo Alcalized Salts do caſily flow, and are diſlolved 
in the Air, bur as ſoon as Acid is poured on them, to 
overcome the Alcaly , they harden, and are coagulared. 

Sulphur, in its Fat hathan hidden Acidity, and is moſt 
readily diſſolved, not only in Oyl , but alſo in Alcaly , 
but never in that which is manifeſtly Aeid , though it be 
moſt powerful; but if it be fired under a'Glaſs Bell, then 
its hidden Acidity is turned to Smoak, which is compacted 
into- a moſt Acid Juice,, and the Alcaly which erſt did 
friendly embrace the Swlphnr , ae, ſtroyed by wa 
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and a new production is made , different from the for- 

MET. 

But Sulphur is praiſed by Droſcorides, inthe Diſeaſes of 
the Lungs ; though ſome ſay , itis the Anima thereof, un- 
derſtand, when it is evacuated by an Hippocratiſt, and: 
fixed into inſipid and milky Earth, then 1t becomes im- 
patient of Innanition, and again deſires to be fatiated with 
its like : Wherefore 1t greedily attracts, and abſorbes the 
purrefattive Acidity of the Lungs , which i8 firmly believ'd 
to deſcend from the Head , but without this preparation, 
it is found altogether unprofitable , for rthote Diſeaſes , 
as the Enquirers after Truth, by Nauſeating experience , 
do daily find. This earth is then called by the Skilful , 
*Lac Sulphuris , and that worthily , for it performes ma- 
ny things, which Crollizs hath mentioned under its Ti- 
tle. 

Moreover, Diſtill alſo Vinegar (in which T have ſhewed, 
that there is Fat Oyl,and Aqua Ard:us )drive the dry Fzces 
out of the Retort, and there will come forth Acid, and- 
Pingueous Oyl, reduce the Coal left into Aſhes, from 
Theſe, Elicite the Alcaly , by common Water , which 
again imbibes, and abſorbs its own Vinegar : out of the 
Phlegm is made Aqua Arders. 

From the Alcaly, and the Acid, you ſhall have rege- 
nerared Tartar , 74 there are All, in all things (4. e. ) you 
ſhall every where find the Acad and the Alcaly. + 

Camphire ( about which, it is ſtrongly diſputed , whe- 
ther it be hot or cold : ) is a Volatile Alcahy, furniſhed and 
ſarurated by Nature, with its proper Fatneſs, as I have 
ſhewed, like things may be done by Arrt ; for it imbibes into. 
it ſelf the ſtinking and corroding Acidity of qua: Forty , 
which Suffocates by its very Smell, and with it , makes 
a2 Mock-ſhew and reſemblance of Oyl; but not with a 
benign, ſweer , and grateful 4cid(as, Vinegar ,:and other 
Acid Juices ) which is tobe marked: After the ſame man- 
ner, Camphire , givenat Mouth , doth preſently atrract ro 
2t ſelf that Malign , inwardly Venemous , Stinking , Cor- 
roding , and Suffocating Acidity , which in Acute Diſea- 
ſes , doth range through all the Veins, and torments the 


Paticnts without intermiſſion ; whereby the Vital Spirit is 
made 
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made purer , chearfuller , and acquires ſtrength , which 
Avicen , amongſt Practicioners , firſt obſerved ; whence 
he rightly commends , and calls it , A Treacle againſt hot 
Poyſons; The Vital Spirit , ſays he, acquires Subtilty, and 
exceeding Sprightlineſs , and Vivacity , from It, and therefore it 
chears and comforts , even in ſpight of that Vulgar Proverb, 
Caſtrat per Nares, Camphora odore Mares. 


(1.ec. ) Smell 4 Champhires doſe , 
Caſtrates by th' Woſe. 


I add this, in regard all that I have known, employed 
about purifying of It, from its Dreggs, by Sublimation , 
both at Fenice, and Amſterdam ( they are called Refina- 
tores ) whoſe houſes , ſmelled of nothing, but Camphire, 
aremoſt Salacious, Procreative, and full of Children, as, 
if you will not believe their own Confeſſion , their nume- 
rous Off-ſprings may evince. 

Camphire ſo diſſolved in Aqua Fortis, and precipitated , 
or rather reduced, with plain Simple water, 1s made 
Soap, wherewith Womans hands being annointed, and 
afterwards waſhed with water, it takes away that rough- 
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neſs which exaſperares the Skin, and makes them ſoft , 


and as white as Milk ; a ſingular Ornament for the Fe- 
male Sex ; for our * Maſter teaches; That the care of the 
Sound and Healthy is to be alſo undertaken , for c—_— and 
Beanties ſake. | 

As the Alcaly of Camphire drinks up nothing , but Aci- 
dity alone ; So alſo doth Axtimony , being deſtitute of its 
proper and innate Acidity , which conſiſts in a ſubtil ve- 
nemous Exhalation , not at all weighty, as its Glaſs or 
Powder, called Mcrcarius Vite , doth ſhew , out of which 
with Acid Wine (its like, but not, with Sweet ) is Ex- 
tracted a Poyſon , which the Stomach abhors, and there- 
there this Wine taken at Mouth , with great violence is 
rejected from and by the Vital parts , both by Vomit and 
Seige ; and by accident , it ſometimes Cures the Diſeaſes 
of the firſt Region. Hence Helmont , As long as Antimony 
provokes Vomit , 'tis no remedy for an Honeſt Man. 

But when , That Pov(-» *5 expelled out of the Antimony 
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either by the flame of the fire, or by kindled Nitre (of 
which, I have ſpoken in its place) then the Alcaly of 
Antimony is again Saturated with the aforeſaid Acid Spi- 
rits, which yet., coming from flame or Nitre, are not 
proper to Antimony ; SO that in a few days ſpace, our of 
the Air, It draws an Aliment, like it ſelf, as T have ſhewed 
in a Flint, which , out of the Air, extracts a nouriſhment 
like it ſelf, not like the life of a Doz ; So, Thar, which erit 
did gently provoke Sweat and Urine, now, like the very 
Glaſs of Antimony it ſelf, moves Vomit ; Wherefore the 
flame, as alſo the Acidity of the Nitre, as they are not 
Poylons, ſo. they are not proper to the Antimony , now 
diſpoiled and evacuated ; and ſo the Antimony ,. being re- 
duced'to Alcaly , and rob'd of all taſte or ſapor , which 
they call Diaphcretick,, if it finds any Venemous thing in 
Man's body , itattraCts it, and is Saturated by it ( For Na- 
ture r<oyces in its like Nature ) retaining it, and rejoycing 
therein, more thenif it wandered up and down in Man's 
body : Whereforc that empty and 'Diaphoretick Antimony, 
profits nothing in Diſeaſes, unleſs when They are accom- 
panyed with ſome Acid Poyſon, either occult, or mani- 
teſt, as in.the Plague , burning Feavors , Petectriales, or 
Spotted ones; andin diverſe inward Ulcers, in what place 
ſoever they be; the venemous exhalations of which ,. 
being abſorbed by the Antimony , then the Pores do open 
of their own accord, and the Antimony becomes Dzaphore- 
tick, otherwiſe not: Hence Baſilives ſays, That this Poiy- 
der ts of great force ,. to Cure many old Ulterated Diſeaſes , &c. 
(6. e.) Thoſe Acidities are putrefying and eſcarotick or cor- 
roding ,. for Theſe , this Powder imbibes and deſtroys, and 
hereby , asI have ſaid, the contraction of the Pores is en- 
larged and relaxed ( this attion , the Vulgar call, Ex- 
ficeation , for which cauſe it 1s alfo an Ingredient into that 
Plaiſter , which Paracelſus calls, by a barbarous Name, 
Oppedeldock. Bur what this Abſiumprion , Imbibition , Pre- 
cipitation , or Exſiccation arc? and how they are cffect- 
ed? Iſhall again Ocularly demonſtrate anon, when I ſpeak 
of the properties of Iron ) and though Pearls, Corals, 
and other Cordials, doalfſo abſume the Acidsries, arifing 
about the Hcarr ; yet Theſe are nor putrefachive, neither 
- joyned. 
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joyned with an hidden Venom; So that, itis one kind of 
Acid, which, emptycd and Alcalized, Antimony doth imbibe : 
another kind, that Pearls Attract , inthe Palpitration of rhe 
Heart : another, which Crabbs Eyes draw forth in Wounds 
and Bruiſes : another, attracted by Goats-blood , in Pleu- 
riſies : another, by Iron, in ObſteuCtions and Looſheſles : 
another by the Volatile Afcalyes of Vegetables in HeCticks ; 
another by thd Bezoar Stone , when rich men fall into a 
Swoon (I fay rich men, for unleſs the proportion of this 
precious Stone , which is very dear, be correſpondent 
to that Acidity , which is hateful to Nature, it is given in 
vain. Hence Crato ſays, he never obſerved any good 
from it, though 1t were frequently given ; which I perſwade 
my ſelf to be true,cſpecially it being preſcribed by Grains,as 
Books perſivade : The skilfulleſt Practicioners of this City, 
have obſerved this Defect, as well as Crats, who there- 
fore perſcribe Weſtern Bezoar , not that it is better than 
the Eaſtern, but becauſe it is cheaper, and therefore it 
is given in a greater Doſe. For itis commonly believed , 
to provoke and expel Sweat, whicheffect yet it doth nor 
produce, unleſs it hath firit conſumed the Morbous Acidity 
(as * Herewles of Saxony, a Phyſician of note,hath obſerved) 
for this Stone is coniidered by them ( as many other Sim- 
ples) to act upon the Body, as a Wedg driven by a Bee- 
tle, not remembring , that, the Extraneous Sapor, being 
conſumed by the Stone ( or its like ) the contraction of 
the Pores is enlarged, and then the whole Body tranſpires 
of it (elf, as old Hippocrates teaches : the ruth of whoſe 
doetrine , is confirmed by a fly falling ' into the Eye, 
whole lids are preſently with great vidlence- contracted, 
not that the Fly contracts them, but the Senſe abhors a 
_ Forreign Inmate ; but as ſoon as the Fly is taken our , 
the Eyc-lids are again gently relaxed. ) I ſay, it is one fort 
of Acidity , which Paracelſxs. his Libium doth conſume , 
in the Dropſy ; another, which the Spiritual Salt of Tar- 
tar deſtroyes, in Hypocondriacal Melancholy , and all 
other Diſeaſes of the Spleen: another,. that Off:oco/a 
doth waſte, in the rupture of Bones ; another, that Co- 
rals , with their ſpecifick Alcaly , deſtroy and abſorb: in 
the Gonorrhea, &'c, Bur the aforeſaid Simples , _— 
| imbibe 
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Otto Tachenins, 
imbibe (nor ſo muchas enter into) the proper, innate , 
and manifeſt Acidity of the. Stomach (as I have ſhewed ) 
whereby it Concodts, and changes the food into an Acid 
Vital Juice, which is to be admired. Henceit appears , 
every Acidity, or Azra (call it as you plcaſe) expects , 
and willingly entertains its convenient Compar and Fcl- 
low ( asIhaveerſt ſhewed in the Earth of Carinthia , eva- 
cuated of Vitriol) wherewith it delights to be altered, 
abſorbed, and tranſmuted, and one diſturbs not the courſe 
or province of another : Hence Man hath obtained the 
Name of the Microcoſm,and * Hermes ſays, The things which 
are in the Superior , are alſo in Inf.rior Bodies, Theſe are 
the foundations of Phyſick , according to the nature of 
Man, as its inventors firſt found it out , and judgd :t 
an Art worthy to be aſcribed to God, and it hath been ſo ac- 
counted , as the * Old Man teaches; for , ſays he, in the 
cited place , It is not Siccity, Humidity, Heat, nor Cold, &rc. 
ut Sapors, Which he there reckons up, Theſe , my * Hip- 
pocratesſhews , tobe in the Caviries and Ventricles , ſay- 
ing, That Man's Body hath many Ventricles ( or Sapors ) 
as they can witneſs, who are ſolicitous to kvow them (he 
means only Chymical Philoſophers , for by and by, he 
{ubjoyns ) of allthe afereſaid thin"s, there 15 none viſible and 
couſpicuous to the Eye : Wherefore they are called obſcure by 
me , not that they rcmain always ſo ; and ds ever fly from our 
underſtanding , i , 45 much as 15 poſſible, they may be un- 
deritood and known. For :t zs poſſtble ( to Chymical Hip- 
pocratical Philoſopher ) as far as the Natgre of the Sick, 
doth aſſiſt in the conſideration , and as far as the natures of 
the Enquirers , are fit for that purpoſe : For with much la- 
bour , and no ſmall ſpace of time, they are known and exhi- 
bited to the Eye. For thoſe things which eſcape our bod ly 
Eyes, are comprehended by our Followers , by the eyes of thur 


nds , 10 far he.

Many of theſe things, by the Authority of Hippocrates , 
I have clearly demonſtrated to the Eye, as much as the 
brevity of a Compendium will allow , but not to the Intent, 
that every Hippocratiſt ſhould imprudently practiſe or 
proſtitute this Doctrine to , and before the Unskilful.; Our 


Matter vehemently forbids That , ſaying , It ſeems beſt to 


me,

me , that they who undertake to ſpeak of this Art , ſhould diſ- 
courſe only of thoſe things , which are known to the Vulgar, 
not yr rw into any other , but the Diſcaſes , to which they 
are uſually Obnoxiows : which is as muchas to fay , if thou 

record other things , beſides the four Excrementitious 
Humours , to be the cauſe of Diſeaſes , and does not pre- 
tend to expel them with their Concomitants and Artten- 
dants , the fame way that others do ; thou ſhalt be called a 

Fugitive, an Emperick, and a Paracelſian : Since there- 

fore, our Maſter was afraid of Plebeian ignorants, an 

Hippocratiſt ſhould often ruminate on that ſaying of 
. the Comedian , Dnuod (cis, neſcts, 

To make no further Digrefſion , Out of what hath been 
ſpoken , we may conclude, how meer it is, that ak 
Alcalyes, without Acids, ſhould be empty and inanous 
bodies ; for fixed Alcaly , ſaturated with fixed Acid , is 
made Petrous ,. as I have ſhewed in Lime; but when Ir 
undergoes a melting: heat , then they paſs into Glaſs. 

The ſame fixed Alcaly, boiled ro maturity with an 
Occult Pingueous Acid, che Hamid-way , is made Sope. 

So fixed Alcaly , mixed with Acid Spirit of Salt, is 
made Common Salt, having all the properties thereof: 
So alſo fixed Alcaly , with the Acid of Vitriol, is made 
Vitriol, which is called Tartarum Vitriolatum ; and though 
Writers affirm , that the Acid of Selphar., p:r Campanam , 
doth not differ , from the Acid of Yirrio!, yet it is not 
true ; but, as all Acids do retain and preſerve the pro- 
perties of their ſeed , evenunto the very Elements , as I 
have ſhewed before inWine , ſo doth this Acid Liquor ; for 
when 1t corrodes a natural Body, as Sand ( for Exam-

After this ſort, ſays my Maſter Hippocrates , doth Na- 
ture alſo proceed , which turnes the Aliments, repleniſh- 
ed with a Volatile Alcaly, with and by the Acidity of 
the Stomach , firſt of all intoChyle manifeſtly Acid , and 


tn the ſubſequent Ventricles , the Alcaly is coagulated , 


according to the property of the Occult Acid , which the 
Cavitics contain within themſelves; So the Alcaly of the 
Excrements of the Belly , though it be an hundred times 
reified , is troubled of its own accord, as I have ſhew- 
ed in its place: An Odorous ſmel] 1s inſeparable from 
the Alcaly of Urine ; the Alcaly of the Sweat of a ſound 
Man , doth not ſtink; fo there is a different coagulation 
of the Stone, asI have ſhewu in its diſſolution and con- 
cretion. That Acid is difterent , which hardens the Al- 
caly in the Bones ; another, in the Blood ; another , in 
the Veins ; another, in the Hair ; and another muſt ne- 
ceſſarily be in the Nails:( Reaſon it {elf dictates ſo much) 
for otherwiſe every thing would be generated of every 
thing ; So alſo Sope made with Oyl , differs from That 
made with Ax#ngia, and this again from that ,, made with 
Tallow or Suet. All the Muſcles ( lays * Hippocrates ) bav: 
their proper Ventricle ; intimating , that every Specitick Co- 
agulation , doth alſo require a Speciftick Coagulator, 
which though he be Occult , yet, by Mechanical neceſ- 
ſity , he muſt needs be Acid; as I have evidenced in Oyl, 
Suet , Milk, &c. otherwiſe, nothing at all in the Uni- 
verſe would be Coagulated ; For the things , which have 
been ſpoken (ſays my Doctor ) none of them can be ſeen with 
the Eye ( 4.e. ) none can underſtand my Writings , unleſs 
he be verſed in this Chymical , and Salt-fuſory Art. 
Wherefore Hippocrates found out thoſethings , which, 


by a grateful conſent, are ſubject to the Empire of Art 


and Nature; On this Foot he places the unmovable Foun- 


read , burPa- dations of Learning , and from theſe he hath-deduced all 
per ones, are

Mechanical Progreſſes., and. Explications of Cauſes , ſo 
fhrmly ,, that if all Paper Books, with their Authors , 
were loſt; yet by this Method , out of the Great Book 
of Nature, they may be all again retrieved.

The permixture and alteration , which F have demon- 
firared in fixed Alcalyes with Acids , the ſame alſo * my 
Hippocrates would have to be underſtood , &f the Volatile 
Alcalyes of Animals, for, the Volatile Alcaly of any Ani- 
mal whatſoever , being ſaturated with the Acid Spirit of 
Var.ol, allumes the nature of Yrerol ; but , not having the 
Colcothar of Iron , it is precipitated, by juice of Galls, 
into a bottom of a Purple Colour, like to White Yirrs:1, 
of which above. | 

Out of what hath been ſpoken , 'tis as clear as Noon- 
day, that the Spirit , is the Vehicle and lodging place of 
the Soul, and the Bond joyning Soul and Body ; which 1 
ſhall alſo ſhew by the following Experiments. 

For the ſame Volatile Alcaly , of what Animal foever , 
with Spirit of Nitre, is made natural Nitre , conceiving 
Flame , and is melted in the fire, like ordinary Nitre; 
The ſame Alcaly, 1 ſay, with. Vinegar , is made Tartar , 
which is wholly Diſtilled into. a Satt liquor:, as I have 
ſhewedin AMindererus his Water ; the ſame may be ſaid of 
other Acid Juices; for as fixed Alcalyes are vacuous and 
empty bodies, ſo are alſothe Volatile ones of all Animals, 
whole preparations theReformer indeed teaches,which yer 
is very inane and empty, as all Alcalyes are. Hence my Hip- 
pocrates, moved to a ſmiling laughter, pleaſantly ſays , They 
know not what they do, but they obey their deſtined fate. Where- 
fore the Alcaly of Vipers, being a vacuous and empty bo- 
dy , is ſaturated By the Reformer (as empty ) with great 
labour and coſt , with rhe Acid Spirit of Salt , and what 
elſe, I pray , but Common. Salt, can iſſue from ir? Be- 
hold the Cheat and Impoſture , which the Reformer hath 
at laſt found out , with ſo much labour , of which triumph- 
ing before the victory , he thus ſcribbles , Whoſoever they 
art , never think, there 1s any ather way of Fixing ; having 
ſpoken this, by ,and by he:retants , ſaying ( with a low 
VOICE) If yet there be any Man, who hath greater rag rs in

Vitriol (tis a wonder hedid nor fear, leſt the Salr ſhould 
deſtroy the Acidneſs of the Yitriol ) but becauſe he found 
it ſo Writ by others, at Iength he adds, That the Yitricl 
wuſt be warily Calcined , leſt it. be deprived of its. Acid Spi- 


r.t. He thinks he hath adviſed ſome great matter here, 
as alſo by telling us , That the Sublimation muſt be twice ,. 


_ or thrice repeated, with new powders of Salt and Vitriol. But 
why , and to what purpoſe, this repeated Sublimation 


with new Powders? for Mercary , being once ſaturated. 


with the Acid Spirits , what needs any Reiteration of the- 


labour ? eſpecially if it be true ( as it 1s moſt true, in 
Nature ) That all things are governed by certain Numbers , 
Weights, and Meaſures, according to that. of the Poet, 


Eſt Mods in rehs , ſunt certi denique fines , 
nos: ultra citraq; nequit confiſtre reflum, . 


(i. ce.) 4 mean, and certain Limifs , all thinzs bound, 
Beyond, or this fide , which , the rights n:r found. 


So that rhe: nature of Mercxry , once ſaturated with 
Acid Spirits, hath abſorbed and imbibed, as much as it 
can bear:, and as much as it wants, from its firſt .Subli-- 
mation, and though it be re-ſublimated afterwards , an 


hundred-times,. either by it ſelf ,, or with new powders, . 


yet it ſtil remains the ſame Sublimated Mereowry : So thar, 
to reiterate-the labour, . is to make havock of the Pow- 
ders , and to loſe time. 

This is that , which the wiſe Man fays in the Proverbs, 
Falſe Weights and deceitful. Ballances , are an abomination to 
the Lord. 

+ T know'the way of Sublitmating Mercury , is coveted 
by ' many , becauſe they fear ,. Thar which 1s Sold up 
and down , ts mix'd with Arſenic}, which , as a dange- 
rous Drugg , obght.not to be added to Aﬀercary in its 

rodents — 
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'Sublimarion, by reaſon of ſubtil Poyſon , which it breaths 


forth in Sublimaring , and choaks the Operarors : 1 can 
ſhew, that 'ris a. ſubtil Poyſon ,, by the danger I have 


experimently found in it, my ſelf. 


For heretofore, when ( by the perſwaſion of Fohann:s 
Agricola ) leflay'd to ſublimate Arſenick ſo often, that 
at length it might remain fixed in the bottom of the Veſ- 
ſel, for at rhat time'( out of my eager deſire after Know- 
ledge) I feared neither Smoaks , Vapours , nor any 0- 
ther danger: After many Sublimarions , when I opened 


the Veſſel, I ſuck'd in a breath ſo ſweet, ſo grateful and 


benign to the Palate, that I even admircd it, as having 
never felt rhe like before ; but after half an hour, I per- 


ceived my ſtomach to be contracted and to ake , with 


a convulſion of all my Members, I breathed with diffi- 
culty , I piſſed Blood, with incredible Heat ; fhddenly 
after , I was taken with the Collick, and wholly cramped 
tor the ſpace of an hour and haki ; being recovered by 
Milk and Oyl, I was indifferent well , yet a flow Feavor , 
like a HeBEch,, ſtuck by me all the Winter, which I cu- 
red by Decoction of Vulncrary Herbs, and eating the to 
or buds of Cole-worts and Colly- flowers, boiled tender in 
Water, and ſeaſoned with juice of Oranges ,.Oyl, and a 
little Salt ; yea Tdid ſo covet this meat, that I could ſcarce 
reſtrain my Appetite , till Supper and Meat-time- and by 
theſe Remedies, I grew perfectly well. 

- But in ſpight of the danger , there arc fome , who can 


' burn pure Tinn into Powder ,, which, by no Vulgar Art 


can be againreduced to Tinn, as other Metals; yet with 
Arſenick,, it is made Scoria, part of which ,.by a ſingular 
Skill , becomes pure Silver. S:gi/mund Wan, a Citizen of 
Wondfied in Voitland , knew and practiſed this Art of Sc- 
paration, to his great benefit ; for in the year 1464 he 


 builtand endowed a Famous Hoſpital there, which, as 


Gaſper Bruſchins relates, is this day to be ſcen with the 
Epitaph of the Citizen aforefaid. Now that Silver may 
be made out of Tinn, with .Arſenich, * Clavins proves 
his Apology r coor Eraftus z to whom | refer you.

Caprut Mortunm , fifty pound ; of Yitriel Rubified 400 [, 
All rheſe mult bs feverally reduced to Powder, under a 
Mill-itone which is to grind them , turning round and 
ſtanding upright. 

The nuxture 1s made after this fort; The Quick Mey- 
cary and the Sublimate, muſt firſt be mingled witha part 
of tie Common Salt, and of the Salt-petre; and although 
the Salts be dry, yet, by_ this Mixture, they become 
moitt ; ſo the Arrcary, in being mixed with the {aid 
Powders, dies : then add the other part of the Salts , 
proceeding to mix them with an Iron Inſtrument , till 
the Mercury appear no where, quick: This Mixtore is 
very moiſt, to whichif you have a mind to add Rubi- 
fied Virriol ({ which is very dry ) it conſumes the Humidity 


in a moment, and they become altogether as hard. as 


ſtone: wherefore. inſtead of the aforetaid Vitriol, you 
muſt add the Caput Mortunm , either reſerved from the 
firſt Sublimation , or from Aqua Forts, 'tis all' one, ſo 
the Mixture becomes moderately dry, which then, you 
muſt agitate through a Sieve: afterwards you may con- 
veniently mix the ſifted Powder, with the Rubified Vitro. 
Thus the Mixture-is made, with which, fill ſixteen great 
Glaſs Veſſels (let the fourth part of them be empty ) 
place them on Stillatories , and you will ſublimate Mer- 
ery out of the Aſhes ( but not with an open fire, as the 
Reformer dreams) in four little Furnaces , each of which 
may hold four Veſſels; ſet Limbecks to the Veſſels, at 
lcait loofly , with their Receivers: Let the fire be ſlow for 
twenty four hours, in that time, the Salts will diſſolve 
the Mercury, and in the Operation it ſmells like Aqua 
Fortis, Which hurts the Lungs , yea it almoſt ſtrangles 
thoſe that ſick it in (as the ſmell of the Vault at Pateol, 
near Naples doth , -a Dog) after 4wenty four hours 
the ſmell ceaſes, and then the Mercrry begins to be Sub- 
lirgatef Nog up the Aqua Fortis , which is fortified 


by the other Powders, and ſerves forthe precipitation of 
O Aer- 
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Mercury ) continue that: heat ,. till-you ſee the Aerenry 

ſeperated at top from its Caput Mortunm, in form of a 
Cake, which commonly happens abour the fifth day, if 
you have not erred in the Operation. When all is cool- 
ed , by reaſon of the great weight of the Subltmate , the.

ther 380 /, of the Sublimate.. 

Now. the live Merexry ,, thus encreafeth in weight , 
Eighty pound , not from the Acidity of the Rubified Vi- 
triol, as the * Reformer thinks , which he therefore ſays, 
muſt be warily Calcined , but only from the. Common Salt ; 
which I'prove thus. 

Let the ſame Mercary be Sublimated , with the- ſame - , 
proportion of Nitre and Rubified F:rrio/ , without Com- 
mon Salt , then the Hercary aſcends Red, and acquires no- 
thing of weight, or of the Corrofiye.. 

So alſo, if the ſame Mercxry be precipitated with Agra 
Fortss from Nitre and Vitriol, then it waxes ſhining Red, 
and acquires no further weight: The cauſe is, becauſe 
the Sulſphureous Nitre., elevates. the ſulphur of Vitriol ; . 
which do joyntly act, at leaſt upon their like ('5,.e. ) up- 
an the External Sulphur of the Mercary , and fot can en- 
creaſe nothing at all in weight , nor afſume a Corroſive 
Vertue.. :

N Ow, That ,, Vulgar Merczry, hath a Sulphur , EX= 
ternal and ſeparable from the eſſence of Aercary 
beſides the teſtimonies of Geber, and other wiſe Men, 
Experience allo ſhews (the fureſt School-Miſtrifs ;, both 
here, and every where,) by this Operation : 

Pur clean and pure AMercery into a Glaſs of aplain bot- 
tom and very narrow mouth: boil it in Sand, firſt with 
a ſlow and moderate, afterwards, with a ſtronger fire , to 
that degree, that Mercxry may endeavour to afcend; which, 
if it happen by a ſimple motion, cauſe it to ſibſide again. 

This way, without the addition of any thing, but Ex- 
ternal fire, it is precipitated ſhining Red, Tike That , 
which was precipitated with Aqua Fortis , out of "trio! 
and Mitre ; andit neither gets, nor loſes in its weight, 
in as much as the ſmall portion, if its proper Spur 
hath mortified and rubified it: as I have Coed in Aqua 
Fortss from ( Swlphureoms ) Nitre. For it is the property 
of Sulphar, to rubify Mercury , asI have alſodemonſtrated 
in the preparation of Cinnab a; ; which alſo gets nothing in- 
weight ; which our Chymilts muſt attentively conſider , 
for it is of concernment. 

Mingle this red Precipitate ( cither made per /e, or 0- 
'therwiſe, of whatſoever condition ) with Common Salt , 
urge this Compoſitym with a moderate fire, and then it 
will be elevated into a Sublimate Corroſive : neither doth 
the Salt here hinder the Acid Salphars, yea, without 
Salt, it would ncver be made Sublimatc Corrofive, . out 
of red precipitate , neither would the A/crcwry encreaſe 
inits weight, So, That precipitate, which Croll; calls 
Turbith Minerale , in as much as it is made with Spirit of 
I'itr.ol or Sulphar, is not red , becauſe hittle of te Sul- 


phur of Vitriol is elevated,, without Nirre , in the Diftilla- 
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tion ; but becauſe of the affinity and ſymbol which it hath 
in aCting , upon the Sulphur of Mcrcery , it grows Yel- 
low , and hath acquired no weight , after the aluminous 
taſte is waſhed away with hot water. 

The ſtrength and Vertues of all the aforeſu1] Precipi- 
tates are equal, they provoke Vomit , corrupt the 
Gumms, and, taken often , do cauſe the Exccrable Fry-- 
aliſm. Hence Helmont, As long as Vul_ar Mercury Gan 
be revificated , 'tis no goca Man's Remzdy. For as all Me-* 
dicinzs , are Poyſon in ref: rence ro us, and not to the 
Excrements ; aſfaulting us , rather than Dilcaſes : So alſo 
is the Vulgar precipitate of Adcrcxry. Hence That of 
my * Hippocrates, No P.ſician can pr miſe Health , by 
preſcribin; the aſſuming of Laxatives. 

And although many afhrm , Tha: Mercury precipitated 
per ſe , without the addition of Corroſiv? , doth m ghtily pro- 
woke Sweat , and for that reaſon cures all Feavors , as w-ll 
continual , ax Fmtermittent , and fix or ſeven times given , 
wholly cares the French-Pox ; yet it 1s not true, but, as 
I have ſaid , by reaſon of its Sulphur , though it be dilj- 
gently handted the common way , yet it remains the ſame 
Mercary ſtill. And although S«lphxr, with great ingenuity: 
and Art , be. ſeparated from it , yet , not enduring a 
Vacaum , in a ſmall ſpace of time, it regains new, like 
the former, as our Maſter teacheth, A-part , it :s ſuffi- 
cient n:ith:y for vt ſelf , nor any other : Nay , beſides Expe- 
rience, Geber confirms it, and other learned Men. Hence 
the Author of the Bock call:d Aureum Seculum , Yery el- 
gantly; S.turn, his Grand-father , cut of meer anger, again 
changeth it into what was before ; 'and therefore this 
Spirit hath obtained the name of Jultiformoms and of 
Mercury. © Thaſe that have paſſed through theſe painful 
laboxrs, know this to be true. But when it is regene- 
rated and reſuſcirated. out of Silrer, or any other per- 
fe Mcraft, and alſo cleanſed, as much as is neceflary , 
and, with his requiſite, precipitated to a Redneſs, it 
becomes a Medicine 'not to be deſpiſed; which.provokes 
neither Stool nor Vomit ,. unleſs in an indifcreet dofe- ; 
yet, it is not the Axvors of the Philoſophers , though , 
as it were, Rain-bows, Peacocks-tails, with ſundry ad- 
mirable. 


His Hippacrates Chymicus, 
mirable colours., appear in the ſides of the Glaſs, and 
in the matter it ſelf, after rhe ſame ſort, as it happens 
in Sulphureous Steel , whiles it is under the hand of the 
Workman ; ncither let any Man beheve, that this Pre- 
cipitate is that Panarea , which * Crell'us ſaw at 3dchacl 
S':xdivoins's ( whole name he expreſted in his .Preface , 
tters, here and there, in theſe words,

what the firſt matter of the Philoſophers is , beſides FHip- 
pocrates , Cu.d allo doth indrgitate, Tempus edax re- 
ram, (1. e.) the firſt matter in time doth conſume, what- 
ſever is produced in or from.it: Hence the Ancients 
Fabled ,, that Satarny did devour his own Sons , as the 
Venerable Pythagor.us doth witneſs; All Secrers ( lays he): 
are in Satarn (1.e. ) in the moſt Ancient and firſt Matter : 
Of which enough at this time. 
Wherefore , the External Spur in the Aﬀercary is 
the cauſe of Vomit and Salivation , and not the Corro- 
ſive Spirits , with which it1s Precipitated or Sublimated ; 
which the inunftion with Dick: fibver it ſelf proves, which 
15 not perceived by the Taſte, but the moſt Acid Sulphur 
of M:rcury , as I have ſhewed ,, firit pierceth the Skin ,, 
after the manner of Acids, Then it creeps to the Yentricles,, 
or cavities of the Muſcles , which in healthy An are turgid 
nd full of Sp:rit , for ſo they are called by Hippocrates ; 
Then the ſecond, or at lealt , the third day, Thoſe who are 
anointcd , either whole, or ſick (for now tis all one, to 
the Mercery ) begin to.languiſh ; the Tortor abides in the 
Anointing, until at length , in all the Ventricles it 
diſorder, alienate , and deſtroy the Occult Acid and 
Alcaly , or the faculties ( as my Hippocrates ſfleaks ) w 
I have ſhewcd to be, and to operate there, Thar yY 
mous Acidity. of- the aulphur.of \Aercury , abſorbs 'the Al- 
caly of the Ventricles , and makes its fellow , otherwiſe 
Occult , with molt ſtrong Poyſon ,, more Acid., and ma+ 
nifeſt ;.S9 one faculty 1s. extinguiſhed , and the Aci 
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tiplyed by Poyſon, goes on in working , and acts Retro- 
grade: and, reſolves, as Cauſticks: do , all the Aliment in- 
'TO A putrid Maſh: This, the Vital Vertue or Nature, 
C call it as you pleaſe) endeavouring to expel by fit paſ- 
' ſages, it partly difſipates it by Sweats, partly , by its 
purging faculty, it expels it by Stool., with great gripe- 
ings ; Whence it appears, why many who have been 
Cured by Salivation , aftera long ſpace of time , Relapſe 


Into their ancient Diſeaſes , 'tis becauſe the Malignant

diſpoſition is ſtill left tn the Body. 
. This Occult , but Venemous Acidity of Mercary doth 
primarily then hurt the Teeth and Gums ; for as all Sel- 
' phar hath an Occult Acid ( as I have ſhewed before per 
Campanum ) fo Mercury hath an Occult Venemous Sul- 
phur , which doth precipitate: and rubify it with a gen- 
tle , but-conſtant , Fire ( like Common —_— which, 
I have demonſtrated above, not only by fire, in an Ex- 
periment, but alſo by the authority of Geber. 
'Now all Acids , eſpecially PutrefaCtive ones, do offend 
the Teeth , and Gums (as the Scxrv'y ſhews ) and dif- 


- ſolve the Nerves : then the Blood ſowres there , and pu- 


trefies , becoming more ſtinking than a Jakes , with ſuch 
a Contagion, that the Lips , by touching it , contract UI- 
Ecrs , and the Cheeks ulcerate within; and this happens 
not only from its External UnCtion, bur alſo the live 
Aercary , taken often, ina ſmall quantity , by the mouth, 
performs the ſame thing , as Experience fhews , and Ron- 
deletius and Platerms have alſo obſerved. Of this ſort are 
the Pills of live AMercary called Barbareſſe : The old Ver- 
ſes of Matheſins ſuit herewith ; ;

Hence it appears , what we are to think of , that Sut-

bles of this Court (Fear not. your Teeth in the caſe) un- 
der the credulous- pretence of a fine , ſweet, and Viral 
Steam, or Aura gives forth a-ſad, filthy, truculent, 
and itinking Smell. In ſuch caſes my Hippecrates fays , 
with a loud voice , Unskilfulneſs is an evil Treaſure , &Cc. 

Hence we may ſee the reaſon , why Gold-guilders, and 
they which ſuck in the ſteamof. Merenry , do often in pro- 
gre(s of time ,.-cither tremble , or are cramped 1a their 
Joynts ; but that I may not be tov. Proliz, I paſs over 
theſe things in this place. 

Wherefore I have obſerved , That Afcrcary regenerated 
out of Silver ,. or other perfect Metals , although boiled 
a whole year , with a ditferent fire, jn the above-named 
Phyal of a plain bottom , yet it can beprecipitated per ſe , 
in no degree; and therefore this regenerated Merenry , 
muſt needs. want. that external S#{phur , as appears by 
Mechanical neceſſity ; in the want of which Sulphur, it 
may move Sweat , and ſweetly perform its Operations , 
Reaſbn , and, Experignce confirming as much : But by 
great Judgement it Bing divided into its eſſential parts , 
and rg-conjoyned with new and perfect Sw/phar , Then it - 
brcomes the ſubjeft of all Wonder : as H.C. Agrippa ſays in 
his Scale of Unity , but becauſe itis not my purpoſe now to 
treat of it , unleſs only as it ſerves for Vulgar. uſe in Phy- 
ſick, I will keep my ſelf within my bounds. 

Ir appears then, that neither Yitril, nor Salphar , of 
whart kind ſoever, do add either Corroſfive Vertue or 
weight to Merewyy; as the Reformer would make us be- 
lieve, ſaying , That therefore Vitriol muſt be warily Calcined, 
laſt the Spirits ſhould periſh. For Merexry in Sublimation 
wants Them not ,: but only ity Humid S#lphar ; = , 
as I have ſaid, is elevated by the Spirit of :Nztr#; and 
they-both conjoyned , do actar.leaſt on the exrernal Sul- 
phur-of the Mcrcyry. . Butif it be urged with a gronger 
fire, it arifes into a red Powder , .not Corrofive,, which . 
Huſerns and Croll;s believed. to be the Aroenum. Corallig 
nz of Paracel/us , but they underſtood not his; meaning, . 
| but were miſtaken in their. opinion ; but when Common 
Salr is added to YViergl and Nitre:, then the Mromry: is- 
aiſlolyed deeper ,. by reaſon of the. Salt, ſapor,.. and the 
Sublimarte, . 
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Sublimate , grows white , becomes Corroſive, and en- 
crcaieth in Weight, And here alſo, doth not the Acid 
acquire ſtrength by the Salt? fo far is it from deſtroying 
It. 

So alſo the Cauftick water diftilled from F.eriol, or 
Allum and Sal'p tr:, which is called Aqua Fort;s , acts at 
lealt about Sulphur ; and unlels the Acid Sulphurqus Spi- 
rits, are in pzrt waſhed awry, or are put to flight by the 


fire , they are Coagulated , with rhe A. rexry , INtO an 


Aluminous body , Aitringent, and Corrotive. 

This Corroſive Mercary , our Reformer would have to 
be mixed in the Platiter of Froggs, with the Mercury 
of V:i:z9; An Abſurd inv-ntion , ſays he, that /M.rcury eau 
be mortified by Spittl: : As if fo"an.d: Vio knew not the 
Corroding of M.rcar; , who was the Inventor of that Vul- 
gar Precipitate , from him now called Vis Prec p tate. 
He, I fay, made an Empliiite: to mitigate the pains of 
the Joynts, arifing from a Virulent Pox, pertwading 
himfelf, that Mcrcary was the truegdlexipharmick of this 
Diſeaſe , but he mingled the live Mercury with things , 
eaſing Pains, and ſometimes with good ſucceſs ; where- 
fore he adviſed to mortify the Mercury with Spittle and 
Oyl of Bayes, which 1s done in a moment, and after- 
wards to mix it with the other Ingredients. 

This Mortification of Yigo, the Reformer laughs at, 
and perverts that excellent Man's Text and meaning ,* 
adding Reproaches and Calumnies to boot ; and in ſtead 
of quick Mercury , ' he teaches to add Corrofive , with- 
out any Ablution, or encreaſing the fire to expel the 
Spirits; but whileſt it is yet a Liquor, he enjoyns Far 
and Qyl, to be fuper-added, as if the Corroding Acid , 
would die in the Fat. 

Hence it appears , that the Reformer of the A#ſpurgh 
Diſpenſatory, hath not fo much as a ſpark of diſtinguiſh 
ing Judgement. Surgeons , to conſume Proud-fleſh , mix 
he Precipitate Mercury. of Yszgo, which is commonly 
ſweer in Taſte, with Fats and Oyntments , not. that the 
Corroſive Vertue may te deſtroyed , bur that it may not 
fall off. : - | |

This Antimony, ſimple Aqus Forts doth 
not diſſolve , by reaſon of the Sulphur mix'd with it, as I 
have fhewed above , bur , Salt being added , irpreſently 
aCts upon it, and ſeparates its Su/phar , that it ſwims a- 
trop, like Pitch.

So alſo in the dry way , mingle Antimony with Mer- 
cury ſublimate, which 1 haye demonſtrated to be Salt, 
and preſently the Saline Spirits deſert the Mercury , and 
corrode the Regulus of Antimony ; but when the Spirits 
are driven out of the Retort ; they run down Saturated 
with the diſſolved Regulus, in the form of Butter , which 
if it be waſhed with cold water, the powder of Antimony

for which cauſe it is biting , ſharp, acetous , ſubrilly 


.cutting , piercing, pure, incorruptible, incombuſtible, 


and is that which preſerves from Corruption. Now as 
in Salt , I have ſeparated the Acid part, ſo 1 ſhall ſhew, 
by this Experiment following , that it is ſeparable alld in 
Flame.

Thus 1s made the Emplaiſter , Triapharmacrum, as alſo: 


That of Cer«ſe and others of the like ſort, as I have 
ſhewn in Sope ,. the cauſe of whole inſpiſſation , was hi- 
therto unknown t6 the Reformer , as appears by his 
Epiſtle to-me, to wit, That the. Oyl of Tartar', with the 


Alcaly was inſpiſſated. like Pitch (as Chap. 21.) And he 


writes thus to Apothecaries., That theſe are boiled , ac- 
cording to Art. But among Metals , there is none that 
doth more readily aſſociate with fixed Acid than Lead : 
For according; to the ſpecies of the Acid , it changes its 
form, as I have ſaid of Alcalyes. The ſteam of Vinegar 
turnes It into white Ceruſs; Acidity in flame, into red 
Minium ;, by the Acid of Szlphar.,, hre being added , 'tis 
turned intoblack ; with Acid Minerals impure and mix'd, 
'ris-turned into a double Litarge ; with the Acid of yel- 
low Clay, 'tis burnt. into Glaſs of a box-like colour ; 
with the Acid of black Clay , intoa ſwarthy vitreous co- 
lour, as the Glaſs-men know ; For which cauſe, Melrers 
and Refiners of Metals do honour it very much , becauſe 
it abſorbs all ſorts of Acids, and clears the Metal from 
all ſpots. 

The Ancients have obſerved ,. that all inflamations: in 
living ercatures, ariſe from Acidity fame, -<er"Y atteſt- 
ing the ſame; In Man, ſays he, there is Acid, bitter-, 
moſt Acid, and hundreds of other things , which according to 
ther quantity and ſtrength, have various faculties: ) For which 
cauſe they deviſed ſeveral Oyntments and: Plaiſters of 
Lead; Thar they might take away that Acidity 5 and 
the oftner- thoſe foreſaid Unguents are changed the 
ſooner is the Acid conſumed , and the Diſtemper cured.

Iron then being taken, Which as I have ſhewed Mecha- 
nically , doth eaſily imbibe all Acids, prefently, That

The tame 
thing isto be underſtood of Acid Spirits, as of Yitriol,Sul- 


phur, Glaſs, and Salt, for Theſe , if they find nor a wan- 


dering Alcaly in the body of Man, an enemy to Vitality, 
and therefore Morbous ( which the Acid Spirit may re- 
ceive into it ſelf) they do more hurt than good, for then 
by their over much Acidity they infect the neighbour Alt- 
ment of the Stomach,and make it unfit for Nouriſhmener. 
A Phyſician of Rome, a friend of nune, Anne Dom. I656, 
in the time of the Plague, uſed Spirit of Sw/pher, in quan- 
tity, fora Preſervative, who thereupon.-became * Arthri- 
rical , and was afterwards reſtored by the Alcaly of Ani- 
mals, as IF have elſewhere ſhewed, concerning the Feer- 
Gomur. For the Alcaly imbibes the Acid ,, wanderingly di- 
ſperſed over the the body ,, which was the cauſe bf Diſ- 
eaſe and Pain in the Ventricles, not being accuſtomed ro 
things manifeſtly Acid ; for ſo* Hippocrates teacheth. If 
Any one preſcribs Acid meats inconſid:rately and withowe 
choice , they do no goed. |

for word, and this he boaſts , not only for an Univerſal 
Solvent, but ( feigns it alſo- to- be his own Invention, 
and inſcribes it , Our Spirit of Venus ) for the Liquor Al- 
caheſt ; So that , not. withour a fatal Prediction, Fohn Fre- 
derickh Bauz, prefixed the Reformer's Name before the 
Diſpenſatory , with an Anagramme worthy of him , as 
may be there ſeen. But the Reformer adds without bluſh- 
ing ; This moſt excellent Spirit is not only of great vertue in 
Phyſick, as being highly Curative of Epileptick, ApopleBlick, 
Hyterical, and Hypochonariacal Diſtempers , being duly and 
lawfully exhibited; but us as the Liquor Alcaheſt, and not as 
other Acid Spirits, who ſuffer and are deſtroyed by Solution, 
and ſo are turuzd into another Ens, &c. I could wiſh Bafilins, 
when he taught us how to diſtil this Vinegar, had been 
afraid of Impoſtors, as Hippocrates, Paracelſm, and 
others were. Then the Reformer had never obtruded 
This, for the Liquor Alcaheft, nor had loaded it with ſo 
many Encomiums , thereby deluding the World, He 
adviſes us to buy this Vinegar at any rate, adding theſe 
Vain-glorioys and Magnificent words ; Enjoy Courteous 
Reader, this Secret , and let me continge in thy good grace, 
fer my faithful Communication of it. In good time? draw 
near all ye inquiſitive ones, behold a great Secret ma- 
niſeſted* never ſo much as dream'd of before? But Na- 
ture laughs to ſee ſuch lyes held forth for truths: There 
arefome, who , without any great labour, time, or ex- 
pence , do difti] a like and much more powerful Liquor 
out of Lecs of Vinegar, into a great Receiver , which yet 
they proclaim not for Alcaheſt. 

Let us therefore take notice of the Subject from which 
the Reformer diſtils this Wonderful Solvznt , which, with 
a worthy Name, he appropriates to himſelf, and calls it 
Oer Spirit of Venus. |

His Hippocrates Chymicus. 
diſtilled , as Baflis in the fore-cited place , doth ingeni- 
ouſly confeſs ; as it happens to Spirit of Yirrzol by cor- 
roding Copper , it becomes Yitr:ol; from which , if you 
diftil it, you can extract nothing elle but the ſame Stag- 
ma or Spirit of Yitriol, which you poured on it, accor- 
ding to the Old faying, Nihbil dat , quod in ſe , non habet: 
Melt the remaining Capt Mortwum or Feces , ina Pipkin, 
adding theretoa little Nitre and Tartar , then the Copper 
returns to Copper, as it was before it was changed with 
the Vinegar in Verdigreaſe. This 1s the Secret and my- 
ſterious buſineſs the Reformer out of his over-flowing 
Liberality , is willing to communicate for the Publick 
good, and perſwades us to buy at any rate, ſaying, Enfoy , 
Reader, th Sccret , &c. Away with this Cheating , which 
even the Vulgar do deride, not believe? Men know well 
enough , that Secrets are nat to be revealed , hut in'Para- 
bles, Allegories, Metaphors , and ſuch like Iiſguifings ; 
So H ppocrates adviſes, and both He an1 Venerable An- 
riquity doth the ſame : Speak not (1''ys the Wiſeman) #» 
rhe ears of a Fool, for he will d:ſpiſz he Inſtruftions of thy 
mouth. So Fohannzs Picus in his Book of the Dignity of 
Man , Pythazoras, Plato, Boetins,. Marrobins in Scipio's 
Dream-, Corn:lius Tacitxs, &c. All of them, with one 
Mouth, affirm that Secrets are not to bedivulged, that fo 
unworthy men may not be partakers of them. 

Burt go to? may we not ule Vinegar ſimply diſtilled 
with lc1s labour and charge ? ſince it 1s one and the fame 
thing? Do nor the Writers of the Elements of Chymiſtry 
teaci:1us to prepare Salt of Pears and Corals with Diſtilled 
Vinegar? and afterwards to waſh. it? which yct is found to 
be unprofitable, in as much as the Acids are coagulated 
with the Solution ,. as I have oſten ſhewed before. 

But to contract all in a few words, The Vinzgar and 
S»irit of Venus of our Reformer , ire nothing bur water 
impregnated with an Acid Volatile Salt, which, if it 
corrodes any thing , 'tis preſently Coagiilated , which af- 
terwards by combuition is fixed into Alc ily.

known * to doſoto all Blackfmiths. In his AMantifa Her- 
mctica, a little before he teaches , that he can prepare 
Adſtringent Cracus moſt exattly by Reverberation alone , with-

But as of- 
ten as ſimple things do not effect what was deſired, then 
It is that they want Compoſition, as I have clearly ſhewed 
in Vulnerary Potions, m TinCtures and Inks; and I will 
yet further evidence by this- one example: . Take two 
parts or pugils of Juice of Sage, of Vuriolof Afars one 
part or pugil , both of theſe mixed , do ſuddenly grow 
black , for the Occult Alcaly of the Sage doth abſorb the 
Acid of the Vitriol ; In an hour the Acid, asit is a Mine- 
ral , doth conquor the feeble Alcaly of the Vegetable, 
and the Compoſitum waxes green : To which add further, 
'three parts of Vitriol , then it aſſumes not a black 
colour ( as might in reaſon be thought ) but the. Alcaly 
then conſumes at leaſt the ſubtle Acid as turns the Vitri- 
ol into Ocre, as.it happens to Ir, when the Spirit by little 
and little decays ; but whither dol digreſs, ſecingl know 
that what cannot'be changed and altered,is to be born ?

there be any thing Divine in Diſeaſes, the know- 
ledge and Fn t alſo of That « to be ſought af- 
ter , if a Man would approve himſelf a good and 
admirable Phyſician, But what that Divine 
Thing was, he no whereclearly diſcovered, nay, 
he Studiouſly and of purpoſe concealed iexereſly 
affirming, that nothing ought to be ſpoken or pub- 
liſhed in this Art , fave what was known to Plber- 
ans. On which account, Phy/ick was heretofore 
eſteemed Sacred, and the gitt'of God, fo that all 
the Ancients were of opinion, that It could hardly 
be attained unto. by Humane Underſtandingys ,. be-. 
cauſe the Foundations thereof ſeemed ſo abſtruſe, 
hidden , and admirable, that They were not to 
be found out by the ſtrength of Nature; And a!- 
though , heretofore, od in all Ages, Men; of 
you account for acuteneſs of Wit , and Skilf in 
Phy/ick,have llluſtrated ItsDoctrine, yet there is:no- 
thing extant in their Writings in clear and expreſs 
words , neither can any thing be culled out from 
thence, but what is ſulled-with Obſcurity : They 
all endeavouring asmuch as they could , more to 
eclipſe and darken It : Neoterick Phyſicians who 
ſucceeded them, in Writing , Diſputing , and de- 
firing to encreaſe this Art , have falne © pieces 
amongſt themſelves, and contemning that D:- 
vine thing in Diſeaſes , rail at one another , and 
are divided into ſeveral Sedcts ; neither doth the 
Diviſion ceaſe'to:this very day : For one deſires to 
be ſtyled'a Chymiſt or Methodiſt , another a Gale- 
ft , arthirda Dogmateſt or Canoniſt , ſo that this 
moſt 'Noble. Ancient:  Hippocratical' Medicine: , 
which is but One, is now, not only rent into ma- 
ny Sedts:, '-but-is alſo overcharged with an infinite 
gumber of Books ,- by which a lover of, and en- 
quirer

quirer after Truth , is not only confounded , but 
mult needs be over-whelmed : There being ſuch 
a vaſt Ocean of Them , and ſo great a variety of 
Writers , ſubtilly ſpinning out their Arguments 
pro and con. 

In the mean time , I wasalways of opinion that 
That before-mentioned ſhort Sentence of Hippocra- 
tes was to bedeeply weighed , and the rather , be- 
cauſe that Famous Man , whom Antiquity did al- 
molt reverence as a Deity, comprehended that 
gu Supellex and Furniture of Things which he 

ad in his mind, in ſhort and conciſe Aphoriſmes 


* and Speeches. Excited therefore by my reſpect and 


love to Him , I began to Inveſtigate what that 
D:wine thing was ; tor without the Plenary know- 
ledge of It, the Art of Cureing Diſeaſes would 
always be Mutilous , and only Inchoative, never 
fully and abſolutely compleat in all its parts.  * 

Some there are who do accuſe thoſe men of Im- 
pudence, and do alſo Contumeliouſly reproach 
them , who do their utmoſt to reſtore and under- 

rop Sciences ( delivered indeed by the Ancients , 
but now almoſt worn out by age , and Adultera- 
ted beſides ) or elſe who & endeavour to add to 
them, or illuſtrate them : moreover they labour 
to Degrade ſuch perſons fromthe firit Knowledge 
of things, and ſo to dif-inherit them from their 
polleſſion of ancient — by whoſe Calum» 
nies the Enquirers after Truth, are deterred and 
led out of the right way. 

If the ancient Philoſophers had taken this courſe 
to reproach the Labours and Studies of Thoſe that 
went before them , they had never pierce into 
the inward knowledge of Nature , but the: Truth 
in many Sciences would as yet have been buryed 

'in 
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The EPISTLE 
in Obſcurity , and very. few would have attained 
to any light in the Secrets of Nature. 

But ſince Thoſe Philoſophers were pleaſed witl 
another way and manner of Study , not being de- 
terred or taken off from their honeſt Labour by 
tle tongues of Reviters, but rather more carneſt- 
ly applying themſelves to their Diſquiſitions and 
Studics ; ſo that almoſt in every age, ſome one 
or other Art and Science was hatched or elſe re- 
trieved, and from ſmall beginnings, promoted to 
great encreale. 

Semblably, why may not I more clearly open 
the ſenſe of Fhppocrates ? That fo the Ancient 


and Noble Science of Phy/ick, and Method of 


Cures may receive an advancement ? why may 
1t not be lawful for me to Contemplate that 4T2xe, 
abſtruſe and admirable Thing , as well in Diſeaſes 
as Remedies ? and to reſtore It from Darkneſs to 
Light ? Let the Tongues of Slanderers be fi- 
lent, let them not blame me, that being but 
a Puny, I firſt of all bear the Lamp to all 
that ſeck for Truth , in this Argument. Let 
all ſuch Flies and Cantharides be packing , for 
as the One pitches. on the flouriſhing Corn , 
and the Other fly into the ſweeteſt Oyntments ; 
ſo theſe fooliſh and floathful Calumniators ceaſe 
not to detract from the labours and manners 
of other men , perſwading themſclves that they 
ſhall catch —_ Honour and Glory, by. fiſhing 
for it in the diſgracing of others. | 
Avaunt ſuch Thorny Medickes ; Let them con- 
tinually go'a begging , and ſpend, their tame in 
colle&ting raw Receits, reformed neither by Rea- 
ſon , Method, nor Judgement ; which, Hppocrates 


diſapproves and preſcribes in the very entrance

into this Art, as unſate , becauſe not-underſtood. 
Experiment, ſays he. upon this account, x fat 
lacions : Nejther, let them Obje@ ro me, this my 
Inftitution , as a new and unprofitable piece , 
whereas indeed It 1s moſt Ancient, and found moſt 
true by ſolid Experience , not that I am fo vain 
and inſolent, as to boaſt my ſelf to be the Author 
of It , I only profeſs my ſelf to be its Interpre- 
ter and Explainer. . | 

Theſe things I determined to do in a Book by 
it ſelf , and therefore I pre-emitted my Hippocrates 
Chymicus , which Book feem ed neceſlary tor the 
demonſtration of the Subſequent DoErine by 
known Examples.

Acid and Alcaly , the moſt Ancient Principles 
of Things , what they are? 


O know things is to know them by 
their Cauſes, as Ariſtotle Teaches in 
the firſt of his Phyſicks. Now the Cauſes 
are Matter, Form, and Efficient ; Mat- 
ter is that, of which a thing is made, 
for in Nature there is no thing which 

3 1s not made of ſome pre-cxiſtent and ſub- 

zect matter; Form, which gives being or 
eſſe to the thing , and by which the thing receives its 
name, is it ſelf inviſible; the Efficient Cauſe is that, 
which moves the matter to its proper end. 

Hippocrates reduces all theſe three Cauſes into two 
neceſlary and ſufficient Principles , calling rhem Fore,

I, for the dearer' edge and explanation of them, 
do call thoſe two Principles of Hippocrates, Acid and 
Alcaly ; becauſe all things in. the Univerſe are made 
up of theſe two Univerſal Principles , as I ſhall gradu- 
ally ſhew by Experience ,.(.ſo is alſo , that one only 
Medicine or "Phyſick of the' Ancients ) To:which yet 
a third dothAnſeparably adhere : Hence aroſe Sal, Sul- 
bur and Mitcury , the Three Principles of 'fome Phi- 
olophers, and rightly to, as will more clearly appear 
in the progreſs. Theſe two ,. either perpetually burn 
in Love one towards another, or elſe are at perpetual va- 
riance, are multiplied, and one ts contrary to the other; ſo 
that the death of one is the life of the other, and that 
which one produces another deftroys ; that ſofrom this 
another more noble thing may again ariſe. 
Hence it is, that Hippocrates with good Reaſon af- 


'firms , That theſe two. Elements Fire and Water, or 


Acid and Alcaly, can do all things, and that allthings 
are in them, From the Acid do proceed two Maſcu- 
line Qualities , to wit, Hor and Dry, from the 'Alcaly, 
as many Female ones, viz. Cold and Moiſt, all flow- 
ing forth for the generation of mixed bodies , for which 
reaſon .they do concur and: are. commixed. The two 
greater Lights do preſide over thoſe two as Principle 
Elements, The Sn. , is the Author. of the Fire of Nature, 
and the Moon, the Miſtris of Humids. Matter or Hyle 
is therefore called the Principle of all things, becauſe 
all things in an inviſible manner, are generated of Fire 
and Water. From thoſe two is made up the innate Ca-- 
lid of all things , which Hippocrates ſays, is very much 
in them, as they increaſe ; the matter will. be .moſt 


clear when we ſhall ſpeake not only to the ears, but

CHAP. II. 


Acid, the moſt Ancient Principle, as being Spiri- 
tual,zs not ſubjetFed to the Senſure or FTudpement 
of the Senſes. 


M:' Hippocrates Chymicus , in the Ioth and 18th 


Chaprer , ſhews in Wine and Tartar, that 
the Fire of Hippocrates , the formal Principle 
of things, can be ——_— by no penn wy 
tick Deſtruftion , nor by any Ingenuity of Art. This 
the Prince of the Academicks calls Forma. The Anci- 
ents ( as alſo the ſacred Philoſopher ) calls ir Light, 
and Sulphur from its Similitude , becauſe that (| like 
ow jr ) it manifeſts it ſelf to be both occultly Acid, 
and alſo pinguous z; to This they gave the firſt place, 
ſtyling it the Yital and Maſculine Spirit , becauſe in it, 
the ſeeds of all things are contained ( though impercep- 
tibly as to our ſenſes: ) for we muſt confeſs that all 
ching do conſiſt of inſenſible principles, as Lucretin 
ſpeaks Lib 2. and all things have their original from 
it, and there is nothing produced in the whole world, 
but by it, it hath its ſeat in the Air; becauſe the Wind 
carries it inits belly ; and the Father of it, ſays Hermes 
in Parva Schedula, is the Sun , whence the lofty wit- 
cd Lullius in Teſtament. Chap. 67. We, ſays he, with 
many others , call it the Child of the Swn , for 
firſt it was generated through the influence of the Sun, 
by Nature, without the help of Science or Art : And 
therefore Ariffotle called the Swn the Father, and the 
Earth the Mother of all Vegetables ; becauſe the Sun 
impregnates the Earch with its vivifying heaz; which 
afterwards is turned into natural heat, and this is mul- 
tiplied by the help and aſſiſtanceof the hear of Fire, 
&c. Hereupon afterwards , it was ſtyled by the Phi- 
loſophers themſelves, The Son of Fire; as appears b 
Bernard de Treſne in his third part , who calls Gold mo 
Cc pure

A Child of the 
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Golds fixed A- 
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pare Fire So that if Gold be Fire, and' Fire the Chil: 


of the Sun; and This , the Vital Spirit, which the 
Wind carries in its Womb , as Hermes witneſſes ;. then. 
without doubt theſe three muſt be Brethren and all Chil- 
dren of the Sun. ; 

And as the Sun inthe Firmament of Heaven,. is judg-- 
ed by Wiſe Men ,, to be incorruptible , conſtant, and 
perpetual, and by its Author is endewed with ſo ma- 
ny Embelliſhments , that Himſelfis faid to have placed 
his Tabernacle in it; for which cauſe it is called the 
Form of Forms, or the Acid of Acids ( though it be 
not acknowledged for ſuch by the Vulgar ,. as neither 
is Gald )or the Univerſal Form, which in the work 
of generation infuſes all Natural Forms, and the ſeeds 
of all things into diſpoſed matter, for every individual- 
thing hath hidden in it a ſpark of this Light of Na- 
ture, or Acid , whoſe Beams do Occultly influence 
the Seed with an Attive and Moving Vertue. -. 

SoalſoGold, being the Off-ſpring of the Heavenly Sun, 
is incorruptible ,. conſtant, and perpetual, of an entire 
Form ,. or a perfect Acid , and fixed, though,. as I ſaid- 
before, it be not owned as ſuch by the ignorant Vulgar :. 
For unleſs it were a fixed Arid, how could the fay- 
ing of Philoſophers be verifyed' and fulfilled. : Thar- 
which #5 perpetual, makes things perpetual. ,. and that: 
which is fixed makes things fixed, Ang therefore in 
the beginning Light was created over the Univerſe 


and contracted into- this Body , being. endowed with. 


a vivifying Vertue and ſecret Fecundity ; I call itan 
entire or compleat Acid fixed. and conſtant. which yer 
as Raimmund ſaith , will make the empty Brain of one 
whothath ſeen nothing in Philoſophy , nor ts ever like 
to ſee, to be altogether ſotth and ſtupid, Yet m my 
Hippocrates Chymicus, 1 have demonſtrated the Aciayzy of 
Gold , by two familiar Examples, which I ſhall now 
again reciteout of my late Hippocrates, for a folid con- 
firmation of the- Truth , and the ſhame of all Zoiluſles 


and Detractors ; for if you dip the. end of an Iron. 


Rod in Gold melted or put to fuſion , the Iron in a. 
moment will be turned into} Scoria, or ruſt, as if is 
vare 
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were burnt with kindled Suiphwy ; now unleſs ' Gold 
"were Occultly Acid and pinguous. as common Sxlphar 
is, it would never co . Thoſe ſupetficial and 
vain Writers, who are enemies to the Doftrine of Hip- 
pocrates, cannot comprehend this fixed Acid, who had 
rather ſeew wiſe, than be ſo ;| much may their 
vain applauſe do them: I envy them not, for they 
know no other Acid, but that which they dream to 
diſtill from Copper , which they falſly call Spirit of Ve- 
mw ; becauſe, out of floth , they deny that there is a 
Fa cid in Nature ; as if That in Copper were Vo- 
tile. 

Secondly , The pureſt Gold is diffolved in Aqua Regs 
inſtill Alcaly:'of Tartar into the Solution , which wi 
drink up he Acid Spirits, even of the Gold it ſelf (my 
Hippocrates Chymicus , Chap. 7. ſhews the Reafdh, vis. 
Becauſe the Alcaly of Tartar embraces the Nature, c- 
ven of Merals themſclres ? and the'Gold fo drink up, 
falls into a Powderof a Yellow Colour, Croll'ss teach- 
eth this Preparation in his Cordial ; To doth Beguinms , 
under its proper Title Cerenmecryſon : In this flightPre- 
paration , Gold hath acquired a Fulminating or Thun- 
dering force , becauſe its Swiphur, being of its own 
Nature, acetous ( to uſe the words of Sendivogine ) is 
aſſociated with Artificial Nirre , which aſſociation is 
made in the Alcaly of Tartar, in the very moment 
wherein it is poured into the Aqua Regia, containing 
the diſſolved Gold. The manner how this is to be 
done, is laid down in Hippocrates Chymicus , Chap.,7. 
< for thoſe things whichjhave been ſpoken elſewhere, 
and rightly. by others , 1 will not unneceflarily repeat ; ) 
ſo that Gold , unleſs it were Acid and Pingnons , as 
common Szlphur is, would never perform Sulphurous 
Actions with Mitre , as common 5xlphxr doth ,- with 
the ſame Mitre for Gunpowder. 

If then the Sun , according to H:rm:s, be the Fa- 


ther of that Vical Spirit , which dwells in the Air, 


and Gold and Fire arc its Brethren , the <foy mult 
neceſſarily partake of the quality , diſpoſitions and pro- 
perties of the Parejt ; fo that it mulit needs follow by 

Cca Reaſon 
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Reaſon - and Authority ( Experience alſo a ſtipulatins 
thereunto ) that the Vital Spirit of ours , the Child of 
the Sun , as alſo Gold and Fire are Acid and Pingu- 
ous ; wherefore Acid and Piriguous ts a moft Ancient 
Principle , the Life and Fountain of all things : Writers 
give It ſeveral Names, as Fire, Sun, Gold, Spirit, 
Sulphur; Form , Humid , Calid, Dry, and many o- 
ther Appellations, all which are Synonymous , fignify- 
ing the ſame thing , bur in different reſpects diverſifyed 
into ſeveral Names ; But I both here and el{where, call 
it Acid. 

This :Acid doth occultly lurk in all Seeds, becauſe of 
its ſelf it is a moſt peaceable and quiet thing, in 
regard Nature hath implanted more of Alcaly than 
of Acid in every Coempoſitum ( except Sulphurs ) and 
therefore it moves not unleſs it be excited, as we 
ſee plainly in Dough of Bread ; which being excited 
by a very little Acid Ferment, and by Heat ,. is mov- 
ed; and from that Heat and Motion the Acid is mul- 
tiplied ; and unleſs it were bridled and reſtrained by 
a heat , exceeding the inward (5. e. Y by Artificial Fire, 
it would proceed to Vitality and produce Worms. 
Hence it appears , That Narwral Fire, is quite another 
thing then Arrificial ; and: that theſe Two differ much 
from one another : for the Natural or Soft Fire, ac- 
cording to Hippocrates ( as I have ſhewed in Dough ) 
doth Impregnate, Cheriſh , Infuſe Strength, and doth 
femblably perform all things in its Leſer World, which 
the Sun , its Parent, doth in the Greater World : Hence 
we may obſerve, That the proud Name of Acrocoſme, 
doth not belong onely to AMan, for every Seed, e« 
very Worm, every Member, fays Hippocrates, hath 
its Ventricle, and may be therefore called a AMicro- 
coſme. But Artificial Fire is an enemy to all Gene- 
ration , it lives upoh Prey and Rapine , it fubfiſts by 
others Ruins, being the Dettroyer of Life , and Enemy 
of Nature, 

Wherefore from the Sun, as from a Fountain , Na- 
tural, Acid, and Vital Light do flow forth; which, in 
reality are both one , only diſtinguiſhed by their Fog 
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fice ; for it is the Office of the Acid , to pierce iuto 
the inwards of Nature, whereas Z:i.4r doth enlydiſ- 
cover the externals of things however the Beams of 
the Sun do operate both : So that the San is the firft 
Natural Organ , by whoſe Acceſs and Receſs all the 
Operations of Nature are variouſly governed, intend- 
.ed and remitted, Hence the Ingenious Coſmopolita , 
If there were not a Vegetable power in Salphar ( that is 
a Pinguous Acid, and Child of the Sun ) Water woxld 
never be Coagulated into Herbs. If therefore the Acid, 


flowing from the Sun , be infuſed into Matter ( as fe 


Example, Afineral ) preſently it receives the determi- 


nation of the Nature and the Vertue of the Aineral, . 

The like may be ſaid of other Animals and Vegeta- 
bles roo , as Lally fj z and becauſe this Natural A- 
Cidity is coupled with all Matter. in the World, it 
hath therefore the Name of Mercary given it by the 
Wiſe. And though the Eyes.of the Vulgar do daily be- 
hold this multiplication, and alſo incorporation of the 
Natural Acid ; yet they do not underſtandingly conſider 
it. Take the Mine of Salt-petre at Padua, for an Exam- 
ple, which is now exhauſted, bur in Five or Seven years 
time, will be filled again, for the Earth is its Nurſe, as 
Hermes teſtifies; whence it is , That this Spiric aſſumes 
a Body init, and becomes inflammable Nztre. 

But I have a greater thing to ſpeak off, There 's an 
Iftand in the Taſcane Sea, commonly called Litre Elbe, 
containing twenty Italian Miles in compals, very Rich 
in Iron, from which , that Metal hath been dug our 
for many ages , and is ſo to this day ; ſo that not 0n- 
ly the Mountains there , but the two Iſlands alſo muſt 
needs have been dug through and exhauſted ; yer ne- 
vertheleſs Iron once dug forth in twenty years, renews 
again, and now more and betrer than formerly, ' becauſe 
the Alcaly, or Mother of -the Mineral there, 1s again 
exſaturated from the Vital Fountain ; and takes the.de- 
termination of Metal , ſo becomming Iron. Alfo the 
evacuated Mine of 'Vitriol in Carinthia, firſt being expo- 
ſed to the free and open Air, and afterwards covered 
for ſome. years, is again repleniſhed ; ſo that Cala moit 
* acutcly 
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acutely Teaches, That the Roets of things are in the 
Air. . 

If theſe things are fo, as Experience proves them ro 
be True , why ſhould not the Acid flowing down from.

ty of the Flint? Since -every individual hath treafured 
-up in it a ſpark of the Nature of Light, by whoſe 
Beams the Body will be multiplied , as my Hrppocrates 
Chymicus ſhews, Chap. 3. and afterwards, when the 
Flint by Artificial Fire 1s turnedinto Lime, or Calx , its 
Aciddoth not therefore periſh ., which, ſince it is fixed 
by External Fire in, Vegetables, as I ſhall ſhew anon, 
why may it not be fo alſo in a Flint? So thar it is aſot- 
tiſh thing to deny, that there is Acidin Lime : but theſe 
are vain Arguments and Subjefts, forged in empty Brains: 
wherefore leaving ſuch falſe Conjeftures, I turn my 
ſelf to the.Lovers of Truth. h

' A Sintheformer Chapter I have ſhewed out of H:rmes, 


and by Experience, That the Sn is the Father of 

Acidity , now 1n this Chapter I will alſo demonſtrate 
our of the ſame Hermes and the ſame Experience , That 
the Moon is the mother of Alcaly; and as the Acid doth 
not diſcover it ſelf but to the Natural Philoſopher , ſoalſo 
Alcaly comes not forth to view or light , unleſs it be 
detained by the Acid, which ſhe loves: And firſt, 1 will 
alledge the Operations of Nature , and afterwards will 
Mechanically demonſtrate how Art doth ape Them in her 
Imitations. 
Taalcy , 
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Thalts, Heraclitus , Hefiod , Hermes , as well as Hipps- 
erates , have affirmed, That Warer is the firſt matter of 
all things z The Writer of Geneſis ſeems to be alſo of the 
ſarne mind: For all water is of a feminine nature, becauſe 
it contains and cheriſhes in it ſelf the Seeds of things, 
and clothes it ſelf with various figures. Inthe Macroco/w 
'tis made ſometimes Wine, ſometimes Vinegar, ſome- 
times 4quz Ardens, Cauſtick , Oyl, &c. In the Aficro- 


coſme , 'tis ſometimes Choler , ſometimes Milk , Swear, 
The raort of all theſe is water, and: 


that cold, which from the beginning was endued with a. 


Blood , Urine, &c. 


renuious Acid or Light , that ſo it might be fitter to re- 
ceive the form of mixed Bodies; for ſo, Fire is caſily 
mixed with Fire, Light with Light, Water with Water ;

going , I have ſhewed to be the Acid Spirit ) and con 
Joyns it with the Salt-mitre of the Earth, becauſe the Salt- 


nitre of the Earth, us Ike calcined Tartar, by its Siccity ,, 


drawing the Air to it ſelf , which Air in it 1s reſolu:d into wa- 


cer.

peration of Nature ? I add, That if this Spirit be ſhot 
down out of the Air upon the Earth by Rain, thenit muft 
neceſfarily fall down alſo on the Water, and the ſame 
Sun-beams, which by Reverberation do fix it on the 
Earth into Salt-nirte of the Earth, doin like manner fix 
it in the Water, if not into Salt-nitre, yet at leaſt into Na- 
tural Alcaly ; with which all waters do abound, except 
ſuch as are diſtilled from Cephalick Herbs: the reaſon 
whereof you may ſee in Hippecrates Chymicws,, Chap. 19. 
and in ſome places they fix it into Sea-Salt, other where 
into Vitriol, and ſometimes into Mineral, according to 
the diſpoſition of its Mother ; as I have alſo ſhewed out 
of Zull, in the fore-going Chapter. 

Upon this foundation proceeds the ſpiritual repreſenta- 
tion of Plants, concerning which , ſee _ Chym, chap. 
20. Tf any one doubt of , or deſire to know its Inven- 
tor , let him conſult and weigh this Ancient True Phi- 
loſophy-, and the ſincere Studier of Natures Secrets , 
maugre the Brawls of Scolding DetraCtors, will ſoon ob- 
tain his deſire. 

As concerning the Ignorant, either Allowers or De- 


tractors, who write without any ſire foundation, I am 


not ſolicitous about them; for I know that Calumny 
(which is nct in a Man's own power to avoid) leaves a 
guilt on him that caſts it; He, againſt whomir is directed, 
being ihnocent and faultleſs: Nay , nothing is more plea- 
ſing to an Honeſt-man , then to undergo Reproaches for 
loveof Vertue ; for it is undergone in this caſe , with In- 
credible Plcaſure and Alacrity, and being never long- 
lived, It again returns of its own accord without any la- 
bour to its Author: Burt to return, | 

That Alcaly is found in the Earth, Experience confirms 
by the Extraction of it , becauſe a Yolatile Alcaly is drawn 
and ſublimated out of Earth, which hath not yet attain- 
ed any conſtancy ; whence, not enduring to be ſolitary 
and alone it ſtrives to avolate into the Air. 


So, © 
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So, That nouriſhing Licaly is made out of Water, Alaly in Wer 
Paracelſus proves by the accretion of a Flint in a Phyal- *<*- 


glaſs; for wateris the Liquor and Root of all things, as 


Hippocrates witneſſeth in his Books of Diet : Fire, ſays 


he, moves allrbings , but Water noxriſbes all things. Hence 
Laftantine ; Water us all things : Democritus alſo was not 
ignorant of the Vertues of Water , who therefore affirmed 
that Truth was hid or immerſed in a Well : So Hermes , 
Water ss ſuſceptible and producible of Natriment in Men and 
other things, and without Water , Nature operates net: Sce 
Hippoc. Chyms. chap. t9. 

For confirmation of my Afſertion, let us hear the No- 
ble wy. 99% rk Natwre, ſays he , knows how to produce 
fruits in the Earth , out of Water , and from the Air _ 
ply them with _ Which is as much as to ſay , unleſs los 
ſiſter (5. e. ) Acaly, were in water, which this Spirit loves, 
it would not ſubGft of i ſelf, becauſe it cannot be alone, 
as Hippocrates informes us ; and by conſequence, it would 


produce nothing, bur return into its own Soyl and Coun- 


Hence itis that Hippecyates again ſays, De Natara prurrs; 
many things do happen out of a few , becauſe all things 
produced on the Earth, do Extract a more copious ver- 
rue from the Earth, than they brought with them from 
their Parents or Originals: "Tis the ſame thing which 

__—_— faid before for the generation of Alcaly.,, to 

ich he adds Water, coagulated by the force of Ve- 
getable Sulphur into Herbs ; where it is to be obſerved , 
That unleſs this Spirit or Sulphur { call it as ) 
did find ſomething in Water , which it loved , affuredly 
it would never enter into it, and would coagulate no- 
thing z for if Water , by the force of Vegetable Sa/phar , 
be coagulated into Herbs; the ſame Water by the vertue 
of Mineral S»/phwr , muſt be coagulated into Minerals - 
and in like manner the ſame water by the help of Animal 
Salphyr into Animals: whence of neceſſity it muſt be 
Nurritive , if it ough#to undergo Coagulation elſewhere.

Vegetables, and Animals, yea.into Humane Bodies them- 
ſelves, ſecing: Nature acts every where alike. [»th:ſe, ſays 
he , where Fire us overcome by the preſence of Water , ſom: 
call ſuch perſons Sottiſh , ethers Amazed Ones, Stupids or- 
Dolts ; which Temper is a certain duller ſpecies of Madneſs : Such 
perſons do: Weep and. Wail , when no manu troubles or ſtrikes 


then ;. they fear things not to. be feared., and are ſadned at 


things not at all belonging tathem, and do imagine ſuch things 
as Wiſemen would never do.

Sal: a known Tx Praiſe” and -Renown of Trenchar-Salt is ſpread ' 
thing. over the whole world ; ſo that in Apologizing for 
it, I undertake as it were the defence of the Sun, a- 
ainſt a ſwarm of Flies ,.. endeavoring to ecclipſe its 
tght : Salt. , becauſe it is ſo neceſſary an Element 
for Mortals, that Mans Life cannot be ſuſtained with- 
out it , therefore Nature exhibited it-to us , brought 
to full perfection, . and requires not from 'us ( as in 
our other Acquiſt ) any Uſtion, but only that we d 
it from its aqueous Humidity ; whether it be Sea Salt 
or Salt from Pits. Principles , equally poized, do con- 
Cur to its mixture, Which is made in Natures Shop ;- 
ſo that venerable Antiquity hath determined, Al! Na- 
tures Perfettions to'be in the Sun and Salt; and it is 
called by Helmont, and that on good ground , the 
Chief of Salts., and is the Armoniack amongſt them all ; . 
yet notwithſtanding it is praiſed from the Countrey, 
whence it comes,. as Diaſcorides hath it. : See Hippo- 
crates Chymicus , Chap, 2, _ | 
Alcaly un- But the Fame of Alcaty hath not yet reached to all 
known to moſt, People, becauſe Eſſentially. and Corporally it appears 
not in 'Nature , ' unleſs it be made by Art and Uſtion, 
as well in the Animal as Vegetable and Mineral King- 
doms; 


| 
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doms ; yet with this difference, that ſome Minerals, not 
equally mixed, contain more of Alcaly than Acid; Sul- 
phur, Gold , and Meat-Sale being excepted , which 
have more of Acid, as Ihave ſhewed. Hence itis, that 
the Ancients have Writ, that this At fr hath three Fa- 
thers , viz. Nature, Fire, and the Philoſopher : but here 
we muſt Note, that no man by the artof Uſtion, in any 
one of Natures Kingdoms, can prepare any Alcaly ab- 
ſolutely Pure (45. e. ) deprived of all mixture of the Acid 
whatſoever ; he that ſeeks to do it, will loſe his labour. 
Whence Coſmopolita, Burn , ſays he, Sulphur from incom- 
buſtibl: _— , and from its Soul , whoſe Grain and Fer- 
ment ,#indeed Meregry hath in it, as much as is ſuffici- 
ent for ir {e6; but make, that it may be ſufficient for 0- 
ther things too. 

Enough now hath been ſpoken for the convincing of 
Thoſe that deny the principles of this Ancient Art,viz.That 
Mercary hath no Sulphur ſeparable from it: "Tis altoge- 
ther vain, what fome Maſters and Writers of Vanity 
have thought ( fays Geber ) for I have ſeen'thar It doth 
emanate from it, &c. Experience alſo confirms the 
ſame. ls 
Common Salt is of a Salt-acid taſte (5. e,) the Acid is 
prevalent in it, therefore it is incorruptible ( if the Salt 
have loſt his favour, wherewith ſhall it be ſeaſoned ? 
Hence being moderately mixed with Meat, it conciliares 
a grateful taſte to them, and excites Appetite. 

Sal-Alcaly is contrary to a Salt-Acid taſte ; hence if it 
be mixed, though but moderately, with Meats, it gives 
them an unfavory taſte , and blunts the Appetite. 

Common Salt, by reaſon of its Acidity , preſerves Fleſh 
and Fiſh a long time from Putrefaftion, and draws out 
and attrafts from them the Volatile Alcaly , which by a 
Retorrt 1s again eaſily ſeparated , as Hippoc, Chymm. tea- 
ches Chap. 14: | 

On the contrary s*$a{-Alcaly doth conſume the Acid, 
and promotes Pubefiction, mmon Salr doth imbibe 
nothing of Age and therefore being .dryed from its A- 

ueous Humidity , and caſt into Butter of Antimony, it 
iſturbs it not; Sal Akaty being dryed, and caſt into the 
"I Ec 2 ſame 
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fame Butterof Antimony , 1s ſo far from not diſturbing it, 
that in an initant it quite deſtrovs it ; becauſe it drinks 
up the Acid Spirits, and the Amtimony falls into a white 
Powder. 

Common Salt being mixed with the Quadruple of Bl: 
Armonick,, and diſtilled with an open Fire, yields an Acid 


Liquor. | 

Sal Alcaly mixed and diſtilled with the like quantity of 
Belus witit an open Fire, yields a bitteriſh Liquor , by 
reaſon of the Bolws, Infipid and Aqueous per ſe, as Hippoc, 
Chymic, ſhews Chap. 10. 

in this place I detire the equal Reader to take-notice , 
That the Proceſs concerning the making: Yolatil: Salt of 
Tartar , inſerted into the laſt Edition of they Reformer , I 
had almoſt ſaid Deformed Anxſpargh's Diſpenſatory, f. 247, 
was ſtolen out from my above-named 1oth. Chapter of 
Hippocrates Chymicgs : And after they had ſtript it of things 
unknown to ; an ( as I can ſhew)) what further ? they 
mutilate the Texr, then load it with Calumnies , .pervert 
Sentences, and prove manifeſt Falfaries. God: Almighty. 
curb ſuch Plagiary , Falſhhed, Stoln, and Deformed 
Labours, which darken the minds of the Studious. In 
thar fore-cited roth. Chapter, I did Experimentally De- 
moaſtrate , ' That all things did conſiſt of Fire and Water, 
and that Water was the Baſis and Root , not only of.Sweer 
and Inſipid , but alſo of Igneous Vertues , and of Caultick 
things, as of Aqua Forts, Alcalyes, Salts, Ojls, Vinze- 
gars, Het Waters, and of all thyngs,. in winch the Acri- 
mony of Fire doth prevail. I ſay, Water. and that cold, 
is the root of all thoſe things; for Nature impreſles the 
Vertues of Her things upon a moilt Element ; Wherefore 
Moiſture is the firſt Subjet of Nature, upon which Her 
firſt Labour is ſpent, as I have ſhewed in the Third Chap- 
tcr of this Book , and. hereafter will make clear by plain 
and evident Examples. I ſay, for this end my Hippocra- 
tes Chym-cus in the fore-cited pace reduced many things; 
as allo Alcaly of Tartar by Solutfpu ancy2oagulation, into 
Simple Elementary Watex, ,, *of no Taſte or Smell ; 
but Fire, and. the Child'of the Sun ( for ole ſake the

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Country , and that for this Cauſe, That Man may not 
find out the work that God doth , Eccleſ. chap. 3. v.2. See 
alſo Hippoc. Chymicus Chap. 18. Theſe Surreptitious 
Doors have not only ſtolnout this my Labour , Swear, 
and Travel, to advance their ows Praiſes, but have al- 
ſa eſſayed to reproach the Author with infinite Calumnies, 
and to ſuppreſs the Truth ; yea, they boaſt that this Sim- 
ple Elementary Water tg Yolatile Salt of Tartar in theſe 
Rhodomontado words: 

And by ths means at length , Courteous Reader, thow 
mayſt be ſure, That the Vertues of Salt of Tartar have paſſ-d 
through the Lembick,, and That , thou ha#t, in ſuccintt words, 
rece;ved a great Secret , d:ſtinated-td thy own and n:ighbours 
Health , which uſe happily. 

Conſider ,. Friendly Reader , whether any thing: could 
be more plauſibly deviſed by their AMightineſſes? What ? 
to rob an Author, and afterwards to Defame Him ? and 
then to depreſs and detract from the clear Truth ? and that 
they may procure Fame to themſelves amongſt their Com- 
panions , with a lofty Brow to Venditate moſt S:mple Wa- 
et r for Volatile Salt of Tartar , not only to the prejudice 
of ones Neighbour, but to the reproach of Phyſick it 
ſclf;; which would certainly be the Nobleſt of all Arts, 
unleſs it were thus treated by ſuch ignorant Brains which 
are ſar more vacuous and emptie than Al:aly. Loe, this 
1s the cauſe why now-it is reputed the 24/:f and meaneſt 
of Afts by the Vulgar.What Candid Perfon,IngeniousRea- 
dr, can be pleaſed with ſuch Actions, or gull'd with Pre- 
ſcrip tions ſtuffed with manifeſt Vanities,under the pretence 
of Phyſick ? Heretofore, he that taught Falſities was ac- 
counted Infamous and a Knave : Hence Cicero fpcaks, Pro 
Roſcis, A mau may eaſily be deceived by a Knave, Their Brain 
rs pre-poſſeſſed with ſo many Abſurdirties , that they have 
lok their Remembrance, and have torgor , That Water 
drawn from Alcaly of T::rtar is moſt Simple ; neither are 
any of thoſe Vertucs radicarcd in it, contained therein , 
which Raimwnd, Baſilius, Hollands, Helmont and others 
Aſcribe to Vl til; Salt of Tartar. Doth this Water which 
you have fo IDiſtilled from Alcaly of Tartar , diflulve a 
Mctal, or at lea{t the Stones of Crab5s, by a truc Solu- 
- tion? 
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." tion? Can only four drops of this your Diſtilled Water ; 


taken by the Mouth, augment the Viral Spirit when it is 
weak, with incredible Vigour ? To whichl add, that Vo- 
latile Alcaly may be made, not only from Tartar, but 
from all Cephalick Herbs, which contain Alcaly in their 
Aſhes (-z. e. ) without Clavellation. Soa Friend of mine 
extracted Volatile Alcaly out of Lillye Comvallye, which was 
very Reſtorative: Yea, I my Self have prepared the ſame 
( of no leſs Efficacy in d;ſſolving Pfrom the outward Rinds 
of Walnuts. But, Baſilirs , Hollandus , Helmont , and 
others do extoll Alcaly of Tartar , becauſe it eaſily is 
conjoyned to and makes a Coalition with Fire of its own 
nature: Yet theſe ridiculous Maſters do ungratefully rail 
upon Helmont too , as well as othgg Learned Men, falſly 
accuſing Him, for not diſcovering the way of Prepara- 
ring this Salt : But what need have your Maſterſhips of 
Helmont's help? Since ye your ſelves are ſmre that the Vertues 
of Salt of Tartar have paſſed through the Lembick , and that 
you have obtained a great Secret? Why do you reproach a 
Man who hath faichfully ſhewed you the right way? as 
I have done in my Hippoc. Chymic in three places , and 
alſo in this Tra; clearly diſcovering the Preparation of 
this Alcaly ; which, if you donot underſtand, yerdo not 
Revile, bur rather blame your ow. NE. , and _ 
wards apply Czpping-Glaſſes, amd a ſharpe Suppofitory, 
leſt —_ ni Phe... Bom ſhould burſt aſunder. VT'Y | 
But nothing is more ridiculous than that which is whi- 
ſpered into the cars of his Followers in the ſame Text, / 
am induced by this motive to reveal this to thee , I;ft I ſhowld 
ſeem to be enviouſly affetted againſt many Writers of our Age, 
Plautzs would ſhy ro ſuch a man Aplanda es nequioy, 
Neither is that leſs Jocular or Ridiculous, whicf ( in 
the above-cited place) they demand, viz. that the cu- 
rious Inveſtigations of Learned Men , for which they have 
taken pains , ſhould be openly and plainly diſcovered to 
ſuch Maſters of Vanity , who know not how to diſtinguiſh 
Water from Salt? as if it were not ſufficient that £©u5d - 
quo were often enough preſcribed to poor Patients, but 
that they themſelves muſt likewiſe have an occaſion ad- 
miniſtred to Adulterate and Defame the nar” -— 
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Philoſophers? Do they not know that Hippocrates forbids 


it in expreſs words, and allows us to divulge only thoſe 


things which are known to Plebeians ? For they do nor «+. 
underſtand the force and meaning of my words : Take . 


this my Reduction of Alcaly of Tartar into Water , for an 
Example , they preſently, among the Unskilful , Vaunt 
This to be Volatile Alcaly ; 4nd do moreover commend 
it for a Cordial with their vain yet ſwelling words. By 
Theſe, and the like Fables, ſtudious Young-men are im- 

ſed upon, under pretence of Truth , becauſe they are 

icenſed and Approved by the Lofty Magnifique Deans 
and Profeſſors of Phyſick ; Innocent Youth 1s eaſily per- 
ſwaded that Truth lyes in the bottom of ſuch Trifles 
not knowing any more than their Maſters how to di- 
ſcern Truth from Falſhood. But what effeCt ſuch and the 
like things can have in an Art, is manifeſt by daily Expe- 
rience; ſo that it is grown, and not without cauſe, a 
common Proverb, Mentiris ut Medicus : Which therefore 
of all the Philoſophers , would rake pains to inſtruct ſich 
an Indocile, Quarelſume, and Sluggiſh Rour? he can- 
not do it without doing great Wrong to himſelf, and con- 
tracting an indelible ſtain of Infamy tohis Credit, Leave- 
ing therefore theſe proceſſes,which come not forth upon the 
Stage without the laughter of Learned Men ; 1 convert 
my ſpeech to the Studiers of Truth , and do affirm , That 
the Ancient Science of Phyſick doth not conſiſt in com- 
piling of Proceſſes and Receipts here and there ſurrepti- 
tiouſly raken up, and perhaps alſo but ill underſtood (of 
which Perſons the Proverb ſpeaks true , 


| Cam Charta cadit , tota Scientia vadit. 


He that for their Knowledze looks, 
Finds it nat ith'r Head, but Books. ) 


But in the true Underſtanding . and Knowledge of 
Things by their Cauſes, as Ariftorle hath rightly 
raught , /. 1. Phyſic. For he, that knows Things by 
their Cauſes, is not only ſaid to have Experience , 
but - ro know and comprehend Them perfectly. This 

1s 
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is the Foundation of the Ancient Phyſick.; and akhough, 
all Receipts with their-Exſcribers , Subſcribers, and Ap- 
provers, were utterly loſt and perifhed , yot this An- 
cicnt Science would remain unmoveable ; whoſe foun- 
dation I have faithfully diſcovered in my Hippoc. Chy- 
micus, by familiar and common Words and Examples ; 
but ſuch putative and empty Doters , by reaſon of 
the blindneſs of their minds, cannot reach to it( 1c: 
!t blindne&, ſecing all Knowledge is Light , and Igno- 
rance , Darkneſs ) as being long ſince excluded from 
the Knowledge of the Truth : Enough now concern- 
ing this diſguiſed Elementary Water. There are many 
ſuch like trifles packed together in the fore-named D:- 


ſpenſerery , which do not only caſt a blot upon Noble 


hyſick , but do alſo redound to the Ruin of our Neigh- 
bour ; Things ill got , becauſe not underſtood, will be as 
badly ſpent, But theſe things requiring a Volume Ly 
themiclves , I ſhall forbear further ſpeaking of them ar 
preſent , and return Whence I digreſſed , Common 
Salt doth not waſh our filth, therefore Sope cannot 
be made ofit. Hence it was, that Naxficca the Daugh- 
ter of King Alcinow , waſhed her Linnen out of a 
Fountain in the Sea-ſhore , as Homer notes, 6. Oayſſ. 
which Ariſtotle rightly refers to the perfeft mixture of 
this Salt , for ſeeing it hath no vacuity in it ( as Al- 
caly hath.) it can receive no filth into itſelf, 

Sal Alcaly 1s vacuous, and by conſequence imbibes 
filth , and Sope is .made of it ; becauſe it abſorbs the 
Occult Acid in the Oyl and Fat , which by a flow 
Concotftion are converted together into Sope, of a 
Salr taſte, as my Hippoc. Chymicwus hath it. 

Common Salt fortifies and ſtrengthens living Fleſh , 
it cures the Scab , Mangy, and other Diſeaſes of the 
Skin, as the Sea-fiſhers can witneſs; yea being mixed 
with Oyl, it cures Scalds. 

Sal Alcal; doth mortify and putrefy living Fleſh , 
as Potential Cauteries do witneſs; and the Hiſtory alſo 
ſhews, that it putrefyed a whole living-Man in a mo- 
ment , as it 1s mentioned in Hippocrates Chymicns , 
Chep. 4. 

Com- 
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Common Salt with Sand, paſſes not over into Glaſs, 
becauſe it is ſaturated with Acid. 

Sal Alcaly, with Sand , is melted into Glaſs , becauſe 
being deſtitute of Acid , ir receives into its Bewels the 
Acid of Flint, and by Fuſion , becomes of a Rocky 
Nature; as I ſhewed before. | 

Common Salt, makes Nitre impure , Sal Alcaly, 
cleanſes Nitre from all impurity, as my Hippoc. Chy- 
micus teaches, Chap. 8. 

So we Read in Holy Scripture, every Sacrifice ſhould 
be ſeaſoned with Salt, but no mention at all is made 
of Alcaly there. ! | 

So that it is manifeſt, from the Circumſtances a- 
bove-mentioned, That Meat Salt, or Common Salt; 
the Child of the Sun , and the Chiefeſt of all Salts, 
differs very much from Inane and Vacuous Alc4fy ; which 
therefore I have ſet one againſt another, that'it may 
appear to the Learned and Curious., that there is nor 
a grain of Saltin thoſe great Bodies of Innovators, who 
contend, That Sal Alcaly is a S«/ſ/am, and fo do igno- 
rantly perſwade their unskilful followers : For there are 
no more Salts in the Univerſe, than Acid and Alcaly; 
Acids are infinite , all which have one only Alcaly for. 
their foundation, in which rhey ſubſiſt, and are incor- 
porated , as I ſhall Ocutarly demonſtrate in the 6th. 
Chapter : So that all Salts, and all Things which 
are in the World , may, by an caſy method, be re- 
ferred tq Acid and Alcaly,; therefore it will not be a- 
miſs, yea pleaſant and acceptable , before I proceed, 

to ſubjoyn the Preparation of Medicinable Salts, 
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CHAP, V. 
The Preparation of Medicinable Stals. 


His ſhewed before, That there is nothing in the 
Univerſe, but Acid and Alcaly , of which Two, Na- 
ture compoſes all her works ; to which yet a Third doth 
alſo inſeparably adhere, as by degrees will be manifeſted : 
I ſhall now proceed to -confirm my Propoſition of Me- 
dicinable Salts , and to- ſhew , -what they are ; becauſe 
I have not found Their Nature hitherto deſcribed by 
any Man, and therefore I think it worth my Labour, 
to transfer the True way of their Preparation, out of 
my Hippoc. -Chymicws Chap.'21.' ito this place , which 
will likewiſe. declare their Eſſence, and Nature. Moft 
Wiſe Nature, in the 3. Chap. ſhews us the way , how 
het Spirit of the Air is coagulated and fixed , to wit', 
by Fire and Water (s. e. ) by the Sun Beams and by 
Rain , for unleſs' they both concur , the Sprrit returns 
to its Original ; which They find to be True, who en- 
deavour to prepare Salts our of dry Simples , for, in dry- 
27 *, the greateſt part doth exhale; and by how much 
the dryer they are left, the leſs quantiry of Salt is 
procured them; leaſt of all, yea nothing, from 
rotten Sticks and Wood ; which though with great Care 
you :reduce into Aſhes , yet you can elicite no Salt 
from them; but on the contrary , the freſher and 
newer they are burnt, a- greater quantity of Salt, will 
be- extracted there-from. Therefore , for the Prepara- 
tion of Salts , our- principle Care and Study ſhould be, * 
That the Herbs be freſh (ſee Chap. 3. ) for then, in con- 
cremation the innate Acid apprehends the Alcaly, and 
the Alcaly abſorbs , or ſucks up the Acid, and they 
are both fixed according to the property of the concrete , 
but from that part ( which flies away with the flame, 
and 
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and , not being ſufficiently bound in by the Acid, goes 

to Soot) you may eaſily extratt Volatile Alcaly. 
Let Green Wormwood be the Example, Take This , 
green as it is, :and burn it in a Chimney or open 
Place ( but Fumitory, or ſuch like Juicy Herbs , may 
be caſt Green and Freſh, into a Red Hot Furnace, 
and the Mouth-hole be ſhut , that it catch its Flame : ) 
flaming out is to be hindered as much as-we can, for 
it is ſufficient that it be turned into Afhes , though but 
black z which Aſhes are further to be Calcined in a 
large Earthen Por, and low, or upon a large Iron Plate, 
of a lifted up edge; Coals being kindled under , in 
the Wind Furnace , to the end that the litcle Door may 
be opened or ſhut, as there is need : The Aſhes are 
always to be ſtirred with an Iron Spatule , till they 
be very white. Note that the proceſs made this way 
is and muſt be more Sweet and Benigne, than that 
mentioned , Chap. 3. in the Preparation of Alcaly; for 
There the Aſhes are ſtirred and agitated with aquick 
flame , which are therefore called, Clavellated, or Pot- 
aſhes; bur here the Fire- muſt nor touch the Aſhes, but 
they muſt be ſpread-on a large Iron , or Earthen Plate, 
or Table , which muſt not enter the mouth of the Fur- 
nace ( ſee the Contents of my Hippoc. Chymicws , in the 
above-cited Chapter.) Lay the Aſhes on a Linnen Acumi- 
nated Bag, or, if there be few of them, on Acuminated 
Paper, and pour Common Water on them , which, 
running through them, being pregnant with Salt, is cal- 
led - a Lixivinum, or Lye ; Coagulate this ſtrained Lye, 
with a quick Ebullition , in a Frying Pan, not greaſed 
in the Kitchin, and make it up into a Maſs, which , 
when it begins to thicken like Honey , you muſt c6n- 
tinually move with a Spatslr, and-it will be dryed up 
into a. Grey Powder , which you muſt preſently lay in 
a Pot not Glazed, with a Cover, ( the little Door of 
the Wind Furnace being ſopped ) and cover them with 
Small Coals, mixed with the Powder of the ſame Coalg 
teifarely heat it', unto Brunity , mot: making it Red 
Hot, or melting it ;-when all is cooled, pur the Salr 
into a Glaſs Veſſel , and diffolve is ina ſufhcient:quan- 
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tiry of Water, ſtirring it between whiles, with a Wooden 
Stick , till the whole be diſſolved : afterwards let it 
reſt for two or three dayes, when it is clear, pour it 
forth from the Lees, without much ſtirring , andin a 


'Leaden or Glaſs Veſſel placed in Sand, ſuffer the Wa- 


ter to exhale withour bubbles, tilt a Saline Curicle ap- 
pear : Then remove the Veſſel , and the next morning 
gather up the Splendent Grains of Salt , which arc to 
be waſhed with clear Water, with a quick motion, and 
dryed; pur the remaining Lye again into Sand , that 
the Water may exhale , as before, unto the Curicle, 
Both theſe Salts are to be kept together joyntly in 
one Veſſel. It is to be obſerved, that Salts this way 
ſweetly prepared , do reſemble the Crs of their Con- 
cretes, the reſt of the Lixivium being of an Urine-like 
taſte and ſtinking ſmell , is to be left for wafhing of 
Glafſes. This is the eafic and natural way toprepare 
Salts of Vegetables, which do'never melt of themſelves, 
neither are of an ungrateful taſte z for they are com- 


pounded of their Acid and Alcaly by Copncre- 
mation : A pound FfTheſe Aſhes yields almoſt four Ounces 


of the pureſt Salt, but four Pound of the Aſhes of dry. 
Herbs will ſcarce afford one Ounce of Salt.

T hat the- Seminal Vertue of all things s Acid, and 
that Acids lead Alcalyes ad Lubitum , and that 
every Acid Liquor « a Solution of Acid-Salt in 


Elementary Water. 


Have ſhewed before that Water would be coagulated 

by the force of Fegetable Sulpher, into That, of whoſe 
Determination S»phwr was : It is the property of Su/phnr 
to be Occultly Acid and Pingu@us , as I have ſhewed in 
Chap. 2; which in Vegetables is always Volatile, wk 
Ls ake- 
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» Take therefore cithcir Wood, or Meal(whoſe Spirittheſe 
Magnifick Ridiculous Mefers do -proclaim and approve 
for Acid Spirit of Sal MArmoniack,) or any ſimple Yegera- 
ble , whatever itbe; yea, or the very grains of Kermes , 
and Diſtil through a Retort the Pinguous Acid Liquor , 
which is called, and is, S»lphur of the Grains of Kerwes ; 
or any other Yegetablggk, which their Maſterſhips hitherto 
were ignorant of) | this Liquor pour Alcaly of Tar- 
rar (Which anſwers to Water, the Fire being taken away, 
as my —_— Chymic. teaches Chap. 10.) till the Srrepirms 
ceaſe ; ſtrain this Compoſirum through Paper, and dry it 
up by cegrees into the conſiſtency of Honey, and the 
Tartar of the Grains of Kerwes, or, as ſome call it, 
The eſſential Sale , will concrete in it when it is cold: But 
if youdeſire toturn it into Pure Salt, heat it in a Pot not 
Glazed , ſcarce toBrunity , only that the exceeding Pin- 
guouſneſs may deflragrate; or elſe pur it into a Retort, 
and diftil the Oyl from the empty Cuppel : Diflolve the 
black Maſh. with Common Water, let the Solution reſt 
for three days, till it be clear, then pourc it out leaſure- 
ly , and in aGlaſs Veſſel placed in; Sand, Exſiccate it to 
the Cmtricle , and the next morning you may collect a Salr 
of the ſame Vertue, that the Acid, which you poured on 
the Alcaly , was off, ſo that the Alcaly is brought ro the 
will and pleaſure of the Alcelyay KY 

As the Acid Liquor diftilled from the Grains, doth Im- 
pregnate the Alcaly with its Vertue , which from thence 
receives its determination , ſo that it may be called , and 
is Salt of grains of Kermes; So alſo poure diſtilled Vinegar 
on the ſame Alcaly , as much as it can imbibe (5. e. ) to 
Saturity ; which you may know when the Strepirus cea- 
ſeth , and the ſmell of Vincgar breaths our ; gulate 
the Impregnated Alcaly to — and though the Vi- 
negar was diſtilled and the Alcaly of Tarter moſt Pure , 
yet the Coagulam is very Impure, Sordid, and Black, by 
reaſon of the Pinguouſneſs of the Vinegar ; which bein 
ſeparated , doth therefore catch or conceive Flame. Dif 
folve this black Maſs in clear Water; let as muchas is diſ- 
ſolved, reſt for three days, then ſeparate through Paper, 
the Pure from the Impure z dry the Pure agaip , as 7

and you ſhall have Regenrrat:d Tartar ; Diſtil this oit of 
a Retort, as we do - WE of Wine-, and it will afford an 
Oyl, more or leſs Fetid ( accordiflg to the quality of the 
Wine, of which the Vinegar was made; ) and a bitteriſh 
Liquor , ſuch as Common Tartar is wont to yield. The 
Faces, or Caput Mortunm , unleſs by the vehemency of 
the Fire it be turned to Glaſs , yougpuſt again diflolve in 
clear Water, and ſtrain and -e it into true Flcaly 
of Tartar , as if it were left of the Common ; So that the 
ſame Alcaly of Tartar being Impregnated with Acid Sul- 


phur from the Grains of Kermes, follows the nature there- 


of, and becomes Salt of grains of Kermes; and the ſame 
Alcaly Impregnated' with Vinegar , imitates the nature 
of the Vinegar, and performs that which Tartar of Wine 
doth; Iike as a Woman , who being Married to a Man, 
loſes her Father's Name, and takes that of her Husband : 
For Nature is alike in-all things , as Pythagoras, and af- 
ter him, Hippecraret have taught, Bur I have a greater 
thing in my mind ; yet. before I come to it, I muſt repeat 
ſome Experiments' out of my Hippocrates Chymicus. Diſtil 
therefore out of a'Retort, with an open Fire, Common 
Salt with four parts of Bel: Arwonick; all of them firſt re- 
duced into a fine Powder ( it will ſucceed more happil 
if they be mixed and blended rogether , for then they will 
eaſily fall through theWieve ) goure the Acid Liquor 
which comes-forth , on the Pure Alcaly of Tarrar, till the 
Strepitus ceale pand the Alcaly be Impregnated ; Exhale 
this Mixture in a Glaſs Veſſel, with a gentle heat, orelſe at 
the Sun, until the Film or Cuticle conerete a-top, and the 
next morning, wheit all is cooled, you ſhall have fplen- 
dent grainsof Common Salt ; So that the ſpirit of Salt in 
the Alcaly of Tartar returns into true Common Salr. 

As you have done with Common Salt , ſb in like manner 
do with Nitre, whole ſpirit in the Alcaly of Tartar be-. 
comes true Nirre, conceiving Flame, and is a Remedy 
for the Dninzey ; ſee — Chap. 21. So alſo 
an Ac.dSpirsr is elicired from Allam , with which let the 
Alcaly of Tartar be ſo far 'impreghared , as above-ſirid , 
till the hiffing ceaſe; which Liquor in a ſoft Fire is coa- 
gulatedinto Allum ; fothat the Acid Spirir, not gnly - 
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ly of all Vegetables, but of all middle ſort of Minerals , 
re-afumes a body in the Alcaly, and becomes the ſame 
thing , from whence the Acid Spirit was drawn forth. 
But the Acid of Sulphur , becomes not Sulphur in the 
Alcaly,becauſe it hath loſtits terreous pinguouſhelſs by the 
Flame ; but it is ſublimated into True Sulphur , with 
Sand or Flints ground to Powder , for it finds in them 
That to which it may affociate it ſelf and oyerchme 
it, as Hippoc. Chymicus ſhews, Chap. 21. 

Theſe Feperintigh do evince the Truth of That , 
which is laid down in the_'x.* Chapter, viz. Thar, the 
Spirit of the World ,, or Child of the Sun, is Acid and 
Pinguous ; and that this Pinguouſneſs or Sulphur doth 
participate of a third , -which, as I have ſhewedin the 
ſaid firſt Chapter , doth inſeparably*adhere to Fire and 
Water; which I will now marc clearly demonſtrate in 
Vitriol , an4 in the Anatome' thereof; wherefore it is 
vain, ignorant, and againſt all'Truth, what they ſcri- 
ble, viz, that Acids do not prevail over Alcalys, nor 
draw them hither and thither, as they pleaſe. 

To convince ſuch vain Talkers , diſtill the Spirit,out « aipan Vitri 
of dryed Vitriol , the common way , which is Acid © 
Sulphareous , which you muſt retify , - or diftill once 
more , out of a Retort , placed in an empty C ppel ; 
on which pour on leiſurely, fo much of the Alcaly of Tare 
tar, till the hiſſing and *ebullition ceaſe, ( for if you 
pour it in haſtily , they will both grow hot, by rea- 
ſon of the fiery Nature in both SubjeQts :) exhale the Alaly reges 
ſuperfluous , Inſtpid, and Aqueous Humour, ' till 'you »erated into 
ſee the appearance of a growing Cuticle. ( Here you Viv! 
mult obſerve ,#hat if both the Alcaly and the Acid were 
not firit ſufficiently: diluted, before their ConjunCtion, at 
their very firſt Meeting and Coalition, the White Pow- 
der of Vitriolated Tartar will fall , and there will be as 
Chryſtalline Grains produced ;) Then remove the' Veſe1 
from the heat, and- ſetit ini a cold place, 'and in' the 
morning you- ſhall” find Shining Grains ariſing and re- 
ſembling the form of Vitriol, becauſe the Acid Spirit 
hath drawn the Alcaly to'its own pleaſure (5. ce.) into 
the form of Vitriol, This White Vitriol , they call o_ 
rriodate 
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triolate Tartar , but I call it Regenerated Vityiol , what- 
ſoever the ignorant multitude do murmur to the con- 
trary : for the Acid of Flint in the Alcaly is rege- 
nerated into a Pellucid , Frangible, Rocky Subſtance, 
which afterwards neither Fire , nor :any Acid Liquor 
can deſtroy ; as I have ſhewed in its place concerning 
Flint ; and ſhall ſhew hercafter , concerning Coral. 
The Occult Acid of Oyl, inthe Alcaly, isregenerated 
into Pinguous Salt Sope. X 
The Acid of Grains of Keywes in the ſame Alcaly, be- 
comes the Son of Kermes (5. e. ) Salt. < 
The Acid of Common Sat in the ſame Alcaly becomes 
2 Salt of the ſame Nature. 
The Acid of Nitre in Alcaly , becomes True Nitre , 
concciving Flame and is a remedy for the Quin zey. 
The Acid of Allum in Alcaly , becomes True Allum ; 
The Acid of Wine.in Alcaly becomes Tartar , and all 
the other Acids, are regenerated in Alcaly their Mo- 
ther : Why ſhould not then the Acid of Yuriol , rege- 
Mexut/FyQhe nerated in Alcaly, be called regeneratedVitriol? lsit be- 
Wiſdom ef -" "cauſe it is not blackned with Gauls, as Vieriel ofIron is; 
— their gr becauſe it cannot be diſtilled as Common Yitrio! may, 
n folly. as ſomefooliſhly give forth, but why will you fantaſti- 
cally put a force upon Natere from thoſe Accidents 
which are not common. to all Vitriol? Surely that Wiſe 
Moſtriſs doth little eſteem not only the contumelies of 
venemous Tongues ;. but ſhe doth as much under- 
value the old doting Fables of Wordy Doors, who 
refuſe to learn. Attend therefore diligently, that you 
may be informed, That: asI have ſhewed a little before 
of Acids, They bring :Alcahes to their will , ſo it muſt 
needs happen here; For when Natural Acid hath by 
chance corroded immature Iron, then they are both co- 
agulated into Vitriol of Iron z which being mingled with 
Juice of Galls, yjelds a black colour, by. reaſon of the 
oh Iron, and not by reaſon, of the Acid. And when the ſame 
' Natural Acid hath by chance corroded immature Cop- 
per, then they are both coagualed into Vitriol of Cop- 
' per; which, though mixed with Juice of Galls , grows 
: not black ; yer it is, and is alſo called both by the a” 
LS u 
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ful and Unskilfgl, Yirriol, That Natural Acid drawn 
forth by Diſtillation , when it hath corroded Iron, is co- 
agulated again into V:triol of Iron, of a green colour. 

The ſame Acid when it hath corroded Copper , they are 
both coagulated into Vitriol of an * Azure colour. 

So the ſame Acid , when it hath corroded Alcaly of Tar- 
tar, they are both coagulated into Vitriol of a White co- 
lour, whichis nothing elſe but regenerated /Vitriol , as my 
Hippocrates ſhews Chap. 17. Which BookI would wiſh you 
to read over before you rail againſt the Works of Nature. 

But why your Common Vitriolate Tartay cannot be diſtil- 
led, I will now clearly-demonſtrate ; That Natural Aci- 
dity , which hath corrodedIron , being Healthful , Grate- 
ful, and Precious, is ſought after by many , but found by 
few; 1 ſay, This is attempted to be extracted out of the 
corroded and immature Metal, by Art, and the help of 
Fire in Diſtillation ; but ſeeing it cannot never be alone ( as 
Kip.de Dies. hath taught)it eabily carries off withiirits like 
( i.e.) the Immature and Volatile Metalline Swiphwr, be- 
cauſe the wind carries bothin its womb, and it becomes 
Common Spirit of Vitriol , Auſtere and Corrofire , by 
reaſon of the-inſeparable immature Metalline Su/phwr mix- 
ed withir. 

This Common and ſouriſh Liquor of Vitriol, however 
rectified, yet contains4nit the Sulphureous Liquamen of 
the Metal , upon thisground that it can wever be aloxe, as in 
the progreſs will clearly appear. If this Spirit , or Li- 
quor, be poured 'on Alcaly of Tartar, untilthe noiſe ceaſe , 
The Alcaly is impregnated, but not with a Natural, but 
a Metalline Acid , theAuſterity of the immature Metal- 
line Sulphur , having the dominion; and ſo a Sox is be- 
gotten, which muſt needs reſemble the properties of his 
Father (5. e. ) be fixed and conſtant in the Fire. Loy 
here your DoForſhjps may ſee the reaſon why your Vitri- 
olate Tartar cannot be Dilitilled? For in that inſtant of 
Coition , whenthe more powerful is embraced by the 41- 
caly ,' The third, becauſe it is weak is ſtrangled and ſlain; 
as will appear by little and little to the Reader, This is 
That, which the barren approvers, with thoſe which 
went before them, were hitherto ignorantof, 
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Ido call (together with the companywof Ancicnt Phi- 


loſophers) This Son of Metalltne Sulphur, Regencrated 


Vitricl , becauſe it hath laid down its Iron , or Earthly Bo- 
dy , and ſhines again, re-produced ina brighter form. 

Wherefore the ſoul of the imperfect Metal, hid in the 
tovre Acid Spirit, forms to it felf a Fixed Body in the 41- 
caly of Tartar, Whence it clearly appears, That rhe Spirir 
1s the Vehicl: of the Soul , and the Vinculum, binding, Soul 
and Body together; which in the ſubſequent Diſcourie 
will morc evidently appear to the Studious Lovers of the 
Truth. 
Ler us now hear Baſilius Valentings , ſpeaking of this 
1Iwo-fo!ld Spirit of Virriol (not to mention mine own Ex- 
pericnce) in His Book called, Repctitio Lapidis Magni, 
1n theſe words, And that you may underſtand Vitriol , ſays 
he, you muſt know that it bath two Spirits , a White and 2 
Red ; the White us white Sulphur, the Rea i red Salphar ; 
H: that hath Ears to hear, let him hear ; Andlet him diligently 
mark, and forget it not , for-it is 4 difficult ſaymg , and wvery 
word 5s of great weight ; the White Spirit of Vitriol is Acid, 
amiabl: , very grateful to the Stomach , likg Nettar ro thz 
Bowels, and profitable for Univerſal Concoction ; but the Red 
is much more Acid , and more wcighty than the White, and 
therefore re; wires a lonror time to be extrathed by Diſtillation, 
Hitherto Baſil us. He that deſires more , let him conſult 
the citcd placc, the words are of great weight , and for 
00d reaſon cited and tranſcribed here. 

If therefore the compoſition of Yirriol be of the Natu- 
ral Acid, amialic, and of a ſwect ſmell, like Nectar to 
the Imvards; in which no tenſible 6iring 18 perceived by 
the Tongue, but a ſpiritual and grateful acidity ( Lee 
Liflms, Acid Waters ; and Experience , be all wwnctlcs ) 
andof Immature Sulphyrcous Metal , which Iwo canner 
roibly be ſevered by Diſtillation ; for the Natural Acidi- 
ty, which is highly Volatile, aſcends not witiont its Com- 
paaion, the Acid Sulphur of the immarure Metal, becauſe 
It caniot 62 alon?, AF 1 have ſhewn out of Hippocrares , 
and have alſo learned by expericnce;' 1t remains there- 
forc that it muſt be catch'd by crafty. hands , and tliat 


in 4 fit time t00,, when it 1s aflecÞ. 
There 
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There are many private ways, Which the Studicrs-ef 
Natures Secrets may take to procure this grateful and 
much ſought for Acid, which though many, yet all con- 
di:ce to one end, as Gebcy rightly obſerves ; yer This way 
is not to bedeſpiſed, though the ignorant do contume- 
liouſly charge 1t to procure vomiting , and raiſe many o- 
thcr Symptoms, Ah unhappy Patients ! whar Miniiters 
of Nature have you got ? I ipeak not to deaf ones , as 
being uncapable, but to you who love the Truth , 1 de- 
vote and otter this my work. 

Ditfolve then Virreal of Tron (Ifay of Iron, which hath 
no ſmell of Copper ; if This cannot be had, prepare 
That as Natufe her ſelf ſhews the way , H:'ppoc. Chymic. 
Chap. 28. For That which is Artificial , of the Diltil- 
led Acid of Vitriol and Iron, will not ſerve here; ſee 
Hippoc. Chymic. Chap. 17.) The Roman 1s the belt; Inſtill 
into this clear Solution, the pureſt Alcaly of Tartar, 
which preſently attracts and contumes the Natural Acid ; 
The Acid and Alcaly do not wax hot in this Con- 
 JunRion , as before in the Common Preparation of YVurs- 

olate Tartar; becaufe the Fire, or the Sulphur of the 
Immature Metal covets the Fire , .axd for the greateſt 
part is ſeparated from the Natural Spirit , as by degrees 
I ſhall Mechanically demonſtrate ad ocu/am. If this Com- 
poſition ſeem to thee roo thick, 1o that the Immature 
Metal cannot fall down, dilute it with Water , -and it 
will the ſooner fall. Let it not be tedious to thee, to find 
the Moment of Saturation , which after the firſt Filtra- 
tion will caſily follow ; orif the Alcaly do overcome 
'the Acid , ir produces no other inconvenience, then 
the lols of time mm digeſtion , That the Immature Me- 
tzl may ſulyjide (lee 14ippre. Chymicus Chap. 10.) Exhale 
ſealurely, unto 'the Cunicle, the clear Liquor placed in 
a Bath' of Dew in a Glaſs Vetlel ( being acuminated un- 
der or in the bottom , to rhe end, that if there he any 
'of the Immature Metal , it may be ſeparated in the 
hear at the bottom ) and when 'tis cold , you ſhall find 
Splendent Chryitals, which do neither heat nor turn the 
itomach, as Common Vitriolate Tartar doth ; for they 
have not the Sowre and-Corrofive Sulphureous Liqua-

men of the Immature Metal , and therefore are much. 
to be prized in Phyſick. Lo here the Rudiments out 
of the Hippocratical and Pythagorical School , which 
are enough for the Ingenious; neither is it lawful to 
diſcover All plainly; Theſe and many other Things are 
to be reſerved for Ozr followers : Concerning the Ver- * 
tucs of this YVitriotate Tartar , ſee Crollias, and you will 
act ſecurely : | ſay na more ,. for it ſhews ir ſelf to be 
a moſt powerful Hercul:s. 

'Tis truce indeed, That one Ounce of thts Vitriolate 
Tartar , requires at the beginning about three Ounces of 
Alcaly , becauſe firſt it mortifies the Immature Sulphur 
of the Metal, and afterwards. draws forth the Natural 
Acid. An Example of which Operation I have given 
Chap. 3. concerning the Lsxiviam of Sope-boilers, viz. 
where Vegetable Alcaly doth firſt mortifie the Acid of 
the Calcined Flint, which is unfit for the Lye, and doth 
COncrete it into a rocky ſubſtance, for contraries are Coa- 

wlated by contrarics ; and afterward the ſame Vegetable 

Alcaly doth elicite and draw forth from: ths Calcined 
Flint a moſt powerful Alcaly, becauſe like is difſobved .. 
draw, and joyned to its like ; The fame Action is alſoper- 
formed in this our regenenerated Vitriol ( or Vitriolate Tar- 
tar, call it as you pleaſe) yet with this difference, That 
the Alcaly of Tartar is turned'with the Immature Me-_ 
tal into its Coagulum ; and afterwards it abſorbs the 
Natural Acid ; which difference is to be obſerved , be- 
cauſe it is uſeful; Sec alſo Hippoc. Chymicus Chap. 3. and 4. 
where the Example of Sope is not without Cauſe pro- 
pounded, nor is it to be thought uſeleſs, as heedteſspeos 
ple' think. This owr Vitriolate Tartar is not conſtane in 
the Fire, but for the half Volatile, according to the pro- 
perty of the Father which begat it, whereas on the con- 
trary the Common Tartar- remains conſtant in the Fire, 
by reaſon of the Metalline _—_— » Which the Alcaly 
had imbibed , and therefore it isnot Volatile or Diſtilla- 
ble,becaufe it hath not got the Metalline Soul, which per- 
ſeveres in Fire , as I have abore likewiſe ſhewed. 

If therefore Spirit of Common Yitriol be informed with 
the Soxl of Copper or Iron , 'tis no wonder if being 

poured 


poured on theſe Two perfect Metals , it diſſolves Them, 

and with Them, make a counterfeit ſhew of Yitr:el; for, 
like is eaſily joyned to like, .fire to fire , water to water 
Spirit of Vitriol , being diſtilled , delights im Sulphur ; 
and in its like in Mars and Yen, it is pleas'd with it, 

it pierceth into their Bowels, it diffolverh both Merals. 

and againaſlumes a body, and with Them, reſembles 

Natural Vitr.ol, But having no Dominion over Them, 

it cannot perfect the ſaid Metals, becauſe it hath no 

more than 1s ſufficient for its own ſuſtentation ; for if 
you again ſeparate the Acid from the aid Metals, by 

Diſtillation, the ſame Spirit of Vitriol-will return as you 

poured it on , neither perfecter nor betrer , andthere- 

maining Capat Mortuam is melted into the. ſame Copper, 

that it was, before it was difſolved, or into Crocus May- 

1:5, if it had diſſolved the Iron without any alteration; 

neither doth it come forth better, or worſe then other 

Crocuss, however prepared, as I have ſhewed , and. 
ſhall further ſhew; for Natzre is the ſame un every thing, . 
as both Pythagoras and —_— have taughr. 

If therefore Spirit of Vitriol make an impreſhon on 
Copper , by means of Sulphur ( as | have fhewed) and 
yet can take away nothing of the Vertue of the Copper, . 
either by Maceration , or Solution, Coagulation and 
Diſtillation z much leſs can other Acids, of what kind 
ſoever? It is both admirable and pleaſant throughly to 
ſearch into this Matter, for it'is of great concern- 
ment , 'as to the Common-wealth of Medicine , © alſo - 
to all Yirtweſi, and tothe Numerous, the Famous, and 
in our times , the Flouriſhing Company of Aperheraries. 
Make therefore e/£rwygo, or Verdigreaſe, of thin Plates 
of Copper with Recenr Grapes , . thin Websof Linnen 
or Silk being interpofed, adding thereto . whatſoever 
pleaſes you, in the rude way of operation, Vinegar , 
Urine, (of Women doubtkſs, otherwiſe it would not 
bear the Name of Ferns, ) Allem, and Nitre. The Deans 
of the Anſtrian and Norimber, Colledge, with the ogher 
Approvers, do affirm, That this miſceKany doth not, in 
time wax ſowr, yea that the Acid vapour of the ingre- 
dients cannot paſs through the thin web to the body = 
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'the*Copper to corrode it, but if this can ſavour (I will 


not ſay of Truth ) but of Probability , let the Skiltul 
judge: How eAra,o is made , Dieſcorides Teaches right- 
ly, and without fraud , Five Maſtcrlicis Theeves ard 
Robbers, kighting under the groſs Banner of Ignorance, 


- do aff2ult a frail Female , ( let modeſt youth take no- 
.tice , that this chaſte baſhſul Female 1s clad with a thin 


Vail , that ſhe may not appear naked in the ſight of 
Five tich Souldiers ) wio for along time makes a ftour 
rchiitanice ; but ſecing Hercyles himiclt cannot long with- 
ftand Two , ſhe at laſt 1s made a prey , and with one of 
the Robbcrs(s. e, ) Vinegar , as I ſhallſhew , ſheis turn-- 


cd into biring e£rwugo , imitating the nature of the Acid. 


This Matter 1s called by our Anceſtors Green e/Erno , 
Lut it hath not bcen called by the Name of Virol, bc- 
caule it hath not the properties of Vitriol ; ard therc- 
tore they called it e4r#z0, to intimate that the Five 
Robb.rs altogcther had not the force or power to ex- 
tract the lcait Vertue from the Copper, or of altering 
it in the leaſt point, but only of corroding its Corpo- 


.rcity.; for they have no dominion over It , neither do 


they return the richer from Ir : And though there bc 
many. that do bozit of ſuch a thing , yet thcir boaſt- 
ing is vain ; for. it 1s-citabliſhed by the Decree of the 
great -Creator , that the more noble ſhould not dege- 
nerate into , the leſs noble, or the. better , into the worſe , 
and1o paſs-into the ſervile form of a ſlave. | 
Wherefore Copper ( or if you will, Venus )is now turn- 
ed into Yerdigreaſe biting and rough, and is dillolved in 
Diſtilled Vinegar {£ out of which it was madc ) and a- 
ain-is Congealed into Yerdiyreeſe,, the Faces being re- 
jected, ©." This purged e/Erxgo or eroded Braſs , is 
diſtilled with an open Fire out of a plated Retorrt , 
and afrerwards is rectified out of Sand. Lo here, Thou 
Myſtes of Nature, This is that Spirit of Venus, and aſe- 
cret menſtruum , as Alcaheſt ( (ee Hippoc. Chymic. Chap. 
29;) which the Deans and Doctors of the Auſtrian and 
Norinberg Phyſick, with their Fellows, do afdorc tor the 
Son of Venns , of whom, -Epidtags ſayes well, Many are 


word-wiſe, not deed-wiſe, The progcity ard filthy liccu- 


touſncls 
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trouſneſs that Yenxs is accuſed of by the many , butvain- 
clamours of falſe witneſſes , viz. that It admits of Five. 
Lovers in one Act , hath drawn Philoſophers not only to- 
the admiration, buteven to the unbelict thereof; unleſs. 
they had alſo known, That in the Court of Accylation , 
a multitude of Witneſles is many timcs loathlome , and. 
ſuſpe&ted by the Judges ;z eſpecially fince they are not 
ignorant, that in Nature Love is ſo far from admiting 
Five, that it endures not a Third ; whence it is, That 
they rather give ſentence aginlt the Acculers, and lay , 
That as Venus upon; Examination, notwithſtanding the falſe 
Imputarions of her Accuſers, is found chaſte and conſtart 
to one Male ; ſo-it may likewiſe happen,. that any man 
may grow Famous from {ſich Accutations, as many have 
done , who were otherwiſe unknown. "Tis known to be 
True, That indeed Yenas is Laſcivious, and that ſhe ad- 
mits cvery Male, ( thar is all , Acids as well Occult as 
Manifeit, as Vinegar, Oyl, Suet, Sugar, Honey, Cc, 
I ſay, they alt wax green with Copper ), without any 
diticrence into her Imbraces ; ſo that all Males arc not 
in Love( 5. e. ) wax green ) with Her. Put (witneſs Al- 
caly , the Mother of Natural Things ) She 1s r.cvcr ra- 
viſhed with the delight of any of them, to 4 del guings., 
but only with her own Brother, But that this dufcourte 
ray appear more clear , we will fetch the Dactrine 
of it a little higher , viz. Thar tlic Acid of every Ve- 
getable , drawn foreh cither-by Fermentation or -1N1- 
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ttllation , or Expretlion,.. whether it be Occuli or Ma- 


nifelt, if 16 be poured on the Alcaly gf Tecrtar doe in- 
form the ſame Alcaly , witi tac Sl of That , rom 
whence it was taken ; and it is made a Salt of thi ſamc 
Acid Nature, as I have ſhcewed in the beginaing, of this 
Chapter, by the Grajnes of Xcras (in whicithe Deans 
with their Fellows deny. that there is any Agd ( 7. e,.) 
any Seminal Vertue ), and by Meal (out of which They 
boaſt thcy can, dillull cid Spirit Of $41 Armoniact, i, 1CC 

allo N:ippec. Chymic, Chap: 2, and the end of Chap, 17. 
So allo Vinegar of Wine, Jiltilled and cajt upon Al- 
caly of Tartar, to laticty, is Coagulatcd into Tartar, 
and tl a: of the ſame Nature withthe-Wine from whence 
te 
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the Vinegar was'taken. This Tartar , if ic be diſtilled 


out of a Retort, with Fire of Sand, or anopen Fire , 
rhere comes forth a fat Oyl and bitteriſh Liquor ; as 
in the Diftillation of Common Tartar. 

1 have alſo ſhewed-the ſame thing , in the beginning 
of this Chapter, concerning Nitre, concerning Salt,con- 
cerning Allum , and alſo concerning Vuriol; for all Acid 


Liquor joyned with Alcaly, doth impregnate it with the 
.Sowlof that Body from which it was reduced, and forms 


a Body to it ſelf ad Lubitum.( i.e. ) hke its own proper 
Nature. 

Let us ſee now , fora Tryalof the Verity and Glory 
of Noble Phyſick, whether That Vinegar Diſtitled from 
Verdigreaſe ( which they do fo ſolicitouſly endeavour to 
keep from the Examen of Learned Men. )be the Leg it:- 
.mate Son of Venus, or no ? 

I have ſhewed , That Acid is the one only Spirit of 
the World, and the Child of the Sun, which is not found 
.naked upon the earth, bur refuſing to be alone, It aſſumes 
Matter, wherewith it dwells, encreaſeth, regerminates, 
and is multiplied, ſometimes as the Artificer pleaſes, for 
'his proper ends. This when it falls on the ſeed @f Cop- 
per ( that I may ſo ſpeak) it cloaths it ſelf with the 
Nature of D__ in a long and laborious work ; There- 
fore it is not rable from Copper it ſelf, unleſs by 
'the total deſtruction of the Copper , as the example of 
Salt of Tartar in my Hippoc. ing ng Chap 10. doth ſhew; 
for carrying init , the leaſt Odor of a Mctalline Nature, 
At cannot. deſcend to the Nature of Vegetables, And the 
ſame Spirit falling upon the Seed of a Vine, Clothestt 
ſelf there with the indoles of the Vine, and inlike man- 
ner cannot «ſcend to the Nature of Minerals ; as I have 
-demonſtrated out of Lally , and by Experience : yea it is 
not ſeparated from thc Diſpoſition or Indoles of the 
Vine, unleſz, being difſolved or looſned from its Body by 
'Natureand Art, it returnto the Element of Air, whence 
it came-, as Hippec. Chymic. in the fore-cited 10. and r8. 
Chapters ſhews. The ſameis alſo to be underſtood of 
Salt, of Vitriol., of Nitre, and of all the Things in the 
Workd ; for this cauſe, becauſe Art cannot create Seeds; 
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he that boaſts he cando it, Coſmopolita proves him to 
be a Dzceiver; ſo thatevery Spirit, cither Occultly or 
Manifeſtly Acid , hath but one only Sox within ir, with 
which, it being inſeparably joyned, doth conſtitute the 
Form of That Body, in which it determines to dwell ; 
trom which , weha it 1s extracted, and again inſtilled 
upon a new Alcaly ; and 1s abſorbed by it, it takes upon 
it the like Body, wherewith it was cloathed before , 
or from whence it was firit extracted , but Ahat Body 
ſomewhat clearer ; an Infallible Argument , That a 
4pirit cither Occultly or Manifeltly Acid , is the Vehi- 
cle of the Soul, and the Bond uniting Soul and Body ro- 
gether : And unleſs the Spirit of all Things 11 rhe Uni- 
verie were Acid, It could not inviſibly carry in its Belly 
or Womb the Anima or Sorl of the Body; as Hermes 
and Experience Teach. 

Let us now return to the Child new born , which the 
Sworn -Servant of Fenws have lately begun ro nomi- 
nate and to, commend for the Son or Spirit of Vengs, 
peremptorily alſo affirming , That, Thes hath drawn 
mughty Vertues, from his Mother or Copper z but they con- 
{ider not, that the Vertues of Things, as allo the force 
of Purgatives, do conlift in their Soul; which I have 
ſhewed in the firſt Chapter, to be a Child of the Sun, and 
to be inſeparably joyned to the Spirit of that Thing , 
both which do conſtitute that Eximious Vertue, which 
is in Copper : which Spirit ought again to manifeſt it 
{elf in Alcaly, if it did flow in an Acid form, as Ihave 
experimentally ſhewed to the Eyc , concerning other 
Spirits , and concerning Alcaly of Tartar. Let us now 
proceed to Experience, and to make Trial of this Acid , 
and ReEifyecd Spirit of Yenws, ſaturated to Suficiency , 
with Alcaly of Tartar, as I have formerly taught con- 
concerning Salt, Vinegar , and Diſtilled Nitrez (s.e.) 
Thus, Four ſo much of- This Spiricon the Alcaly of Tar- 
rar, till the hiiſing ceaſe ( nearupon <qual parts ) ſulter 
the abounding , or exceccing Flegme to exhale , or if 
you will , diltill ir carefully to Siccity ( dittill thar 
Flegm frym an high Glaſs in Baineo, and there will 
come forth Aqua Ardens, ſee 11ippoc. Chywic. Chap. 18.) 
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and you ſhall find regenerated Tartar of the ſame Nature , 
Condition and Property , that That was , which was a- 
bove generated from Vinegar of Wine ; for its the very 
ſame; for if it hid any thing of the Nitre , the Allum, 
or the Copper hid in it, as they ignorantly give forth , 
they would all be manifeſted in the Alcaly of Tartar ; 
as I have Mechanically ſhewcd above. But it muſt needs 
be, th at This Spirit can have no other Inſtruments but 
diſtilled Vinegar, ſince it can only make a Body of Tar- 
rar for it ſelf : Whence this Spirit hath been preſently - 
known by Philoſophers , not for the Immortal Son of 
Venw, or as Alcaheft , but for the True Genuine Brother, 
of Vinegar of Win: ; and that not Spurious neither , as 
my Revilers and Reproachers have publiſhed to the World, 
bur the Legitimate Son of the Vine, which hereafter will 
count it an impious thing to be reviled by unskilful 
Maſters ; Therefore in this regeneration, He was willing 
again to diſcover himfelf to the Curious , and to the 
Lovers of Truth, for the True and Nataral Broth:y of 
Vinegar of Wine (5. e.) for Diſtilled Vinegar. Now that 
nothing . may be wanting to this Enquiry , but all doubr 
taken away, viz. that This Spirit , which they dream to 
be the Child of Venus , hath acquired n» Conſtancy, no. 
Immortality, or excellent Vertues from the Copper, nor 
that it is, as Alcaheſt , as the Deans with their Fellows 
do cant, you may learn by this Experiment. Take this 
regencrated Taytar ( to wit , from the Imaginary Spirit of 
Venw , and the Alcaly of Tartar ) diftill It out of a Re- 
tort , as you did before, and there will extil an Oyl 
of a loathſome ſmell, together with a. bitteriſh Water; 
as I have ſhewed a little before from r:gencrated Tartar, 
out of ſimply Diſtilled Vinegar : Our of what hath been 
ſpoken, it appears, that whatſoever is diſtilled from the 
Alcaly of Tartar, which is impregnated with Diltilled 
Vinegar (. e. ,) the birteriſh Water , Aqua Ardens, and 
the Oy! , taking Flame, the ſame thing is diſtilled from 
Alcaly of Tartar, impregnated with fained' Spirit of 
Venus , to wit, bittcriſh Water, Agua Ardens, ard Oy! 
taking Flame :; and ſo, That Spirit of Venus ,. ſince. it 
hath all the Properties and Operatious of Vinegar, is 
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nothing elſe,nor never willbe,than d:ſ#-11:4/inzgar,Witnels 
Ariſterl: and Experience. Bur leaving this puny g-vain, 
and futile Society, to pleaſe themſelves in their Poliſh 
DerreCtings , I convert my Speech to you , O ye" fa- 
mous Lights of the World, That you may judge ofthe 
Truth herein ,* not that I would trouble you, ro vindi- 
cate it ſrom the fained and raſh Contumelies of ſuch cla- 
morous Reprozchers, ſince it appears out of Pliny, That 
when Frogs croak more than ordinary:, it is a ſignof 
a Tempeſt enſuing : ſuppoſing then , but not granting, 


that one drop of Acid contains only the 8200 part of 


the Eximious Vertue of Copper, Ifay , this ſoſmall parr, 
ought yet under the heatof Fermentation, to extend 
it ſcif, and to regenerate , if notin Vegetable Alcaly , 
yet at leaſt in. Meralline , as the order of Fermentation 
elſewhere ſhews ; ſo that it would turn , though not 
much , yet a ſmall quantity of the Metalline Alcaly , 
into Copper , no otherwiſe, then the Vertue of Acid 
Vegetables, andthe mid-fort of Minerals doth tranſmute 
Alcaly of Tartar into a Salt of its own proper Nature, 
as I have before ſaid and proved; but as the Antecedent 
and their Premiſes are falſe and ſavour of groſs ignorance, 
ſo is the Conſequence. Again, ſuppoſing, but nor granting, 
That Vinegar did carry off with it , ſuch eximious Ver- 
tues from Copper (as my unlearnedly and without truth 
affirm ) yet I could never find,cither amongſt Philoſophers 
or Phyſicians, that It was aſſumed within the Body, bur 
whatſoever was got from the Copper was always uſed 
outwardly for Chirurgical Operations. And although 
mighty Vertues might be drawn forth and diftilled out 
of Copper by Vinegar, which I have ſhewed'to be im- 
poſſible, why is not the ſame Eximious Vertue drawn 
forth, with leſs labour, out of immature Copper, ſince 
it is caſier to go one Mile, than two? Why thould my 
regencrated Vitriol , prepared from Crude Vitriolof Mars, 
procure monſtrous Vomitings and Suttfocations, jf you 
draw forth ſuch Eximious Vertues from mature Cop- 

er by Vinegar; to which'you ſubJoyn theſe lofty, but 
moſt falſe words , This #oſÞ' praiſe-worthy Spirit , is not 
enly of great uſe in Phyſick ;* ſeeing ; highly Cures and Re- 
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lieves the Epilepſy , Appolexy , Hiſterical and Hypochonari- 
atal {5 ha oy D = p. the L .quor Aleahih, and not 
as other Acid Spirits , which by Solution do ſuffer ' and arc 
d.ſtroy:d, an ſo turned into another. ens See Hippoc. Chy. 
7c. Chap. 29. 

Now let thc Reader, who loves the. Truth , judge , 
whether any thing could have been deviſed more fortiſh, 
thanto affirm That the regenerated Vitricl of Plulolophers 
educed from an Immature Mine of Irons, pernicious and 
deadly, when we ſee , that every year ſojne Myriads 
of Men do drink, even in great quantity, Acid Waters , 
ſaturated with Immature Iron and Natural Spirit , and 
that with great benefit and advantage ; and allo That 
the great Imaginary Vertue , extracted with Vinegar 
out of Mature Copper (if there were any ſuch ) 1s a 
Panacea. I may very aptly apply hither , That of Planu- 
tw, nothing can be more- fooliſhly , ſortiſhly , or fallly 
ſpoken. | 

It remaines that we bring. That moſt praiſed Spirit of 
Venus, Which they ſay is as Alcabeſt, by diliolving 
{ome Body unto-an Examen. 

Now Alcah:ſt is deſcribed by Helmont to be an Exi- 
mious Liquor , ( a )ti be got by the Art or Labour of S0- 


' Phia ( b: ) which doth not only reſolve every viſibl: Body mto- 


1ts firs Matter, ( C.) but 1s moreover Immortal and [n- 
corruptable (d.) it putrifics Nature, and takes away all 
Diſeaſes ( e. but 3: 15 not given to putative and empty D.tt- 
ors , but to well Lined and r.ch Und-rſtandings (f. ) So 
H.ilmont : Now let the equal Reader Judge , whether 
this praiſed Vinegar of theſe Prateing and Wordy Doctors, 
which is Diſtilled from Copper be alike'in Vertue to 
Al:aveſt? Truly, if this thcir fooliſh Alſſertion were 
profoundly examined, and laid before the Eyes of the 
Readers, it would move Nauſeouſnels and Indignation ; 
and therefore 1 ſhall diſcover their Vanity by Experi- 

ence alone. | 
Diſſolve then at leaſt one Drachm of Red Powdered 
Corral , in This, Vinegar , ,hich they proclaim to be 
the praiſed Spirit of Venus z df yethe - Solution in a Bath : 
In like manner difſolve another Drachm of pounded 
- Corals 
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Corals , in Vinegar ſimply Diſtilled , which likewiſe Ex- 
ſiccate in Balneo: Diligently gather up thoſe Powders, 
and weigh them ſeverally in a Ballance, and you ſhall 
- find the diſſolved and dryed Corals to be increaſed half 
a Drachm, as well by the Spirit ef Venus ( which They 
count as Alca/:t ) as by the Vinegar Ful:arly Diſtill:d : 
So that the Corals have imbibed as much Acid Salt from 
the countericit Spir.t of Venus , as from the Diſtilled Vi- 
negar. Whence it again appears, That This ſhews ir 
{elf to be Vinegar ; becauſe it is ſo indeed , and not the 
Liquor Alcaheſt ; as the lofty Doftors would impoſe upon 
rude and ignorant people. 

Again, They urge, That this praiſed Spirit of Ferus , 
doth diflolye Peark without bubbles , and leaves the cor- 
tices untouched. Truly this may ſeem a wonder to Men 
altogether unskilful.in the Art of Phyfick, and who ne- 
ver learned the Rudiments thereof; but methinks it ſhould 
ſeem a trivial and ileight thing to the Deans, and thereſt 
of the Approv.rs. For what ordinary , or mean Phyſi- 
cian can be ignorant , that Vinegar ſimply Diſtilled , 
doth perform the ſame thing (though in a hragke cract 
of time ) if you caſt whole Pearls into Ir ; and therefore 
your ſpirit of Venus wh.ch you account as Alcaheſt , will not 
ccale to be diſtilled Vinegar. 

But why the skins, or pellicles of Pearls are not diſſol- 
ved by eiher of the Yinegars, the reaſon is, Their fatnets 
and unitive glew, the ſeat of the Child of the Sun, which 
is proper and familiar to all Cruſtaceous Creatures , to 
Fiſhes , and the Membranes of Animals ; The counter- 
feit Son of Venus, hawever extolled by vain Appr:v:rs , 
doth never touch this Glew in ſtoneFof Crabbs, Pearls , 
Cc. it hath no accels to them , it is Leprous in compa- 
riſon of them , and therefore is not admitted to the Prince- 
ly-Scat unknown to Ideots, | 

But why Yizeg:r doth corrode the Medulla of Pearls, of 
the afore-laid itones and Corals , &c. The cauſe is, That 
Nature hath put lealt part of Acid into moſt things ( as 
I have ſhewed in the ſecond Chapter ) which leaſt part , 
unleſs it be multiplied by Art or Nature , is calily ſup- 
preſſed, by the more powerful; I will give an Example in 

this 
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the afore-ſajd diffolved and dried Corals , in which there 
is the leaſt portion of Natural Acid, which being oppreſled 
by the counterfeit Spirit of Venus 1s made ſubject to Tt 
hence they are encreafed 1a weight, 

Again, Dillolyc theſe dried Corals in ſome water , cither 
Diitlled , or common clear water ; let rhe Solutign reſt, 
taat the Turbid may fi1h!ide ( which they improperly call 
Feces) which neverthclei3 you muſt ſeparate, and drop 
into the clear Solution a little of the ſpirit of YVitr.ol of 
Sulphur , which overcoming the counterfeit Sp. rit of Ve- 
nu , not by its Acidity , but the Noblencis of its Soul, 
caſt out the Yinegar (which they call Spir.t of Venus) from 
its ſeat and place, and doth afſume the polletlion of rhe 
Region of the Spirit of YVitr:o/, and with the Corals repre- 
ſents the form of curdled Milk ; but the Comnterfeir Spi- 
rit of Venus being now expelled by the more Noble, is di- 
luted and ſticks to the ſupernatant watcr, and is min 
gled with it. | 

Waſh both theſe Coagulums as much as you may-, and 
dry them ſeverallym brown Paper,and you ſhall have Aa- 
Fr! to of Corals, equal in weight, as well from the coun- 
terfeit Spirit of Yenw , as from the Yinerar limply diſtilled, 
becauſe it is the ſame. | 

But take that water ſo waſhed from the Corals, in 
which , as I have ſaid , the counterfeit Spirit of Ven, 
or ſome ſimple diſtilled Vinegar was diluted ( if you have 
otherwiſe warily poured on the Spirir of Vieriol , for if 
you have careleſly , and without judgment powred on 
more than the Coral will imbibe , it will not ſwim a- 
top ; but I ſuppoſe the affuſion was skilfully made) and 
inſtill into it Alcaly of Tartar, till the Motion of E- 
bullition ceaſe; exhale the abounding Water in a Glaſs 
Veſſel placed in Sand, and you ſhall find regenerated Tar- 
tar, as | haveſhewed above, from the Counterfeit Spi- 
rit of Venus , or Vinegar, ſimply diſtilled, imbibed 1n Al- 
caly of Tartar, for it is the ſame, by this infallible Ar- 
gument , That in the Corals diflolved and dryed in a Barh, 
there remained only halt a Drachm of Acid Salt from 
the feigned Spirit of Venus. Tliat Acid Salt being ſepa- 
ratcd from the Corals,by Spirit of Vitriol, cannot bealone ; 

where- 
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wherefore it guards it ſelf again in Elementary Water, 
as in his Mothers lap, anddiffuſes it ſelf in her; and be- 
comes again Counterfeit Spirit of Venus. And unleſs Ele- 
mentary water did contain Occult Alcaly in its belly, A- 
cid Salt could not inhabit in it ; becauſe that lows it ;5 
not ſufficient for it ſelf: as Hippocrates hath taught us, D: 
Dietz. Simple diltilled Vinzgar performes allo the ſame 
thirg ; ſo that it now appears even to the moſt unskil- 
fulin Phyſck, that this moſt celebrated Spirit of Yenws, 
here and every where, is nothtng elſe , and favours of ns- 
thing elſe , bur Diſtilled Vinegar , whatſoever Bugbears its 
Adorers would fright us with, And although Crellins, Be- 
gin, and other Writers of the Elements of Chym:ſtry, 
in expreſs words do callit, Solvent Vinegar , from whom 
the procels of this Vinzgar is ſtoln word for word , as my 
Hippoc. Chym.ſhews Chap. 29. Yet This poylon of Igno- 
rance hath intefted , not only Asſtria, but almoit all 
upper Germany ; witneſs theſe unskilful Approvers and their 
ſooliſh Partizans with th:ir Rythrm:s. It would be no won- 
der, if, as the Romans of old , ſo Magiſtrates now, would 
cect out of their Cities and Common-wealths, ſuch Har- 
lotry Collegiates, and ſuch a Neft of Bablers, who do 
ſcrible of things unknown, even to themſelves, to their 
Neighbours hurt. Low Germany is yet free from this Con- 
tagion , fo is /taly and France, and for the future, I hope 
by this Antidote they will be preſerved. 

Now, Why Vinegar diſtilled from Ferdi;r:aſe, in a ſmall 
quantity , doth more powerfully difſolve Corals , than 
That which is diftilled the vulgar way ? I have ſhewed 
the reaſon before , vz. that it happens ,. becauſe Yinegar 
diſtilled the common way , is as yet diſuted with much 
Water; but the Elementary Water is evaporated from 
Thar, which ts diſtilled from e£rz7o , by gradual Exha- 
lation, no otherwiſe than in the diſtillation of Green and 
Humid Y7tr/o! , for then the Acid Salt being long in the 
Liquor , would be very weak; but when the humid (which 
they call Phl: my hath by degrees exhaled and evapo- 
rated before diſtillation, the Acid Salt muſt needs be mare 
powerful and ſtrong in a leſſer quantity of water ; for 
Lizht by how much more contracted , by fo much the 

more 
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more efficacious. This diſtilled Spirit' of YVirriol, if it a- 
gain corrode any thing , either Iron, or Copper, and be 
coagulared with it , and again be re-diſtilled fromit , the 
Liquor indeed returns Acid of the ſame nature, but, much 
more ſubtle, becauſe that in all Coagulation, every Salt 
or Saline Spirit loſes of its Radical Hamid ( what that 1s, 
I ſhall ſhew anon ) when of neceſlity it wuſt- lay down 
its Earth (the Vulgar call it its Fex ) and ſo the Lumzn 
muſt be more contracted. But from the repeated Coa- 
gulation and Diſtillation , It returns more watery ; and 
at laſt returns to Elements; as 1 have Mechanically 
ſhewed in Alcaly of Tartar (for Example) in my .H'ppoc. 
Chymic. Chap. 10. 

After the ſame manner and faſhion , Connterfeir Spirit 
of Venus , by _—_— Solution , Coagulation , and Diſtil- 
lation , re-paſles 


and will end with Them) and is afterwards Coagulated 
and Exſiccated with the ſame Corals, ſo often it lays 
down its Earth or Alcaly, and as much Earth as it lays 

Salr the Corals do drink up , be- 
cauſe his cannot be alone,, and the Vinegar becomes 1o 
much the more Aqueous, and by repeated labour , at 
laſt returns to Element ( -. e.) into Infipid Water ; but 
the Earth and Acid Salt gave weight tothe Corals, which 
allo paſs out of them by repeated Diſtillation, and go to 
their own Country , after the fame manner asI have ſhew- 
ed concerning Wine in Hippoc, Chymic. chap. 18. 

Now that Vinegar or Spirit of Parriol, poured on Cop- 
per, ardre-diltilled , do return Acid ; but from-the Al- 
caly of Tartar , Inſipid 'and Aqueous, the reaſon is, be- 
cauſe Alcaly being a Vacuum, ſaturated it ſelf with Acid 
Salt which dweltin the Aqueous Liquor ; whence the Acid 
Salt converts and tranſmutes the Alcaly into its own na- 
ture. But Copper is not a Vacuum , for the Acid, or 
Form of Copper doth overcome its Alcaly , and there- 
fore it doth pot abſorb Acid Salts; and though they act , 
and are buſie about /t, and do erode its body; yet they 
can make noimpreſlion of any of their: Form or Vertues, 
nor can they deſtroy Ir, becauſe Copper hath obtained a 
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conſtant Soul from Nature ,or to ſpeak in Plantw's Phraſe 
it hath Acid in its breaſt. | | 

Again , They demand why Vinegar is re-diſtilled from 
Copper, even as it was poured an , but from Lead Inſ- 
pid? Although I am almoſt aſhamed to handle This, or 
the like Childiſh Queſtion , yet being moved with com- 
miſeration towards thoſe unskilful and ſluggiſh Doors, 
hoping that this my preſent anſwer may be for their fu- 
rure amendment , I ſhall willingly repeat my former an- 
{wer; I told you that Copper hath a prevailing Acid, 
whence it is that it reſiſts not only Vinegar, and the Comn- 
terfeit Spirit of Venus, but allo all Acid Minerals ; but Lead 
hath obtained but a very little particle of It by Nature, 
and therefore it imbibes &very Acid , in hopes of PerfeCti- 
on ( that I may ſo ſpeak ) as I have ſhewed in Alcalyes. 
. This is the cauſe why Lead is fimilitudinarily called by 
Philoſophers , The firſt marter. of Metals, or the Alcaly of 
Merals , in reſpect of other Metals, which are more or 
leſs richer in Acid. Gold is moſt Acid, and thereforc moſt 
perfe@t, as I have ſhewed in the 2. Chapter. - Sce how 
caſily Thave extricated my ſelf out of theſe great Difficul- 
tics ! Rs | 
Some of Oxrs may wonder why I ſpend time ina mat- 
ter ſo plain, for Baſilins Valentinus an Age ago hath taught 
us how to'prepare this Yinegar out of «Argo, in Juventute, 
and he called it not by the name of Spire of Yenws , but 
Vinegar ( for he knew well ( to donot the Deansandtheir 
Fellows ) that it was eſtabliſhed by the decree of the Su- 
preamCreator, That the more excellent Nature , ſhould 
not degenerate into the worlſer) which is proved by the 
remaining Fex or Caput Mortwwm left in the Retort, at- 
ter the diſtillation of this Yinegar , which, with Borax, by 
an ecaſie Fuſion returns into Copp:r ; an evident Argument 
That Copper loſt none of its Subſtance , or excellent Ver- 
tue ( as they ſay: ) See morein my Hppocrates Chymicm , 
chap. 29. 

For concluſion of this Chapter , I repeat, That whar- 
ſoever the World hath, is eget » preſerved, and muſti- 
plied by the Acid Spirit,  cither Occult or 'Manifeſt, to 
which it owes its Al/; And That "EY dwells Y” _- 
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or. Alcaly, is informed according to the property of the 
Acid Spirfe. If therefore Nature be alike in every thing, 
and Art doth imitate Nature, as I H:ppocrates, 
and Experience teach, it muſt needs follow , That when 
the Acid Spirit of Yinzgar, diſtilled from Yerdigreaſe, hath 
corroded Corals, and hath been abſorbed by Them , and 
coagulated with them , then the Corals will be endued with 
the properties and conditions of Yisegar ; not that the in- 
nate Acid, or Form of Corals doth periſh , but only 1s 
ſuppreſſed by a more powerful Acid ; asI have ſhewed be- 
fore in the XMagiſtery. If therefore your celebrated Spi- 
rit of Venus , lawfully and duly ( as they ſay) exhibited: 
( though they never yet ſhewed tlic way ) helps Hip- 
pochonariacal, Epileptical , and Hyſterical Di#fempers , 8c. 
the Magiſtery of Corals ( which with a proud and ſwoln 
breaſt , they call Owy Soluble Magiftcry ) made with Spi- 
rit of Yenw , muſt needs perform much greater things? 
if otherwiſe, the Spiritmuſt animate the Body ,ro whom 
it is joyned ; as I have hitherto clearly and experimen- 
tally ſhewn , and ſhall-hereafter ſhew. 

But as their Spirit of Venss lawfully and auly adminiſtred, 
is the beſt to ſeaſon a Vinegar Veſlel , ſo alſo it hath, 
and will always retain the nature of Wine-Finegar , . till it 
become like Alcaheſt. 

But our Maſter Deans, with the reſt of their Colledg- 
Company, our of the treaſure of their Liberality , have 
lately diſcovered to-us a- great Secret, which had lain 
hid to this very day ; viz, That their Counterfeit Spirit of 
Venus helps: the Tooth-ach*; neither could we learn it out 
of Dioſcorides his Hiſtory of Vmegar , unleſs it had been 
diſcovered to the World in a Dream; or by hidden Re- 
velation : But as Vinegar doth diſſolve Corals, ſoit feours 
off, and takes away the hardned AMfwwens or Filth about 
the Teeth, that the Gums may be again united to the 
Teeth; for ſound and ſharp-pointed Gums admit not 
Pain , but when they are forced to: recede byFijlth, and 
the” Teeth: are never ſo little denudated or bared , pre- 
ently upon the ſoJution of a conrinuuwm , the Blood ſours, 
putrefies,and is coagulated there into an hard Fex I oma 
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ſome, but improgenty; call Tarcar ) which Fex, When it 
is abraded or taken off with Vinegar, or Spirit of Salt, 
or clic with an Inftrument of Iron , preſently the Teeth 
find relief. \ 

And thus you have, Oye ſincexc lovers of Truth, the 
. entire Tragedy, the Riſe and Overthrow of this Celec- 
brated Spirit of Venus, which , with all its Eximious Ver- 
rues , cannot cure the ſlothfulneſs of theſe Approvers and 
Subſcribers, ſo that ir happens tothem, as to thoſe mens 
Children , who hire other mens Farms; for They ſeeing 
their Fathers ( they themſelves being yet but Children) 
gathering in the fruits, and commanding the labourers , 
do preſently conclude the ſoil is theirs, and ſo are very 
Jocund: but when they grow up, and underſtand that 
there was nothing Theirs , but the labour of Tilling the 
Ground,then their Mirth is turned into Sorrow. Even ſich 
arc theſe men , and as we read in Scidivogizns , what- 
ſoever the Alchymiſt would have out of Sulphur, it 
ended in a ſnuff, the ſame happens to theſe Deans with 
the other Approvers; Whatſoever Eximiows Vertwes they 
would have from Copp-r, 'tis ſtill naught but Vineg ar, 


CHAP. VII. 


That no Matter can be ſo deitroyed , but It will 
. remain under ſome Form or other. 


|| Shewedin the fore-going Chapter, that Acids do draw 
. Alcalyes to their own properrics, and that Both are 
changed into Salts. But thoſe which are not fully Alca- 
yes, whena noble Acid ſwpervenes upon them , their in- 
ternal Acid is indeed abated , but not ſo waſted or de- 
ſtroyed, that any other new thing can he Regenerared out 
of it. | | 

I will now proceed to prove by the following Argu- 
ment , and that Mechanically, That al Alcalyes do, after 
a ſort, retain of the. Form, with which the Afixte were 
ſaturated , before they were reduced by Fire, into - 
ac? liz caly;

Into a part of this clear Solution, in- 
ſtill by drops, but with-a-quick infuſion ,. fixed Alcaly of 
Tartar in the form of Liquor, or'( as they call it) Oyl 
of Tartar per deliquium ; Which in a moment ſeparates and 
abſorbs the Acidity, for the greateſt part, from the 
Mercury , and the Mercenary falls into the bottom of the 
Veſſel, in the form of Powder obſcurely Red. This: Ope- 
ration is called by Apothecaries , and their Operators, and 


by all Loyers of Phyſick , Precipitation; which namel ſhall 


alſo retain and uſe. 

Out of the Feces of diſtilled Vinegar , burnt into Aſhes, 
Alcaly of Tartar is elicited by. water , and- though Fr be 
produced out of, the fame: Vine. with Wine, yer it Preci- 
pitates Mercpry.,.diffolved as before , ſharkling and fplen- 
dent, = 5 | 

But when the ſame Alcaly is calcined to Redneſs with a 
moiſt fire, then the ſame Adercxry falls like pounded 
Cinnabar. o 

To the Tartar being burnt , if you ſuperadd' the Calx, 
and extract the Alcaly with Simple Water , The Mercury 
is Precipitated Retiant: - Galx of it ſelf, dothsnot Preci- 
pitate Mercury ſo diſſolved, ſince it is Salt from Acid and 
Alcaly ; and they who againſt Experience do deny the 
falneſs of Calx, are to be reckoned in the number of 
Fools. Burt if the Liquor of ercery afore-ſpoken of, into 
which a piece of Calx hath been injected, be ſuffered to reſt 
for ſome hours, ſo long until the Acid, which contains 
the diſſolved Mercenary , can ſuppreſs That iin the Calx, 
then indeed: Xerenry is forced to fall by little and little , 
and. to ſtick round about the Calx, like Mnium ; a de- 
lightful ſpectacle ro Curious Eyes.

mit KReverberation in Aſhes neither do eaſily perifh from 
an acute Flame , may ſuffice ; I will add certain Alcalyes

All the forefaid Alcalyes, as well thoſe burnt by a ſharp 
Flame for Sp: and Nitre, as the Medicinalones, from C:- 
phalick, Herss , do Precipitate Merewry fo diſſolved (as T 
have aid ) of a different colour ,, a manifeſt Argument , 
that:their Form isnor totally conſumed by the Fire, bur 
that phoy preſerve ſome properties of their Simplcs, from 
whrnce they were extracted ; as Geber ſays, Salt retains 
the prop-rty of that thing , from whence it had its Original ©

All the aforeſaid Precipitated Powders of Mercary, are 
of a Cayftick and 'Corroſtve Property , becauſe the Mer- 
cary aſſumes the nature of that thing with which it is 
firit mixed 5 and the Cauſtickneſs is not waſted off -by 
any Artifice , .but by fire alone, as Hippocrates Chymicus 


- ſhews. 


In like manner , ferowry diſſolved in Aqua Forts, 
and evaporated to Siccity , the Fire being encreaſed , 
that the bottom of the Veſſel may be Red-hot , is made 
a moſt Red ſparkling Powder,and iscalled in Phyſick, the 
Precipitate of Vigoe , becauſe fohanz de Vigoe , a Chyrar- 

con of great Fame , was the Inventor of it; on which 
Red and ſparkling Powder, if you pour Alcaly of Tartar, 
and leave it for an hour, in a warm place, the whole 
Powder will become obſcurely Yellow , becauſe the Al- 
caly hath in part abſorbed the Cauſtick Acid left by the

Mercury , with many other Auodine Ingreazents ,to miti- 
gate the Pains of the Joynts,arifing from an inveterate Lnes 
Venera , with 6appy ſucceſs ; which to this day retains 
the Axthor's Name, and is called , Yigo's Emplaiſter of 
Froggs with Mercary. 

& that Fohanxes de Vigo hath delivered to us , Two 
Medicaments made of Common Dxick-Mercwry , one 
Eſcarotick and Dererging , . the other Anodine and A- 
ſwaging Pains. He, and with. him the whole Senate 
of Chyrurgeons, intimating thereby, That Arodines are whol- 
ly contrary to Eſcareticks,. yet nevertheleſs, out of Am- 
bition, Ignorance , or both , They pervert the Text and 
Meaning of this worthy Man , proving themſelves Fal- 
faries in the Law againſt Him .( whoſe Defence I now 
take upon me ) and they do moreover deride him for 
Teaching, that the Merewry is: to be quenched with Oyl 
of Bayes according, to Art , and with Spirtle ; but as our 
of groſs Ignorance, .leavened with Infincerity of mind, 
they have mutilated and defamed my #5ppocrates Chymi- k 
cat; ſo alſo they have ſuborned a. Sens. quite concrary 4 4 
to the intention of the Author ; for” He boiles this love- The Anodine p: 
ly Couple , live AMercxry diſlalyed-in Aqua Forris with Plaſter «f 7;go 
Vipers Greaſs and Ol, tilt the Aqueous moiſture be ſpent; 9eforn'd into 
aſſo ing and giving out, that in boiling, this Cauſtick is * Crultick, 
dulcified and made ſweet,which is contrary both to Expe- 
ence and the manftfeſt Truth. 

Now if you deſire to-have it fweer , 'tis enough ro ex- 
ringuiſh it with Oyl ahd Spittle , according tothe An- 
thor's Meaning ; or el{e-take ſweet Mereary, as it is ſold 
in Fpothecarics ſhops, for neither of themare touched by 
Alcalyes, becauſe they have nothing of acatenef/in them, 
as I ſhallanon Mechanically ſhew.-. 

I ſhewed a little before, That ,Qwick-ſilver., or Live 
Mercury. call it. as you pleaſe diſſolved in Aqua Fortis, 
and precipitated with Alcaly of. Tartax, doth fall-in- an 
obſcurcly Yellow . colour , the Alcaly for the moſt part 
abſorbing from it the Acid Cauſtick impreſled on it by 
the Aqua Fortis, Burt in This Plaiſter, the Mercary dit- 
ſolved in Aqua, Fortss,is ſeethed with Axnngia of Vipers,to 
the. conſumpmion of the Aqueous Humid, and the Mats 
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Merenry , Cau- he joyned It with an Earthly Planet.,, whoſe Vertue was 


ſtick, 
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becomes of a Grey - colour; upon which Maſs if you 
pour Alcaly of Tartar, in the ſpace of half an hour, you 
ſhall ſee the Alcaly penetrating the Fat, to conſume the 
Acid Corroſive left by the Aqua Fortis; and ſo the Mer- 
cary to be obſcurely Yellow , after the ſame manner, as 
it happens in Mercer , and ſimply diſſolved in Aqua Fortis 
Precipitated according to Yigo's mind. And therefore 
Mercary ſo diflolved , and boiled with Ax#n;ia , becomes 
not ſweet at all, as the fooliſh Doctors falſly ſay, bur 
it remains corroſive, Even by their own confethion ; for 
they affirm , That Merenry difſolved in Aqua Fortis, by boyl- 
ing in Axungia , becomes ſweet ; yet afterwards they con- 
fels, 1hat Impoſthumations, Purrid Fleſh, and the like, arc + 
conſumed by it ; which two Aﬀertions are diametrically 
contrary one to another : This is that which made Hip - 
pocrates to break forth into a ſmiling laughter, and to 
ſay , They know not what they do, Fromtheir Fruits there- 
tore , and Works, you ſhall know them (7. e. ) the Works 
of Fire prove true Fire, and Mercenary conſuming Impo- 
ſtumes is true Precipitate , becaule it performes the Ope- 
rations of Merowry Precipitate ; as 1 have ſhewed by their 
own Confeſſion, and alto by the affuſion of Alcaly;; for 
they are both obſcurely Yellow, as well the Red Preci- 
pitate of Vigo.;as This boiled with Greaſe or Axungia. 
Truly the condition of Mortals is to be lamented, 
whileſt Phyfick, which is the Nobleſt and Famouſeſt of all 
Sciences, in our days , is ſuffered to bedirected by Stupid 
Ignorants , and for this reaſon it is juſtly proclaimed the 
meancſt of all Arts..

.* Donotour Anceſtors, thoſe ſhining Lights of Learn- 
ing, teach us , That Terreſtrial Mercyry is as the Cae- 
leſtial ?

Gr-aſcs , or 
Suts, Cyl-s, Frogs, whole naturc it aſſumed, and be- 
Came 1nod:ne. 

Sothat M-rcwury takes the form of That , by which it is 
diſiolved , and-it 1s mingled yith it, as I have ſhewed 
clearly enough, concerning the Alcalyes of Fegetabl:s. 
He that hath Ears to hear , let him hear. 

Hence it appears, That the Inventor of the Precipit as?, 
and alſo of the Anod:ne Plaifter-( whether it were /:ga., 
or any one elſe, ir is not my part toenquirein this place) 
was not only a Man- of Experience, but an Underſtan- 
der alſo of the Cauſes of Things, and conſequently a 
Wiſe Man; So that it is a piece of frivolous and abſurd 
Ignorance , and Fanatick Dotage, to go'about to reform 
actions of knowing. Perſons; Out of my -pitty to ſuch 
Undertakers , I ſhall do them the beſt: ſervice to bury 
this theirinſipid Diſcourſe , in perpetual ſilence , leſt they 
ſhould be expoſed to the lapghore and derifion of Freſh- 
Water Apothecarics , yea of the Vulgarit ſelf: I wiſh they 
would learn hereafter , what they know not , before they 
babble forth their Scurrilities againſt the Truth, and the 
Ancient Hippeeratical Dottrine of Phyſick, At this games 
I confeſs you are ſuperior to me, for you know how to 

int and ſet forth the fooleries of men, ſo neatly, that 
in thisart I muſt needs Jay down the Bucklers.

your diſeaſe may not be Chronical, pray have a care how 
you often vomit out ſuch things ? | 

Moreover Mercxry Precipitate , now made Cauſtick by 

the Aqua Fortis, for conſuming Putrid Fleſh, as all Skil- 
ful Chyrergeens acknowledge , may be mixed , as Exigency 
requires, with any Oyntment. To what purpoſe then 
is this Anodine compoſition with Precipitate ? cſpeciall 
in Countries where Y;pers greaſe is ſold dearer than Gold? 
whence this Greaſe is not only mixed with the Precipitate 
againſt the intent of the Inventor, but moreover is odi- 
ous and troubleſame to. Aperhecarics ( eſpecially ſince 
. K k | Hogs- 
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Hozs-greaſz will do as well with pr-cipita'e) as allo un- 
profitable ro the Sick. 

You have now heard, Oye Truth-reſpetting hearers, 
on what. ground'this Plaiſter of Froggs , with AMrcary , 
hath been reformed. Ir is your part, to judge whether 
that ingenious Perſon , fohn de Vigo ,. delerycs to be con- 
tumeliouſly Reproached for this ? And , whether That 
barren , inſipid , and truthleſs Doctrine be to be ſutfer- 
ed , which Rails againſt both the order of Nature ,. and 
alfo the wiſe inſtitutions of our Anceſtors? by which , 
hopeful Youth in tender years being ſeaſoned , the Poyſon 
of Ignorance and Unskilfulneſs grows up with them, 
and ſo the wound becomes Incurable. But theſe things , 
were not of ſo- great moment, .if the Health of Man 
were not endangered thereby ; for they preſcribe to the 
Sick, Simpl: water for Cordial, Y'negar for an Epi- 
leptick Remedy, Cauſticks for Anodines ; Poyſon of Cop- 
per for a wholſome Medicine. Sick and weak Perſons 
can hope for no Cure from ſuch men , but only a fooliſh - 

ofuſion of their money , and at length the loſs of their - 
ives to boot:Ler them then avaunt,and be packing to the 
fartheſt Garamantes, with their Spirit of Venus, and their 
Gounterfeit receits ; Let them not trouble the Civil World ; 
Let them rhere weep , like Women , ſince here they have _ 
not acquitted themſelves like Men.

Sublimared is? ſincel have laid That down, as an Inſtru- 
ment it the examen of of Alcalyes ?- How-#r- is Prepared}, , 
Hippoc. Chym. ſhews chap. 29. Where obſerve, that Yi- 
trol Rubefied, or Calcined to Redneſs , is not added, to 
encrealſe the weight of the Mercary (as theſe magnifick 
Maſters with their Partizans, do - ag for then it 
would not he calcined to the higheſt Red, but ro Whire- 
neſs only, as is done in the: diſtillation of Vitrioby whoſe 
Caput Mortunm', left after diſtiltation-of ' the Spirit , is 
moſt fit for this purpoſe ; and therefore-we need- nor its 
=_= to add weight to the Mercury) but it4s added, 
thatthe Sulphureous Nitre might apprehend the Sulphar 
of the immature Metal, lying hid in the Rubefied YVitri- 
*(; as lhave, ſhewed tefore,; and ſo by their —

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tlicy may diffolve the Mercury. This is the reaſon whiy 
Rubeged Yzrriol is required. But'the quantity is Qua- 
druple in reſpeCt of the Salts, becauſe Theſe are of eaſie 
fiſion in the Fire, from the which by Rubefied Yitriol , 
rhey are preſerved : ſee more in H'ppoc, Chymic, in the 
fore-cited chapter, | : 

The ſame Aercary once ſublimated , needs not again 
be re-ſublimated*with new Powders, as the unskilf\l Ap- 

overs think , becauſe it doth not pur off or depoſe the 
Acid Spirits once abſorbed, ſo as to ftandin need to re- 
aſlume the fame fromnew Powders : and ſuppoſe that it 
were ſublimared an hundred times with new Powder,yet 
it would never become purer , as they falfly affirm ; the 
reaſon is , becauſe this way the'External Sulphur is not 
po , neither doth Saſciprre _ velminus , al- 
though ( Legrtimarely, as they tay) athouſand , yea an 
hundred thouſand times it be reſublimated ; And the word 
Legitimately in this place , doth diſcover their groſs igno- 
rance , and ſtands for noother uſe, bur to be nauſceous 
to the underſtandings of Wiſe-Men:; bur it receives as 
much as is enough forits faturation , as they know well, 
who have ſometimes' diſſolved Mercury in Aqua Fortss ; 
which if it be not ſufficiently Po ul, the Gran of 
Mercury remains untouched and quick , becauſe it could 
not imbibe That which was not ; and on the other fide, 

the warer could-not diflolve it , becauſe it wanted Acid 
Salt. Truly this word ( Legitimate ) with this (prey 
Mercary) and the reſt of their falſe Receirs may well c- 
nough be diſcarded and abandoned even by the Piinieſt 
Apothecaries, But when ſublimate Mercary is freed from 
the Acid Spirits by Vegetable Alcaly , and is fetched back 
quite from the Retort , then indeed ir may be mixed with 
new -Powders , and again ſublimated ;' which way the

This forcſaid mixture of ercary with Rubefied YVitriol, 
Nurc,and Salt , if you ſublime it, not by little and little, 
bur in great halte, and more than ts fit , the Aferewry will 
concrete, in the top of the Capat Mortuum , into lucid 
and great Chryſtals, like Nitre, and nat inferior to a Dia - 
mond in luſtre , which theſe Babblers vaunt for a great 
Secret, andaffirm it to be The pwreft Mercury. For whom- 
the ſpeech of Mercury in Sendivogius may well be applied, 
That tis natural for him tolaugth at faols ; which Diſcaſe, 
as Cardan ſays, they may eaſily Cure without a Cudgel, 
by eating Hens brains, the Teſticles of Doves and Tor- 
toiſes, and by drinkinga little White-wine Vinegar every 
day: If Cardan had had any knowledge of. this child of - 
Venus ( newly born to theſe Obſtreperous Dofers )' per+ 
haps he would have preferred it before Vinegar , ſince duly 
exhibited, it cures Epileptick and Melancholy perſons , Wit- 
neſs the Phyſical Doctors of the Auſtrian and Norimberg 
Calledge. .In the interim let their humours be purged 
with black Hyllebore , would all Amwicyra had enough of 
it ; Let them drink Copon-broth , and {mell tothe flowers. 
of >bea, which , with their grateful ſinell damighti- 
; > $17 mar ſpirits ofthe Heartzand engrave Ariftoily in a 

opaze, walking. Tempe.. , Hitherto Cardan, to which 1. 
add, that unleſs theſe overwiſe DoCtors.,, with their fel- 
tows had approved and owned this child of Venus; the 
ſimpleſt man alive would never haye believed there was 
ever any ſuch thing.

To conclude therefore , I affirm, that neither Aeronry. 
ſublimated ,. or precipitated , ill handled with Yipers- 
greaſe , and mortified in Yqwue Forts, and alſo mixed with: 
Alcalyes , and Revivificated with anaked fire ous of a Re- 
rort , and by conſequence, weak and frail, as Alcalyes, 
nor. no other Matrex,. can be fo deitroyed, bur it will

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CHAP. VIII 


That Acid doth both Deftroy and Pexſetf, and 
that the Fire , the Sun, and Acid ga have the 


ſame Vertues and Powers. . 


I Have ſhewed in the beginning , Chap. 2d. both by 
Authority and Experience, That Nature th cnduecd. 
Seeds with the leaſt part of Acidity , becauſe bf themy 
ſelves they receive Increaſe, and are multiplied; as ap- 
pears manifeſtly in a grain of Corn, the quantity of whoſe - 
natural Acid , is computed to be the 8200. part, in re- 
ſpect of its Body, as the Sages of Natures Myſteries 
reach us: But if it be macerated with any mollifying 
Humour , with the addition of a convenient Heat, the 
nnace fpark of its Acid , is excited, which doth ſo di- 
ſtend andenlargeir ſelf, that it ſeems evidently to be 
moved out of its place ,, and by this Expanſive Motion 
it doth compreſs and overcome its Sifter, whom it loves, 
(5.e.) as well the Alcaly of its own body , as Thas 
which it drew from the Water, and turns It into-its own 
Nature ) that is, into-.Acid; 1 call this mation, as both 
the Vulgar and Philoſophers do, Fermentation; ſo out of 
Barley , which according to Hippocrates, is of a gold na- 
ture, there is made not only a temperate, but an in- 
ebriaring Drink , called Ale , or Beer z out of which, 
by the Art of Diſtillation, there is elicited Aqua Ardens 
(which , before Fermentation, was not in the Barley.) no- 
thing inferior toSpirit ofWine,yea though it be inflamable, 
as Hipp:c, Chymic. ſhews chap. 18. but the innate Acid is 
multiplied , either of itsOown accord , or by Art , viz, 
by the addition of its like Acid, which by reaſon of its fi- 
militude is eaſily admitted ( like being pleated with like ) 
and which,by a common name we call Fermentzbut if we 
would cxcite that ſinall portion of Acid , umate = the 
., rain, 
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Grain, by an Acid, not of the ſame natyre but having 
a-mineral Soxl; as for Example ,. by the Acid of V:- 
triol, Nitre, Salt, or the like , then the more generous 
and Potent would ſurpaſs the weaker, and would choaxe 
it, which not enduring the yoke of Tyranny, would be - 
quite deſtroyed and converted into nothing. 
' $0 a Pearl poſſeſſes , in reſpe& of its body, the 8200, 
-part of innate moſt precious Acid , upon which, if there 
ſapervene a more powerful Acid , taken from another fa- 
mily , vx, from Vinegar diſtilled from eArxgo ( which 
they ridiculouſly call a Secret Menſtruum ) and doth ex- 
erciſe-Tyranny over it, The Refor 1n the Pearl is ſup- 
preſſed , and that clear and-precious light, the Child of 
the Sun, is ſlain, which would willingly. have relieved 
the Vital Zuwen of the Sick., unleſs it had been unjuſtly 
ſubjugated by the Vinegar from Yeraigreaſe , that is, the 
falſe Spirit of Vena. Pearl therefore, ſo diſſolved , can 
do no good, unleſs the weak Stomach of the Patient can 
ſubdue and conquer that Acid Salt ( as I have before 
ſhewed in magiſtery of Corals )-left there by the Vinegar. 
For as Vinegar diſtilſed from Yeraigreaſe, doth rule over, 
and ſubdue the vital Lgbrt of Pearls, 'tis ſo-in Diſeaſes, 
wiz, The Vital /5zhr is ſuppreſſed by the more Potent 
Morbous Acid ( as Hippocrates ſays, De veteri Medicina; 
which if it' be imbibed , as the Acid by the Alcaly, or if 
it be diluted and ſeparated from the affected place , the 
Vital light ſoon recovers: ſee Hippo. Chym.c. chap. 21. 
Hence aroſe that Famous ſaying , which is no leſs true.in 
Philoſophy , than in Divinity ; The fear of the Lord is the 
beginning of Wiſdom ; which is as much as to ſay , Dothou 
not deſtroy Acids by Acids, againſt the command of the 
moſt High , but ſweetly and lovingly cheriſh. them, ſo 
ſhalt thou be Wiſe , as faith our Lord himſelf; a grain of 
Corn falling vupon looſe and ſpongy earth ( not upon that 
which 18s'hard bound , which depreſſes even the innate 
light (and therefore muſt be plowed and turned up ) is 
there diſſolved and loſeth itFexterior ſhape, yet its innate 
l:ghr ſuffers not, but in its own time produceth fruits 
like it elf; neither is it diſſipated, becauſe the Suns Child 
doth extend it (elf in ſpongy carth, and enibraces its SsRer 
Alcaly, 
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Alcaly, which it loves, which being impregnated , attracts 
Nouriſhment from That, of which both of rhem-do- con- 
ſiſt,and ſoboth of them together produce fruits like them- 
ſelves. This natural Operation and Proceſs is.the- fear of 
the Lord and the beginning of Wiſdom. 

But when a grain of Corn is caſt into Fire ( s.e. ) into a 


more pom Acid, nat agreeable to its own Nature - 


hut taken from another family , or into-Sulphurous earth) 
or into Comnterfeit Spirit of Venus; then is there commir- 
ted 4 ſin of Diſobedience- againſt the command of God ; 
and the Grain, .as well in Matter as Form, is corrupted, 
diſſipated , and made unprofitable both for Generation and 
Fermentation; as I have before ſhewed in Pearl diſſolved 
in Vinegar: ſo the fear of God, is'notregarded ,. and in- 
| ſteadof the beginning of Wiſdom; there grows up the be- 
ginning of Folly ; where we may obſerve, that as the A- 
cid innate in the Grain, doth act by Fermentation, and 
multiply ir ſelf, cither in vertue or number; ſo alſo Fire , 
which 1s Acid, inflamed, doth aft as ferment ; and never 
gives over, till it finds ſomething on which it might act, 
after the manner of ferment , or might make it like ,. or 
equal to it ſelf, . | | 

So that whatſoever is diffolved in an Acid, out-of its 
own family , .or more powerful than its innate Acid, pre- 
ſently «ns weak Acid is ſuppreſs'd , and being diſſolved , 
it muſt needs take upon it the narure of the Diſſolvent ; 
for the Acid in diſſolving , is coagulated and imbibed by 
the innate Alcaly of the Thing,and the weight of the ſame 
Thing is encreaſed by the diſlolvent Acidzas I have ſhew- 
ed above concerning the counterfeit Child of Yen, act- 
ing upon Corals ; and in my —_—_— Chymicgs , concern- 
ing Sublimate Adcrowry. I lay , they all encreaſe in weight 
trom the External Acid, which to the utmoſt of its pow- 
cr dath ſuppreſs and kill the Integnal ; and- that not.on- 
ly in the Via bnmida, as I have ſhewed, bur-in the Sicca, 
fiery , and burning way. An Example whereof may bo 
(cen in the following Experiment. 

Lead, to the weight of 100 Drachms, being burnt in 
a reverberatory flame of dry Wood into. Powder, which 
ts very Red (for the weak Acid of the Lead is ſuppreſſed 
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Fire is the in- 
flzmntion of the 
Acid Fe!mente 
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'by the imperious Acid kindled Flame ) and it loſes the 
name of L:ad , and the Figure too, and again puts on 
a fiery Colour , aud is called from its ſhining Rednefſs, 
by means of the maitering acid, AMir;um. Weigh this 
in a ballance, and vou ſhall find the 4 rim encreaſed 
rca drachms from the kindled Flame; for as in the moij! 
w x, Corals difſolved in falſe Spirit of Venus, and coagu- 
lated, do receive 2n aiſgmentation; fo alſo Lead, 
in the ary and fi.ry way , 1s encreaſed and augmented 
from the Acid in the flame; Hipp-c. C:ymic. chap. 26. 
For there is the1ame reaſon in both, which, the Deans 
with their Fellows cannot comprehend ; and that makes 
them cry out, That th: encreaſec of ten drachms in the Miri- 
um , doth net procecd from the Acid out of the kinal:d flams, 
but frem the Air. What do your Dottorſhips ſay ? 
From the Air ! whether will ye go? ſtrait to Anticyra , 
I adviſe you, with the company going before you for 
your Cure. - For Philoſophers ſay, that Air is Natures 
Sieve ,. through which Vertues and Influences are tranſ- 
mitted , and that it is impatient of a Facawum , no ways 
condenſable of it ſelf, but an immortal and moſt ſubril 
Fume , kindled from the heavenly Fixe, &c. TI have 
ſhewed before, that in 7: , the Swu's Child doth inhabit, 
which , afſumesnot a Body , unleſs with his beloved Si- 
ſter ; The authority and experience both of the Old , and 
alſo the Modern true Philoſophers bear witneſs hereun- 
to: So that the Air being moſt ſubril and incondenſible 
of it ſelf , can add no weight to the Mininm. 

The Arr it ſelf, is neither light nor heavy , neither is it 
compreſſed of its own accord , but by ſome force, in the 
barrel of a Gun, from which it again breaks out by force : 
we ſee the ſame thing in that Glaſſy Organ , which is 
called a Weather-glaff, the Air indeed is compreſſed in it, 
by Cold, bur is again rarefied and dilated by Hear. If 
therefore the Air, in a cold ſcaſon, did add weight to 
the Mminw, it would make it lighter in an hor : But Af:- 
nium Weighs alike in all Seaſons ; ſd that it is not the 
Air that gives weight to the Aſinium, 

But ſuppoſing , though not granting , that the Child 
of the Sun, dwclling in the Air , did aſſume a body in 

the 
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the Miniam ; yet this would nor be, but in forme years 
ſpace; as I have ſhewed in the Matrix of N:tre and Mines 
of Vitriol, But Jdiniam, newly drawn out from the Fur- 
nace andas yet hot, weighs as much as it will do ſome 
years after, ſothatthe Child of the Sun, neither hath a- 
ny Tabernacle in the 44:nwm , nor gives any weight 
tO It. 

The Air being impatient of a Vacunm , as ]haveſhewed 
by the authority of Philoſaphers , is always filled with 
an Aqueous Humour ,-which in the cold preſently con- 
cretes to Water. Take a familiar houſhold example , 
when we drink cold things m the hot Summer-time , out 
-of.a Glaſs, as ſoon as the Glats is filled with the cold Li- 


quor , preſently it is-troubled,, becauſe the- Aqueous Va-. 


por,, diſperſed through the Air ,, is condenſed by the 
Cold, and ſticks there, inſo great quantity , that ſome- 
timesdrops do falldown:Here they wonderfully liftup their 
Creſts,, ang.cry aloudrejoycingly, Now you are catched ; 
This is that Aquequs Vapor,which is attracted by the 24- 
nium out ofthe Air,and adds the weight to it; but ſoft and 
fair, Your Aqueous Vapor doth concrete in Cold, and again 
Tarefy in hot Weather , which your ridiculous and childiſh 
Experiment proves, wiz. The Caput Mortunm of Vitriol 
( 6.e. the Faxx of /Vi#riol ; out of which the Spirits by 
one ſingle diſtillation , have been drawn) bein as vg 
'to the Air, 1s again ſaturntcd with Spirit of Fitrul, which, 
if it be diſtilled , doth again yield Spirit, 

Lo , O Curious and Truth-loving Reader ,This is their 
Proof( that as the Capmt Mortunm of Yitriol is again fatia- 
red with Spirit1n the Air ; ſo alſo Afnmwm drawn from the 
Furnace, 1s ſaturated ont of the Air with weight.) which 
is both Childiſh and Ridiculous ; and, as I have ſhewed 
all the reſtto be falſe, and ill underſtood, ſol ſhall like- 
wiſe demonſtrate 'This to be moſt falle,, and leaſt of all 
underſtood by the whole Colledge of Guellers. 

| For if Vieriol: haye once undergone' the tyranny of. a 
quick Fire, the-Child of the Sww# acts no more upon-it , 
thanit doth'on an-Egg boiled, forthe hatchmg of the Chick: 
Now burnt #*r:o} doth attract from the Air by reafon of 
4ts drinefs,, becauſe ic 4s without moiſture, notthe Acid 
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Spirit of Fitriol, but an Aqueous Vapor; which, when 
the Y:itriolgrows hot , cither by the Sun, or by Fire , a- 
gain flies into Air, as it is the property of all Water. 
For if that Capat Aortwwm could again re-aſſume the na- 
ture of Y:rio! in the Air, that Famous Diſtiller of Spir.c 
of Vitriol at Amſterdam , who furniſhes not only near the 
third part of Exrope , but alſo all Ships , and both the- 
Indies therewith ,. > gr expending many thouſands of 

if it- being once Diſtilled and Expoſed: 
to the Air, would again become Vitrio!;, he would have 
luck in-a- Bag, as we fay : but as it 1s falſe, that the 
Caput Mortunn of Vitriokreturns to Yuriol, fo it is affoan 
untruth,that the Aqueous Vapor adds weight to the Mi- 
»w ; which I prove by this Experiment. 

Takeat leaſtan Ounce of Mminrm ſuch as is common-- 
ly ſold, and in a Glazed Earthen Veſſel,large and low,pur 
1t for a Night -in a Bakers hot Oven,or elſe expoſe it to the 
Noon-day*:Sun ; whoſe heat as it doth exiccate not only 
the Humid MMinixm, but alſo dries up Mariſhes, Lakes, and 
Rivers; ſo inlike-manner it would expel the Humidity of 
the Air,ifthere were any inthe Minizm:butthe ſame weight 
of Minizm which was put in,. is alſo drawn forth from the 
Oven, or heat ofthe Sun; ſo that That which gives weight 
tothe Mininw, is not the Child ofthe Stn, nor'the-Air, 
nor Water ; therefore, againſt the abſurd-prateing of the 
Deans and Approvers, it muſt needs be the Acidity in the 
kindled Flame, which , as the falſe Spirit of YVexws exer- 
ciſing tyranny over the Debile- Acid in the Medwlla of 
Pearls,or in Coral gadds weight to Thefn , ſo alſdthe Atid 
kindled in the Flame,which by-its ——_— 'power and 
force doth keep down and ſuppreſs the Debile Acidiin the 
Lead,is fixed into Alcaly,rules over it, and gives weight to 
it; Hippoc. Chywic. Chap. 26/ | | 

We may: learn- from hence ;. that if the Reader ( who-' 
ſoever he be, enquiringafterthe truth, in thoſe infinite 
doubts , . which in long Art do daily-occur ) ſhould have 
recourſe to theſe, Daxns and: their Aficiaves, whar profit 
could he get thereby ? Surely none,whichplainlyappears, 
by-that counterfeit and lamentable piece of Science;which 
they hand forth to the whole World; for-chey call Simple 
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Water Volatile Salt of Tartar, and moreover judge it an in- 
comparable Cordial.Beſfides,with what pompous and ſwel- 
ling Words,do they.ſhameleſly adorn it ? and commend ie 
to their poor Neighbours,and to the Sick?as I have ſhewed 
above in the Chapter of the Difference of Salts, in their 
own Words there quoted : They ſay alſo , That Vinegar 
Diſtill:d is the Son of Venus, that Acid is not in Graines of 
K ermes, that Gold is not. Fixed and Conſtant in the Fire; that 
Mercury corraded w:th Cauſtick Water is made ſweet by boil- 
ing with Vipers Greaſe; that .Minium acquires weight from 
the Air ; and infinite other abſurdities, which I ſhall anon 
diſcover. Fye for ſhame, defile not Youth , with theſe 
fooleries and falſities .: Diſpute not de Lana Caprina , and 
after the diſpute ended , you ſilence your Opponents 
in a matter of no. value., and gain nothing but an em- 
pty putlf of breath : And.then in your ſilence, Truth, as 
the Philoſopher ſays,, though.unſoughr for., will come to 
light , if ſhemay. Bur, leaving -theſe Jecjune Interpre- 
ters of Phyſick, who proceed to the Practick Part , as 
the Aſs to his fodder, not knowing to what he lays his 
Lips ; Iſhall goonto, prove , -that-there is Acidin Fire, 
oy —_ no leſs Noble., than profitable and pleaſant 
E.

prepared the common way. h 

A- Flint burnt in the Fire , as it receives not Acid: 
and HamidLiquors, ſo. itis neither encreaſed nor leſſened 
in its weight from the Acid Flame of the' Fire, be- 
cauſe Acid., which may avolate , doth not ſiperabound 
in it; nor is the Alcaly thirſty, which might imbibe 
the Acid Salt of the Corals, or Aqua Forts, "tis only- 
the Nutritive Glew which dies; which in Pearls and Crabs. 
Eyes ( as I have ſhewed) is like to thin Pellicles or Co- 
verings, which are not diſſolved by the falſe Spirit of 
Venus , becauſe they are Pin ous, But Corals duly 
burnt , (in the Flame either of Coals or Wood )do en- 
creaſe in. weight, becauſe there is an: overplus of the 
thirſty Alcaly in them, which could nor be ſaturated 
by their proper Acid : henceitis, that they caſily ad- 
mit the External , either humid or Kkindled in Flame ,. 
and ſo far, by means of the received Acid, they encreafe 
in weight; as I haveſhewed before in AMagiſtery. 

Flint burnt in Fire, till it chop and gape,becomes Cau- 
ſtick, and turns living or dead Fleſh into rottenneſs, 

But Corals in like manner burnt or calcined in the 
Fire , till they chop, do not affect either /ivin; Fleſh, 
or dead, becauſe they become a Powder altnoſt inſipid. 

Flint burnt, until the Glew (5. e. ) the Aliment dics,. 
is called Calx or Lime, which, being yet frefh, grows 
hot with Water poured on it, andits Aid .Afts upon its 

werful and proper Alcaly; and they ,are both turned: 
into a ſtony or petrous ſubſtance , which coagulates 

Corals duly burnt for fix days'and nights, till the Ali- 
ment die in' a flame of Wood, or Coals, da increaſe - 
in weight ; they grow not hot upon the aftuſion of Wa-. 

ter, . 
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ter , becauſe they have not ſo: much Ac:d, as will ſuf- 
fice for a mutual Action' or Combate , neither is it coa- 
gulated into a ftony ſubſtance. 

Out of Flinr, Calcined with Vegetable Alcaly, is ex- 
tracted a Lixivinm , which boiled with Suet or Far, be- 
comes Sope. 

If Alcaly of Vegetables be added eo Calcined Corals, 
The Alcaly extracts from them the Acid drawn from the 
Flame, and the Corals fall into a Whire Inſipid Pewatr. 
Pour Diſtilled Vinegar on Calcined Flint , and the Vi- 
negar difiolves its Alcaly with bubbles and hitling. 

But if you pour the ſame Vinegar on theſe Calcined 
Corals, they are wholly diffolved, withour either bub- 
bles or noiſe , becauſe being ſaturated for ſix days 
and nights by the Acid Flame, they are no longer Thirſty : 
on which Solution, pour Tru? Sp.rit of Vitridl,, which. 


(as I have ſhewed before) doth keep down. the weaker 


.Acidof the Diſtilled Vinegar , and aſſociates to irs ſelf 
the Alcaly of Corals; - but the Fire , or Life of the Co- 
rals is umted with the Vinegar , and' ſo the whole

It wants not therefore 'the ſuſpicion of fraud or igno- 
rance.,, when men'{hall paſſionately , yet weakly affirm, 
That Iron, from its ſingle preparation, is either aftringent 
or aperitive : They ſhould live and die in their ignorance 
for me , unleſs fick perfons were in danger to be ruined” 
thereby : Learn therefore, not from Me, who have al-

Now they who commend Tron in all Diſeaſes, and do wha Dif: af 
preſcribe tt in every Dropfie, in the Schirrhus of the Liver, Crocus Morris 
In an inveterate Jaundice,cſpecially joyned with a Feavpr, '* 2* good for 
in Hypochondriack Melancholy , or in Diſeaſes of the. Sto- 
mach. They doit not , without the extream Peril of 
the Patient ; Tis true, Jron is very good for great Li- 
vers, looſneq with moiſture, and tumid, 'but when they 
are hardened to a Schirrhm,it is lo far from diſſolving it, 
that it rather confirms it, and by conſuming its Acid pro- 
ducer,drivesitto a Lapideous hardneſs ; ſothat ron either. rg; yi ir is 
Filed or any other way turned to R«b:go”, hath been 
always commended by ſure Evperiments , for great and 
ſwoln Livers, but never for diſſolving a. Schinrhus. So 
Ferreous and Acid Waters are good :to-attenuate thc 
Spleen , and to open all Obitructions. of the lower. part 
of the Belly, ariſing from Morbonus Acid, as yet fluid ; | 
as Hippoc. Chymic. ſhews by clear Experiments , Chap. :

willin ſpight of their teeth enform themof the Truth. -- 
Otherwiſe the World would be filled with far fetched , 


illunderſtood, falſe and dubious Receirs ; and the diligent | 


Obſervations of our Anceſtors would be lightly eſteemed: 
and ſoa new, unskilful, ambiguous, coſtly ; ſpeculative, 
infinite, and groundleſs way of Phyſick, would take place; 
which nterthe diſguiſe of falſe Words and deep Learning, 
would be entertained by 1d-ots ; who not knowing the 
Vertues of Things , hotly contend amongſt themſelves , 
and rail one at: an other , not only about {peyrrive or 
Aſtrinzent Iron , but about» many-other things; ſome of 
which 1 have ſpoken of, . as much-as the nature of 'the 
Argument and the good of my Neighbours require - SQ 
alſo'by uncertain Concluſions and vain Opinions they re- 
vile the Wits of the Studious, and to the. hurt of their 


* Neighbour, - and the infamy of the Art, they approve 


and ſubſcribe to Lying Fables : And not ar all ſtudying the 
Truth, they boaſt themſelves to be great Doftors ; who 
yet never will attain to Science, becauſe they follow the 
herd, that went before, and think-they have already 
attained it. , as Seneca rightly ſpeaks ; but to return to 
the matter. 

D-oſcorid:s handles Iron two: manner of ways , either 
preparing Feyr#go out of it , or extinguiſhing It in Water 
or Wine : yetto both the Preparations, -he aſcribes an 
Aſtringent Vertue; he doth not call the one ſtringent and 
the other Aperitive. For when Iron opzxs, it comes from 
the ſpecifick Acid, degenerating in the body, which Na- 
ture could not receive into nouriſhment, and therefore, 
by reaſon of its Acid taſte, it ruſhes to the Iron ; ſo the

Helmont ſays, that Iron doth open by a ſpecifick and a 
propriate Vertue, but it binds by a ſecond Cay :{6 hs 
neitherof the Vertues of the Iron , doproceed from the 
abſence or preſence of its Mercary ( which they boat, 
but without Truth , that they can extract from it ) but 
from the attraCtion of the ſpecifick Acid in the Morbom 
Bodies, as Hippoc. Chymic. ſhews, Chap. 16. and 28. Thi- 
ther I refer the Reader, that I may not clog him with 
the repetition of things there ſpoken, 

But we may grant, that they can as well extract 
Mercury from Iron, as Eximious Vertues from Copper : 
Theſe Vanities are, and always were, nauſccous to Me, 
as well as to the World and the Sick ; for they have no 
foundation in Nature : ſo that they, and their Maſters, 
are to be baniſhed from the ſociety of good Men; while(t 
onthe other ſide , Ideal with the DofQrine of Truth and 
the moſt Ancient Science, which the Ancients found to 
be agreeable to the Nature of Man., and thought wor- 
thy to be aſcribed to God, as the School of Truth yer 
thinks, as a. ruget hath it, De Veterum Medicina ; for 
He there teaches, that as there is a manifold Acid in 
the Macrocoſme , ſo alſo in Mans Body. And in his Book 
de Arte , every Acid hath irsproper Ventricle., which yet 
the vocal and wordy o__ is ignoraht of, and there- 
fore he adds,as they know wh? ſtudy theſe things ; but ſecing 
it is eaſier ro ſteal blind Receirs and to approve them., 
to ſuppreſs Truth and to load Fe with. Calumnies, then 
to learn the knowledge of the Yentricles of Mans Body, 
"ris no wonder, that They are ignorant of the Inſtruments 
of Phylick, who have no regard to the Yentricles ;' For if, 
ſays the Old Man, they do not know the Conſtitution from the 
beginning , and that which 'is predominant in the boay , they 
cannot preſcribe that which is good for a. Sick, Man. Lo here 
the Cauſe; why Crocus tis being Aperitive in the 
hands of ſuperficial and ignorant De#ors , becomes A- 
frriftive, and ViceVerſa; becauſe.they are ignorant of 
their proper Inſtruments: and in the method of. Curing, 
know not how to apply Ave things to Paſſive, becauſe 
they have*not the knowledge of Yentricles , ' or Sapors : 
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neither did "they- ever-learn' Them' out of Hippocrates, 

of which my Hippoc. Chymic. doth diſcover very many. 
This is the reaſon, why, as I faid.-before, they come to 
Praftice, as the Aſs to his fodder, not knowing to what 
he extends his Lips., but only as far as his exterior ſen- 
ſes, without underſtanding , by ſecing: and taſting , do 
draw him to his meat. But why do I inſiſt on the decrees 
of -7h:loſaphers., deduced and -drawn Yown from Nature 
it ſelf , ſince I-have to dv with ſach Perſons, who ne- 
yer ſo much as dreamt of the Yer.ty 'and Excellzncy of 
the Art of Phyſick. Therefore they are to be inſtructed 

by Exampl:s, taken out of - the Shop of Wiſe Nature. 
Obſerve then ,. That. in- the Stomach and -Milrt of a 
ſound Animal, there- dwels' a Viral Acid proper to the 
Milt , but when Thar.

even before.it be heated there , preſently the ſtrength of 
the Body is repaired. 

\ This innate Calid is alſo ih Lerrice , ſo that the Acid 
of the Stomach after it is conſumed by the Aliment, and 
s paſſed into Radical umid or Moiſture, immediately the 
Sramach Contracts it ſelf, and the whole Body Languiſhes 
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'__  for-want"of [{t; Hence ariſeth Hunger and Appetit© 
of Food, fothat an hungry Man ,. though he be weak- 
ned by long Faſting ar by Labour, yet upon the taking 
of. Food or Drink ,.,yea of one Cup of Wine only, he 
finds himſelf immediately refreſhed ; and that , before 
the Food begins to be chylified ; becauſe the deficient 
Acid is reſtored by That which was in the Meat, Drink , 
Bread or Wine , though imperceptibly, as to our out- 

- ward Senſes. Whence Hippoc. ſays, Aliment 5s that , 
which is turned into Spiritual Vapours ; by ſuch as theſe the 
Vital Spirits, which are the Authors of the Attive, are nou- 
r:ſhed. For as I ſhewed before , That as every Acid 
Spirit carries the Anima inſeparably in- its belly , . and 
gets dominion over that body , into whichit-is infuſed; 
1mmediately forming s according to its own nature, 
as I gave examples , chap. 6. in Spirit of Salt ; which 
being poxred into Alcaly of Tartar, preſently forms 
to it ſelf a Saline Body , agreeable to its own Nature , 
and becomes Salt:; and Spirit of Vinegar , or Diſtilled 
Vinegar, in the ſame Alcaly of-Tartar, forms to it ſelf a 
Body , adzquate to its proper nature, and becomes Tar- 
tar of Wine : The like may be ſaid of Vitriol, and other . 
Acids :- So alſo the Acid of the Stomack of a Man, when 
it lays hold on Bread , .or any nouriſhing” thing , -over 
which it may have dominion , . it: doth turn and tranſ- 
muteit into Chyle , . and afterwards into hamane fleſh : 
And the Acid of a Dogs Stomack converts the ſame Bread 
into Dogs Fleſh , as we are-daily taught alſo by other 

- Living Creatures ; becauſe Nature works by the ſame 
Inſtruments in them all : as I have ſhewed in the begin- 
ning of this Chapter out, of Hipp:crates , in theſe follow- 
ing words; The ſoul of Man increaſed in no other , but in 
Man, &c. and from the ſame things of which it con- 
ſiſts ; and though Bread be fermented and Acid; as moſt 
Aliments are, either more or feſs ; yet the Acid inthe 
Stomack of a Man, though.of it ſelf. weak , hath yet a 
vitality joyned with'it ; whence it can obtain.domunion. 
over the ſame: As Vinegar gets dominion. over' and 
fippreſſeth the Acid innate in a®Pearl ; and. Aqus 

"I Faris ſubducs the Arid in Silp:r, ſoalfo theV, RED 
: ; 4 


of the Stomach ſubjugates the Acid Ferment of the Bread 
and other Aliments, and bears ſuchrule over them, as- 
ro convert and. change them into its own nature; For ex- 
ample , When a man eats a Capon, the Acid of his 8to- . 
mack overcomes the radical moifture-of the Capon, and 
being. predominant over it , transfarms it into. its own 
nature; on the contrary, if a Capon, or a Fiſh, could, 
or did cata Man, his Vital Acid in the Stomack , over- 
powers and kills the radical moiſture left after death in 
mans. fleſh ; which then becomes the fleſh of a Capon. 

Now that there isa Radical or .Viral Moiſture remain- 
ing in a Dead Carcaſs, appears by the Worms, Which will 
infallibly breed there; and likewiſe by thegrowing of thg 
nails and hair : And this not only Paracelſus , but mas 
other curious'Enquirers into Natural Things, have obſer- 
ved. And unleſs there were a Radical Moitture remaining 
in-Fleſh,and in all Aliments, fit arid ſufficient nouriſhmenr - 
could not be ſuppeditated to the Living; eſpecially to thoſe, 
who are growing and encreaſing : witneſs Fleſh and Fiſh 
ſalted and dried in the ſmoak', which have leſs Radical 
Moiſture than when they were freſh or new ; for nuch 
of ir is eaten up by the Salt ( as Hippec. Chymic. ſhews 
chap. 14) and. therefore they nouriſh leſs than if they 
were freſh. Wherefore Acid or Soft Fire, is to be found 
as well in the Vegetable and Mineral, as in the Animal 
Family z.and it is That, which adorns every thing which 
is in the World ; even as Water is That,which nouriſheth 
it, as Hippocrates rightly ſpeaks. Ifay , by thepreſence 
of this Fire and Water, both which do conſtitute the Ra- 
dical Moiſture (as I ſhall ſhew) immediately before Chy- 
lification, is the Acid of the Stomack eplightned and re- 
freſhed ; in regard it is more orleſs in all Aliments (as 
alſo in other things) as experience. ſhews. There is more 
radical humidity in one new-laid Egg, than inan whole 
Pot full of Coleworts ; more in one Cup.of Wine, than in 
an whole Bucket of Water. Wherefore Acidity , being 
deficient. in the Stomack (as Hippoc. Chymic. in the pla- 
ces fore-cired plainly ſhews) is reſtored by the Radical 
A4oiſture of Aliments ; but chiefly and moſt of all, by thar 
Geleftial Food dwelling in the Air ; for This is the Seedof 
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Life,without which neither Man,nor other Animals,or any 
Vegetable can attain to Generation or Life ; for that Spi- 
ritual Food or Attraction of the External Air , which by 
often breathing we ſuck in, doth fo much conduce to 
the Life of Animals , that it hath cauſed not only Phila- 
ſophers, bur alſo Plebeians ro admire at it : Neither hath 
' Natare Artificially placed her Bellows in rhe neighbour- 
hood of the Heart, onely* to cool it, as the Vulgar 
think , &c, but alſo thar by their frequent Venti- 
lation they might ſuck in the Xrhereal Awre , by 
whole afftatus and jn-breathing, the aforeſaid Acid is re- 
paired, and doth unceſſantly regerminare, For, as the 
£&lIngenious Coſmopolita ſhews before in the;/Fhird Chapter ,as 
the Rain receives That: Vertue of Life , , and by the Sun 
Beams joyns it with the Alcaly of” the Earrh ; fo alſo 
the ſame Vertue of Life is attracted into the Microcoſme 
by Infpiration, and is fixed by the Solar Beams of the 
Heart into the Alcaly, or Radical Moiſture of Animals ; 
as I ſhall by and by Experimentally ſhew : 
This is the True Ancient Learning and Doctrine of Hip- 
ocrates, Concerning the Soft Fire Adorhing Bodies, wich 
- will always hold'in defj tht of Rabious Maledicence, 
as He teſtifies in his Book de Carnibas, as well 'as Coſmc- 
polita; ſaying to the ſameſenft , 1 will alſo deliver ny O- 
pion, That which w2 call Calid ſeems to me to br immirtal, 
and to underſtan1 alt Things ; to' Adorts, Sze, Hear, and 
Percerve all Thitizs, both preſent and_ futare ; the greateſt 
part whereof in the general Perturbation of all Things,retired 
into the ſupream Appartiment; which the Anciznts pt to me 
to have called «Ether: The other part, obtaining th: loweſt 
place,is called Earth , Cold and Dry, undergoing many muta- 
tions wherein there is yet much Calidity : What can be ſpoken 
more clearly for the Radical Moiftare of Things} For 
That which Coſmeopolita: ſhews in the Zfacrocoſme ( tee 
Chap. 3.) the ſame things according to Hippocrares,are to 
be underſtood in the Micrecoſme ; For Mans Body,unleſs 
it were required by that Immortal Calid, both by Ali-

Aicrocoſme hath ; and therefore Natures, Myxte have gi- 
venit the Name of AMaltiventrous Spirit of Mercury, Now 
becauſe It flows: all the days of our Life, and vaniſhes 
by reaſon of the volatility and frailty proper to the 
Nature of Animals, eſpecially growing ones , as Hippoc. 
Chymic. demonſtrates, Chap 12.-It is therefore necellary 
that /c ſhould be repaired by:Congruous Food (for we are . 
nouriſhed by the; fame Things 'of which we conſiſt) which 
doth acquire .in the Stomach a beginning of volatileneſs 
from the fore-ſaid Spirit of the Animal himſelf; a Species 
whereof that Spirit .was: from the beginning ( ſo Meatin 
the Stomach conceives Ferment from within, as Raymond 
in his Theory.) Hence of neceſſity,Bread and Water in the 
Stomach of. a Man, become Hamane Aliment ; and the 
ſame.

Tte, that whatſdeveris laboured and wrought out there, - 
fhould be alſo frail and volatile. Hence the Fleſh of all. 


Animals , Blood, Urine, Swear, Stones, Sand, . Gravel, 
Schirrhus's, Tophus's. &c. and whatſoever an Animal can 
generate , do not reſiſt , but are deſtroyed from their 
former State and annihilated by Fire, or elſe are re- 
duced into an inſipid Calx, as Bones, or into a mor« 
dicant Calx, as the ſhells of Eggs, of Oilters, and the 
like, &c. But that all Theſe before ſpoken of, were 
Occukly Salt, before they were burnt, we may be con- 
vinced, not only by the Reaſon aforeſaid , and by the 
Authority of Hippocrates , but moreover alſo, by our 
School Miſtriſs , frequent Experience : For which, that I 
may. not cloy you with Repetitions, ſee Hippor. Chymic, 
from Chap. 12. to the 16. For whatſoever is diitilled from 
an Animal, by the help of Fire, there goes forth from it a 
Liquor, pinguous Oil, and flying Alcaly but the Acid, 
which bound up the Alcaly in this tyrannical Operation, 
returns with Proſerpina to her Mother , which you may 
again fetch from Sos by Art and ſubtile Hands , as 
I ſhall ſhew anon ; But the Capmt Mortunm, even from 
the hardeſt Bones, is left vacuous and empry,except Blood ; 
which whilſt it is by degrees reduced to a Coal by a gen- 
tile Fire in a Retort ; then out ofitby Common Water 
is elicited a portion of Salt ; bur,the greateſt part is 
turned into Fugitive Alcaly , not very much ſtinking: 
a plain argument , that in the Blood there is a greater 
part of Occult Acid ( binding in the Atcaly , that with 
a Light Fire it may not fly away) than in the Bones 
or other parts , Hippoc. Chymic. Chap. 12. 

Bur that it is Salt (viz. a Compoſition of Alcatly and 
Acid) the Solution of Sublimate Mercury doth ; prove ; 
for being caſt into /r it doth not precipitate /t as Al- 
_ as above Chap. 7. But the part, which is diſti|- 
led from the Retort, is _ Alcaly , and precipi- 
tates Mercury of a White Colour,and into a ſmall ſpongy

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to the conſiſtence of Hony , that the Alcaly may imbibe. 
the Acid Salt which Man eats , Diſtill it through a 
Limbeck, and it will emit a flying Alcaly , having the 
ſtinking ſmell of the Urine from the Ferment of Putrefacti- 
on. Urine doth not acquire this putrefactive Ferment- 
in Artificial Putrefaftions, as thoſe Deans with their wild 
Colleagues do imagine , bur in that very moment when 
the Seram paſſes through the Reins,as through a Syringe ; 
but for want of a Name, I call it Ferm:nt of Patrefaftion, 
todiſtinguiſh it from other Ferments ; for Alca!y of Sweat 
doth not ſtink , as that of UVrize doth :_ neither doth 
That of Bones nor Horns, . but hath a freſh ſmell, which 
theſe vain-glorious Arriſts,. hitherto were ignorant of, . 
though my Hippoc. Chymic, hath taught them it ; yer 
they never underſtood it : for That Book. as it fets forth 
the difference of fixed Alcalyes and the conſtancy of 
Forms by the Precipitation of Sublimate Mercary difſol- 
ved; ſoit diſtinguiſheth the Permanency of the Forms 
of Volatile Alcalyes hy the Ferments acquired in their 
Native Places; becauſe the ſame Form walks pars paſſ# 
to the Fire with them even unto the very Eliments , 
viz, The Form of the fame thing, from which they 
were taken , as. Geber and Experience do witneſs, as 1 
have above clearly ſhewed: By this we ſee the reaſon , 
why Alcaly and. Viperine Radical Humid, or the Alcaly 
of other Animals , paſſing through Actual Fire , as I 
have ſaid ,. doth retain the-Form- of the Animal, whence 
it was taken , undeſtroyed ; but as the Alcaly or Mother, 
or_ firſt Matter of Metals ( which I have before demon- 
ſtrated ) is varioully agitated by the unskilful multitude 
in Acids and Cauſticks, and Calx's of Things, not agree- 
able to its:Nature,with which they oppreſs and deftroyits 
internal Form,,, and the ſpark of Acid Metaline Light, ſo 
that it cannot be. enareaſed or multiplied ( as I have 
ſhewed in a Grainof Corn) ſo alſo I find the firſt F=- 
minine matter of Alcaly of. Vipers to be miſerably toſſed 
and debaſed by unskilful Sciolifts , ſometimes with Calx-, 
ſometimes with moſt .4cid Spirit of Salt-( fee Hippoc. Chy- 
mic. Chap. 3..and 11.) Things contrary to its Nature:; 
ſo that the ſpark of Lzght or Internal Form of EI. 


His:C LAPV FS. 91- 
which ought by a gentle Fermentation to be en- 
creaſed and multiplied , by theſe Violators of Nature is 
almoſt wholly deſtroyed and annihilated , in like fort as. 
the light of a Pearl remains oppreſſed and ſlain by Their 
Celebrated Spirit of Venus. And as a skilful Artiſt , raking 
Nature for his Guide , can multiply the form in Mother 
of Metals , ſo alſo the ſame Artift , by-the ſame Guide, . 
can multiply the Form in the Mother or Alcaly of Vipers. 
I have ſhewed, how wiſe Nature, by her working, doth 
perfeCt Radical Hamid for the Family of Vegetables, on 
which Antiquity hath go = ws 7 Artifi al Humid with 
good ſucceſs. I have alſo ſhewed out of. Hippocrates de 
Carnibus , the method and way that Nature uſeth in the 
preparation of Radical Hwwmid in the Animal Family ; in 
imitation of which, I have made the Artificial , not de-. 
parting an hairs breadth from the Natural Operation. 

Hence it will appear to all-in general, and eyery indi- 
vidual Man in particular,both preſent and to come,againſt 
the opinion of Calumniators , -That This Invention of 
mine , may be truly and without fraud called . Radical - 
humid by Art, as well as Salt of Vipers; for it conſiſts of The Yiprixe 
the Alcaly of Vipers (which, as I have aboveevinced by Sl ofthe Au- 
Experience and the Authority of Geber , to act the Wo- 5197 if Radics 
man, as in Minerals'and Vegetables, ſo alſo in this Animal PIO 
Claſſis it is wholly of a feminine nature, and hath in it 
an Occult Vipexine form) and of the Child of the Sun; or 
ccleſtial Cal:d, not as yet corrupted ; which ſince 1t can- 
not be alone, is received intd and detained in the Alcaly 
of Water, until it be fermented into Salt (4. e.) into.the 
degree of the perfection of its Nature : Thus you have 
my mind. For an Example of this ,Salt,. my Hippoc. 

' Chymic, chap. 10. holds forth the way , whereby with 
Alcaly of Tartar., Vitriolate Tartar may be made out of 
a Crude Ainera of Vitriol of Mars ; and it ſhews alſo, 
That Natxre is in all things alike, and truly it diſcovers 
a great od But theſe barren and unfruitful pretenders

- the things which are before their eyes 5, for in Aqd 
. Fountains they ſee not the Child. of the Sun. diluted ;by 
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; provident Nature in Water , which never falls ; and by 

flowing by an immature Vein of Iron, it licks and affects 
ir with a feet Acidity , and after it hath flowed down 
a little it waxes yellow , as Hippocrates Chymicus ſhews, 
chap. 16, An evident argument that the Celeſtial Spi- 
rit flaggs in its ation , when ſeed fails., no otherwiſe 
then as Proſerpina, having enjoyed her pleaſure, returns 


*_ *toher Mother; yet notwithſtanding” it ſuffers not it ſelf 


to be taken by polluted hands, bur to intelligent per- 
ſons, it manifeſts it ſelf even whileſt dormant and aſleep: 
Wherefore there are many wayes conducing to this'end 
which are very craggy and obſcureto Detractors: But 
what ingenious Man would not try the ſame with crude 
Natural Vitriol of Mars ? Unle(s perhaps he be afraidof 
the frequent ſolution, long digeſtion, and judicious coa- 
gulation. 

Behold here, all ye Candid Aſſertors of Phyſical Zighr, 
how the firſt Feminine matter of Alcaly of Vipers, by 
a Triumphant and Soletnn Marriage with the Ehild of 
the Sun , is exalted 'into the Nature of Salt; whoſe 
Marriage is celebrated in the Houſe .of Nature, to uſe 
C—_ words ; againſt which,far theſe twenty years 
( whileſt | have made my abode in this Country ) Dogs 
have barked, Ravens have croked, and unheard of cla- 
mors have been made ; which 1 deſpiſing , do yet live 
to triumph over and contemne my Adverſaries z but if 
I had died, ſome would have accounted thoſe things as 
Prodigies and Omens of my Death. Oh how much paper 
have theſe Grammatical Maſters ſpent about this mat-" 
ter? whar ſlanders , what infamatory Libels , how ma- 
ny Calumnies and filthy Reproaches, have theſe uncivil 
Decl aimers againſt the Works of Nature , vomited 
forth into their own laps?

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'Vitr:ol there is an Acid moſt grateful to, pleaſant, and 
deſired by humane nature , as Paracelſas and Experience 
ſay : This Acid, becauſe it cannotbe gJone , aſſociates 
-it felf with the immature Metal , and with- /r grows 
into a Saline Body ; free or ſeparate Ut , and it will be 
worth your labour; for there lurks in ct an Arcanam for 
the Epilepſy , of which the ingenious Crollzxs ſpeaks. : 
Parac:l'us attributes many Vertmes to the volatileneſs of Spi- 
rit of Vitriel, in curing the Ep l:pſy ; but 1 could never tee 
any of Tem : neither did (ver any man affirm toms, that he 
- Could cure a confirm:d Ep.l:pſy , only by Vulgar and ſimply 
prepared Spirit of. Vitriol, Thus far He. Therefore , tor 
thc reaſors hinted before , it cannot be elicited. by Diſtil- 
lation , as all-Candid Operators witneſs ; for this cauſe, 
the Searchers into the Secrets of Nature have tried ano- 
ther way , which I ſhould willingly have declared in this 
place, but that I have experience, That 'ris a fooliſh thing 
to:expoſe ones1elf to Ignorants and ta the Vulgar,for whar 
they praiſe 1s blame-worthy,what they think is vain, what 
they ſpeak is falſe,what they diſapprove is good, what they 
allow evil , -and what they .extol infamous; as I have 
hitherto proved by clear Examples. Neither doth an 
Arcanum lie hid in the faid Yolatility only for the Epi- 
l-pſie , but alſo for the Sffocation of the Matrix, tor 
the Palpitation of the Heart , and for the Corroborati- 
-on of the Spirits , Brain, Heart, and of the whole [na:- 
vidaum ; ſince it is the Child of the Sun, and the Twin- 
brother of our Vital Spirit. But of This.I have faid e- 
nough. 1 return now to the Vacuous Alcaly of Vipers, 
which is ill treated by the company of YVulzar pretenacd 
Chymiſts. 

As we do notgive a Scorpion, or a Piece of Wood, to 
thoſe that are hungry , and ask for Bread ; neither do

And if the Alum- 
n#s and Scholar of Truth in his Operations ſhall imi- 
tate Hey, he can never go out of the way., as by and 
by will appear by a clearer Example : But here I would 
have all Readers to take Notice , that as all Remedies, 

roceeding from Animals are weaker for Mans uſe, than 

hoſe that come from Minerals ; ſo we are here to un- 
derſtand , that Alcaly of Vipers polleſſes a ſpecifick Form, 
and is impregnated with Natural Acid ſupervening, and 
under a convenient heat of Digeſtion, it is ripened into one 
excellent Body : The ſame Alcaly indeed may arife more 
efficacious , by reaſon of its Maſculine adjun&t, yer it 
cannot aſcend beyond the. boundary before alledged 
out of Raymnnd ; ſo that the Remedies taken from the 
. Mineral Family , are found to be much more perfect in 
the Epileppie Aſthma, Stone, and moſt Coagulated Diſ- 
eaſes ( Hippoc, Chymic. Chap. 14. ) in as much as their 
Radical Hxmid is found by Experience to be more con- 
ſtant. 
Naw Thoſe in general are called Coarulated Diſeaſes., 
who from Immature Acid, flow from the Stomach to 
the other Shops of Digeſtion, and are Coagulated there, 
or if in-theſe very Shops, through the degenerating of 
the Occaſional Cauſe, the Acid become more power- 
ful, then ir ſuppreſſes the /mnare, and preſently the 
Pores are contracted , and it undergoes Coagulation

Now that D:vinumof Hippocrates 1s the Occult, Ar=-- 
duous , Obſcure, Hidden , Cryptical and Admirable Fer- 
ment in althe Ventricles , . both of the great and lcfſer 
World ; which cannot be ſeen with the eyes, neither can + 
it be perceived by any: outward ſenſe, but only 'tis known 
by its effect , and-that not-without much labour , and na 
little expenee of time ; but I haye ſhewed it to be the Ch.1d 
of the Sun, Chap. 2, For whatſoever doth eſcape the - 
ſight of the bodily eye, the eye of the Underſtanding doth, . 
and can reach it; as in His book of Precepts, 
This arduous and ebſcure Ferment ' hath: ſo crazed the 
Brains of the Deans, and their-Collegiats , .though they - 
think they were ſolid ,. ſtrong, . and well grounded ' 
in Art , .That they doaltogether diſlike that Diwinzm. as 
a certain piacular thing , ( which my -Zippoc. Chymic, ce- 
lebrates both in Difeaſes and Remedies) and they are 
alſo ignorant how 'to diſtinguiſh new things from old, . 
latter from former ; which the fourth in order of the Vienna 
Profeſſors, a ſcurrilous: and dicacious prater, doth con- 
feſs, viz. that he is-amazed-to find that it-ſhould-be trea- 
ted of by. learned men, . as being manifeſtly falſe and fos- - 
liſh; but he Dreams waking , as the Proverb is. 
But - our Galen ( even when he was old , . deriding © 
ſuch raens madneſs ) -together- with many other fa- 
mous Men , had It in great eſteem ,.. and (- with Hippo- 
crates) confeſſes in his 2: Book of. the- Differences of 
Feavors, Chap. 27: That Ir is placed-in-a certain ſecret 
aftettion, . and that it doth inhere in the very parts, 
ſaying of intermittent Feavors, /t ceaſes not to bring abcut 
the Circuitus of their Fits, as long as the Diſpoſition, in 
the generating part, is preſerved.: whence it appears , . 
that in thar place-he fetches the Cures of: Feayors a little 
higher than he dothin his-Books of Method andin his Firſt Book: 
of Art t6 Glaxcoe; affirming , That the correftion - of this 
Diſpofition , is the principle ſcope of the Cure ; and in the 
fame book , Where heat overcames the matter , it is called; 
mcrement. He means nothing elſe-, but what my- Hippoc, 
Chym. hath: more clearly explained (-for- the fake of the 
ſtudious; viz. Ferment, either occult, or manifeſt ; - which - 
ſpeaking to Plebeians , he calls heap , and Algaly mar- 
ter 
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tir; for if heat do overcome, it mult needs have domini- 
on over the Matter or Alcaly , as 1 have abundantly proved 
by all examples both in the great and lefler world ; 
and then ( ſayes Galen ) Heat is encreaſed not only in 
Feavors ; but alſo in all other Diſcaſes and Matters, as 
I have before ſhewed in Barly, a ſeed of the AMacrocoſme ; 
and now ſhall likewife ſhew even ad oculum in Paronychia 
(s.e, )( an impoſthumation under the root of the Nails ) 
a ſeed of the Microcoſm, Now Paroxychia, the Miſtreſs or 
Queen of almoſt all Diſeaſes, 1s en Tanocen Tumour ; ſo 
called ſrom the moſt Acute pain accompanying it; the like 
whereof is hardly to be found among Men ; it ariſes 
in the root of the Nails ( 5. e. ) in their Ventricle, when 
the Occult Ferment ts by-miſtake There made manifeſt 
and ſoured. ; in that very moment the -vivid- Aliment 1s 
perverted, the neighbouring, parts are. diſturbed , and 
{ſometimes the Bones themſelves are eroded.

I would have difco- 
vered many .more of theſe things ,... far the benefit of my 
Neighbours , as alſoa pleaſant, fafe and delightſome Re+ 
medy for the'Lxes Yenerea-itielf, unleſs 1 had: been every 
where prevented by the deep Wiſdom of the Vienna Pro- 
feſſars. FW | 

I know Learned Men, not a few., have by long ufe and 
experience-taken.,notice of .things, that do eradicate 
certain Dyſpoſitions ; but. by reaſon of the;multitude. of /z- 
norants.in this woful age ; which, with onemouth ,wou 
raile againſt. them. (1am.almoſt; aſhamed-to ſpeak ir) they 
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"Otto Tachenins, 


are afraid'to publiſh Them, becauſe they excecd the nn 


derſtanding of Gregariexs and Talkative Medicks. 
So the Vulgar Country People by proper Antidotes 


( #.e. ) ſuch as ſpecifically deſtroy ſome Diſpoſerions, or do 


reſtrain, abſorb, or overcome the Acid and Ferment 


.of the place) do ſometimes Cure not only Feavors., 


but many other Diſeaſes, without Purgation premiſed ; 
wheretLy Old Women do ſometimes diſgrace, even the 
moſt able Phyſicians., and do counterfeit their Art; ſo 
Hippocrates teaches in his Book de Aﬀettionibus, If Pa- 
tients ſeemto have no need of Pharmaca, givethem Medica- 
ments in Drink,, by which the Feavor may be either changed 
or may abate. = 

My Hippocrates Chymicus, with Galen and Hippocrates , 
give many Examples of this Corre&:on (as the former 
calls it ) of Tranſmutation: ( as the latter) of Diſpoſitions ; 
which being Cryptical, Abitruſe,and Magnetical Works of 
Nature ,- and beſides are the Foundations of the Phyſick 
of our Predecefſors, The Deans and their Colleagues 
have indeed read them , as appears ,* but being above 
theirreach,and above Priſcians Grammar Rules,they could 
not underſtand Them,as appears by theirreproachful can- 
ting ; for therefore they aſperſe them,as not having /earzed 
to conſider obſcure things from manifeſt, as Hippocrates plea- 
ſantly derides them, L. 1. de D:eta. But if this Spiritual 
Operation be to be derided, then ſurely, whole Nature , 
and the -profound Science of True Phyſick will be alſo 
counted ridiculous. For whatſoever Nature works in 
the greater or leſſer world, ſhe always begins and ends 
it in a Spiritual manner ; for the Creator hath given 
her 'no other [nſtraments to work withal : Out of a 
ſmall Seed of Hemp or Flax; there ariſeth a Plant,which 
having firſt undergone many vexatious Alterations, at 
length' is made a Sail, by the help whereof, and by the 
blowing of the Winds , Men are carried up and down 
the World. This Aftion, from the begihning to the end, 
proceeds Spiritually, like Cryptography , as Hippocrates” 
FN innb hong 1n A fore-c bh place,” And alſo Mans 
Nature it ſelf, f Bread only and fimple Water, doth not 
only frame forit {ef the: Body, which we touch, ' but pr | 
wo the 
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the Optick Spirir of incomprehenſible Tenuity. None but Breid and Wa. ; 
the Norimberg and Auſtrian Collegiates and their fellows, **' re mace 
would ever have called this Operation of Nature :npt , _— 
Circum-foraneous, and Mountebank-like. So in the 
very Science of Phyſick , neither Rhubarb, Senna, nor 
Agarick,, &c. ( their innate Spirit being taken away ) 
can any. longerdiſturb Mans Body ; . neither, in their full 
ſtrength, if they could be giver to a Carkaſs of a Man 
( the Spirit being gone) would they purge It. So that 
whatſoever is in Medicine , beſides the Clamours of thc 
Deans and their Colleagues, like Cryptography , itpro- 
ceeds Spiritnally ; for we muſt needs confeſs, that all things 
do conſiſt of inſenſible Principles, as Lucretins lays, Lib.2. 
Moreover one weight. or parcel of Galls , - anda fourth 
part of that weight of Y:rriol ( though neither of then 1,1 aud 
black ) yet being joyned together with an Aqueos Liquor, of Occult 
by reaſon of the innate Spirit, do wax black, becauſe thirgs. 
the Alcaly of the Galls doth ſuck up. the Aoid Spirit of 
the YV.triol , and the immature Iron is diluted into Ink, 
which1s in uſe amongſt Kings , Learned'and Unlearned, o 
yea Plebeians themſelves : Yet all theſe, when they han- 
dle this Cryptick and hidden Colour , brought thus to 
light , are accuſed by theſe lofty Deans and their Owl- 
light Companions, as Circumforaneous and Juglers. _ 

Truly they ufe their Tongues il], but their Ink worſe. 
But to make an end, | conclude with Lacrctin , . That

The 
Aura of the Stomach , being endued with a forrain o- 
dor , can creep tothe joynts of the Foot (as the Auf 
of Common Sulphur can reach Sal Satxrni, though fat di- 
ſtant from it, . asI have experimentally ſhewed ) arid 
there ir canſo trouble the inhabiting Spirit ;* rhar the 
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Water of Frogs 
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Aliment of the place waxes ſour , and pain ariſes, which 
from the place 1s called Podagrick. But of what Species 
this Acidity is, ſo tinged by rhe ſtrange or forrain Aura, 
Mans underſtanding cannot comprehend : Whence Hip- 
pm in Freceptionums libzllo , By reaſon of diverſe attri- 

utes , ſometimes Diſeaſes ſlay a longer while. So that for 
the particulur Cure, That: which is contary to theſe pains 
lies hid in the ſpecifick Alcaly , which thirſts after ſuch 
an Acid; as I have ſhewed concerning Iron for the Spleen, 
and concerning Oſftio Colla , 8c. ( ſee 0 gr Chymic.
